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INTRODUCTION, 


HE pradice of Phyfic confiders the nature of Dif. 

eafe, as it occurs in the body, with its proper 

treatment from a review of its fymptoms, and, as 
far as can be traced, its caufes. 


_ The forms of Difeafe, as they moft commonly ap- 
pear, may be arranged, with a view to their treat- 
ment, into four diftin@ Claffes, as they partake either 
of an /nflammatory—Nervous—Cachetiic—or Mixed Na- 
ture. 


This arrangement depends on two circumftances, the 
ftate of conftitution of the perfon attacked, and the 
{pecific nature of the caufe from which the difeafe 
arifes,

¥ TIE moft frequent example of difeafe, in each of 
q the above claffes,, is Mever, which confilts in “a 
general debility of the fyftem, and diforder of its funéitons, at- 
tended almoft always with more or lefs frequency of pul/e, ~ 
and iucreafed beat.’ 


I, Inflammatory Fever. (Synocha.) 


tr, Wuen of the inflammatory kind, to the more. 
general appearances of Fever, there is added an anxié 
ety, or particular uneafy fenfation referred to the region 
of the ftomach ;. fome degree of pain in the back. and. 
head, affefting the eye balls, which appear inflamed, 
fuffufed, and impatient of light, with a rigor or fhiver- 
ing, proportioned to its violence. 

2. Thefe firft fymptoms are fucceeded by vertigo, or 
fome flight confufion of head, general laffitude, with- 
out much debility, the body feeling as if bruifed, want 
of appetite, anorexia, and impaired fleep, or without 
refrefhment ; towards evening an exacerbation, de- 
noted by an increafed frequency of pulfe, takes place. 
A. preternatural heat of the fkin, being dry and parch- 
ed at the fame time, prevails, with great thirft and high 
coloured urine; and the refpiration is fomewhat impe- 
ded. The tongue, which is dry, exhibits alfo a white, 
or a fearlet cofour, and:a fullnefs and hardnefs is. felt: 
in.the artery, not vanifhing on preffure.. 
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3. The conftitutions moft liable to the attacks of this. 


difeafe are the fanguine, and thofe alfo of a tenfe fibre. 
It is moft frequent in its occurrence at the prime of life, 
or from the age of 14 to 35, being peculiar to a cold or 
temperate climate, and prevailing chiefly in the {pring. 

4. Its caufes may, in general, be afcribed to irregu~ 
larity: either by 1. Sudden expofure to cold, or changes 
of temperature ; 2. Obftruction of ufual evacuations ; 


3- Excefs in dict, particularly in drink; and, 4. Vio- 


lent exercife. 

5. A crifis is generally obtained here on fome of the 
critical days, the difeafe feldom exceeding in duration 
the 14th; and that either by a hemorrhage, particular- 
ly from the nofe; a fweat; a diarrhea; or the depofi- 
tion of a fediment in the urine. Such crifes, phyfici- 
ans have odferved, are commonly alfo preceded by cer- 
tain variations in the pulfe. 

6. Our prognofis, or opinion, muft be regulated by 


the degree of violence in the fymptoms ; efpecially thofe 


about the breaft and inteflines ; fuch as violent oppref- | 


fion, early and ftrong tendency to fleep, fighing, and 
involuntary difcharge of the ufual evacutions; all which 
are highly dangerous. 

7. Inthis difeafe, where fatal, diffeétions have ofteneft 
fhewn effufion to have taken place within the cranium, 
a determination to the veflels of the head, fometimes 
producing fuppuration, &c. and at other times topical 
affections of fome of the vifcera. 

8. The fubfequent effects of this fever on the contti- 
tution are oftener falutary than morbid. Thus palfy 
and other nervous affections are frequently cured by it; 

‘the growth of body accelerated; and the ‘tate of the 
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alimentary canal amended. But in fome cafes where 
the inflammation has proceeded too far, topical affec- 
tions of the vifcera are the confequence. 
9g. From the {tate of body and the caufes of the dif- 
eafe defcribed (3. and 4.) its proper treatment confifts 
in abating the excefs of heat and plethora, (or fullnefs) 
which prevails. In doing this, however, bleeding muft 
be fparingly ufed, from the hazard of the fever chan- 
ping into one of a different type or form. But where 
the head is much affeéted, topical bleeding, by leeches 
or a fearificator, may be ufefully employed ; and if 
ficknefs and naufea prevail, vomiting may be excited 
by the antimonial folution, which will likewife have 
the effect of pafling downwards, and obviating the 
coftivenefs which ufually attends this difeafe; but fuch 
vomiting fhould be confined: to the firft flage. T'o re- 
lax the furface, thin tepid drinks, acidulated with ve- 
getable acids or nitre, in divided dofes, fhould be plen- 
tifully ufed ; and after proper evacuations, if delirium 
and difficult refpiration prevail in a high degree, blif- 
ters may be then applied. Attention fhould alfo be 
paid to the ftate of the inteftines; and faline purges, 
when neceffary, exhibited. 
1e. This form of fever, though fo often defcribed by 
writers of the former age, is now more rarely met with 
in practice; and, from certain conftitutional changes, 
fevers in general, aflume at prefent more of the ner- 
vous and putrid, than of the real inflammatory nature. 


Lopical L nflammations 


1. Such is the method to be puriued, where a ge. 
neral inflammatory ftate of the fyftem prevails ; from 
A 3 
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it we proceed to confider the nature of /nflammation, when 
more immediately confining itfelf to particular parts. 

2. Inflammation confilts in a {welling and rednefs of’ 
apart, with pain, and a lefion of its funtions; there: 
prevails a fenfe of throbbing, undulatory motion in: 
its veflels; and the blood, when drawn, difcovers a; 
buff coat on the furface, or feparation of the glutinous; 
part from the reft of the mafs. 

Cre Ge generally attended with a fenfe of cold and! 
fhivering, fucceeded by a degree of anxiety and op-. 
preffion, with heat, thirft, and watching. The pulfe, at: 
fir weak and quick, becomes full and hard, and an: 
acute or obtufe pain is felt in the affeded part. 

4. Its caufes are the application of much heat or’ 
cold; any acrid matter producing irritation; external | 
violence ; morbid congeftions or determinations to par-- 
ticular parts, &c. 

5. The fymptoms of inflammation evidently fhew a: 
morbid increafe of circulation in the inflamed part 5}. 
and likewife an increafed action of the contiguous veflels ; 
to a certain extent; but thefe fymptoms are modified | 
fomewhat by the peculiar nature of the affected part., 

This ftate of inflammation is either terminated by, 

iff, Refolution. When this excefs of fluid is returned| 
into the general circulation, or exhaling into the cellu-. 
lar fubftance of the part, is afterwards, in a certain) 
quantity, abforbed. 

2d, Suppuration. When the matter or fluid exhaled, , 
too grofs for abforption, acquires a peculiar nature, ini 
confequence of the part afluming, as an effect of in-. 
flammation, a fort of fecretory power. ‘ 


34, Gangrene. When the tone of the veffels is fo: 
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completely deflroyed, either from extreme action, or 
-elfe real.decay of the vital principle, that inftead mere-. 

ly of its thinner parts, the blood, in. its grofs ftate, is 
effufed into the cellular membrane, where, a change, 
generating putridity, enfnes; or where, as alleged 
at times, a putrid matter is depofited from the general. 
mafs in the inflamed part. 

6. Vhefe different terminations may be fufped- 
ed from the degree of violence in the caufe, from the 

fenfibility and different texture of the part to which 
it is applied, and from the ftrength and conftitution of 
the patient. 

7+ The cure of topical infammation,. wherever feat- 
ed, confifts, in general, in removing the increafed ac- 
tion of the fyftem, and taking off the particular irrita- 
tion from the. veficls of the affe@ed part. 

8. The fir indication depends on purfuing frialy 
the antiphlogiftic regimen, which confifts in avoiding all 
irritations by a low fpare diet, compofed chiefly of acids 
and -vegetable matter in the moft dilute form; the Te- 

~ moval, as much as poflible, of external heat and light, 
fhunning motion and agitation of every kind; and 
thefe means are to be further aided by the ufe of feda. 
tives, with evacuation from the general mats, by ve- 
_hefection, cathartics, &c. according to the particular 
circumftances of the cafe. 
9. The fecond indication is performed, where refolue 
tion is wanted, ; | ) 
?, And moft certainly, by emptying the veffels of 
the part, joined with the topical ufe of fedatives and af 
_tringents, particulary vinegar, and the preparations of 
lead, aided with a little of the falammoniac, and where 
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the inflammation is flight and external, without empty-- 
ing the veffels of the part, thefe applications will oftem 
be fuccefsful. 

2d, Where the inflammation; again, is feated inter-- 
nally, by exciting on the external furface a fuperior ir-- 
ritation to that arifing from the difeafe, by means off 
blifters, rubefaciants, and other ftimulants. 

3d, By promoting a counter-determination from thee 
affefted part, by the application of iffues, or the exhi-- 
bition of emetics, though the fuccefs of this laft reme-- 
dy is more doubtful. 

4th, Where fuppuration is preferred, or likely to en-- 
fue, the reverfe of this treatment muft then be adopt-- 
- ed. Under certain reftrictions, the force of the gene-- 
ral circulation muft rather be promoted, and the tegu-- 
ments of the part thinned, as much as poflible, by the: 
application of relaxants in the form of poultice; which,, 
from the heat they alfo contain, will haften the ma-- 
turation of the effufed fluid, and reduce it fooner to» 
the ftate of pus. In all cafes, where fuppuration isi 
wanted, the poultices fhould be large. Of the tribe of! 
relaxants, which are numerous, the bet, perhaps, is: 
the common poultice, bread and milk, which fhould be: 
renewed as often as it lofes its heat and moifture, on : 
which alone its effects depend; or the lintfeed cake, , 
which is equally emollient. 

10. Gangrene is a termination to be always avoid- 
ed, wherever threatened. It is known by the colour 
of the part affected becoming dark, livid, and even 
black, preceded often by watery veficles or blifters. 
When thefe fymptoms appear, a lofs of tone has en- 
fued; andto the phyfician, gangrene occurs moft fre- 
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quently when from this caufe. The prevention of — 
its farther progrefs is to be attempted, by a liberal ufe 
of tonic and antifeptic remedies; the beft of which 
are the bark and wine, fuited to the circumftances of 
the cafe,.and fimilar applications of an antifeptic and 
{piritous nature, muft be alfo made to the part itfelf; 
the moft powerful of which is, the fal ammoniac 
and vinegar. When mortification has actually begun, 
its topical treatment becomes then the bufinefs of fur- 


gery. 


II. Phrenfy. (Phrenitis.) 

t. Purensy, or inflammation of the brain, is attend- 

ed with acute fever, marked by quick, ftrong, and 
hard pulfe, violent headach, flufhed face, impatience of 
light and noife, peculiar wild look, watchfulnefs, and 
impetuous delirium. 
2. It moft commonly attacks the irritable, or thofe 
of a paffionate difpofition and a weak head. Its time 
is the feafon of youth, or from the age of 15 to 35, 
and it is chiefly epidemic in the exceffive heats of fum- 
mer, and in warm climates, being feldom met with in 
this country. 

3. Its caufes are drunkennefs, watching, long expo- 
fure to exceflive heat, efpecially when fuddenly applied 
after previous cold, excefs of thought, or long-continu- 
ed attention to one object. 

. Its crifis is generally on the 4th or 7th day, which 
it an exceeds, by a hemorrhage, diarrhea, or depo- 
fition of a fediment in the urine. 

5- No difeafe is fo dangerous, in confequence of its 
particular feat, and the fymptoms rife to a greater

height in men than in women, the violence of whicc 
determines our opinion; but when changing to a lé 
thargy, it proves fatal. The vomiting of greenifh Rus 
is alfo an unfavourable fymptom. 

6. On laying open the head, in difle@ions of this dij 
eafe, the moft frequent appearance is ferous effufion 
not but -that all the other effects of inflammation occz: 
fionally attend, as difenfion, fuppuration, gangrena 
&c. The veffels of the brain have been found fo err 
larged, as to render the fubftance of the brain entire]! 
red; the membranes alfo have been feen thickenecd 
the Pia Mater as thick as the Dura. 

The cure is the fame with that ufed in general inflam 
mation (I. and 9.) but bleeding fhould be here largel] 
employed, to a pound or a pound and a halfat once: ana 
at the fame time from the veflels neareft the affeétee 
part, efpecially the jugular or veins of the neck, ano 
fhould be alfo fuddenly drawn. When fufficiently ree 
peated in a general way, topical venefe@ion may be thes) 
had recourfe to. | 

After thefe evacuations, blifters are to be appliedi 
and the head:fhould be previoufly bathed with refriges 
rating applications, as vinegar and. water. ‘The clay) 
cap is alfo a common application, and even one o: 
fnow. Soothing the patient, and quieting any irritaz 
tion of mind, iis likewife here a neceflary indication. 

Purging and. pediluvia (bathing the lower extremi! 
ties) are neceflary, as caufing a-revulfion, which wil! 
che even affilted by the ere&t pofture; and cool ais 
fhould be freely admitted, with every part of the anti! 
phlogifiic regimen, in its fullef extent.

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ILI. Zafammation of the Eyes. ( Ophthalmia.) 


1. Opuraacnia confifts in an inflammation inveft. 
ing the membranes of the eye itfelf, or the eye-lids.; the 
former being confined to the veffels of the adnata or 
outer coat, the latter to the glands of the tarfus or 
id. | ; | 
2. Itis attended, at frft, with a fenfe of fomething 
ike a mot in the eye, or as if flies were moving before 
t; to which heat, rednefs, and {welling of the part 
ucceed, acute pain, impatience of light, and frequent- 
y fever. ‘hefe fymptoms produce either an acrid 
erous difcharge, excoriating the cheeks, or elfe a pain- 
ul drynefs of the organ. ; 

3. Its caufes are cold, the fuppreflion of aceuftomed 
Vacuations, excefs of light or heat, drunkennefs, acrid 
umes, fixed attention to minute objects, various difeafes 
ffecting contiguous parts, &c. 

4- When violent, fo as to affe@ the internal parts, 
nd when continuing long, this difeafe often termi- 
ates ina dimnefs of fight, arifing from an effufion 
nto the humours of the eye; inducing opacity, or from 
{peck forming on the eye; which, when occurring in 
{ferophulous or venereal habit, is with great difficul- 
y removed, | 
5. Ophthalmia is never fatal, unlefs changing to a 
ifferent difeafe or pbrenitis; and the appearances of 
le part, on difleftion, are nothing different from the 
ommon confequences of inflammation, viz, thickening 
f membrane, fuppuration, gangrene, &e. 

6. The firft kind deferibed (2.), when attended with 
ver, requires, in its cure general, and fometimes re. 
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peated bleedings, from the hazard of the more inter! 
nal parts of the eye being alfo affected; but when ni 
fever prevails, topical bleeding with leeches from thi 
neighbouring veflels, or fcarification of the part itfeli! 
will be fufficient. Purging is alfo particularly adaptec 
to this difeafe; blifters near the part, as the nap c 
the neck, and behind the ears, continued for feveres 
days at once, have been alfo recommended. ‘Topica: 
applications, of a cooling and aftringent nature, undee 
the appellation of eye-wafhes, are much ufed. Thee 
confit of dilute folutions of fugar of lead, white vitrio) 
coagulum aluminofum, verdigrife, camphor, brandj) 
&ec. Thefe, and even emollient liniments, are highll 
neceflary where the eye-lids, as often happens, ar 
glued together, in order to keep them feparate. 

When the difeafe, however, feems more of a fcrophu 
lous nature, affecting chiefly the tarfus, and attendee 
with ulceration, bark, mercury, and mineral waters 
are the proper remedies; and their fuccefs may bb 
haftened by the topical application of mercury or cop 
per, in the form of folution, or ointment, &c. In th! 
{pecics, cold bathing of the head has often proved 
cure ; eleétricity has likewife been ufeful. 

In cafe of dimnefs, or where the difeafe is conftitn 
tional, i/ues near the part fhould be formed, and atter 
tion to a fpare diet enjoined. 

In all inftances of ophthalmia, the irritation of ligh 
ss to be particularly avoided. Where only one eye’ 
Affected, it is commonly fucceeded by that of th 
other, efpecially in fcrophulous habits. There is all 
much tendency to a recurrence of the difeafe, and 
has been known to renew its attacks at (tated periods: 
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FY. Inflammatory Sore Throat. { Cyuanche T onfiilaris. ) 


Br. Tar inflammatory fore throat is diftinguithed by 
“a fenfe of heat, pain, and ftriure in the mouth and 
throat, which difcover, on infpection, a deep fearlet 
colour, with {welling of the ton‘ls, and dificult deglu- 
tition, particularly in the ufe of liquids ; pain darting, 
like a lancet, through the affe@ed parts. 

2. Its attacks are chiefly made on the young and 
fanguine, or from puberty to 45, and on thofe who are 
Over much attentive to covering the neck. The difeafe 
“is chiefly confined to cold and temperate climates, and 
occurs moft commonly in {pring and autumn, when 
_viciffitudes of heat and cold are frequent; and one at- 

tack favours a repetition of it. | 

3- lts caufes are cold, arifing from fudden viciffi- 

tudes of weather, from moifture, wet feet, &c. fuppref- 
fion of ufual evacuations, violent exercife. 

4. This difeafe is never contagious ; but the {welling 

leaving one tonfil generally removes to the other, and 
‘departs either by refolution or fuppuration ; moft fre- 
“quently the former, if early attended to, almof never 
by {chirrus. 

5. Some cafes of inflammatory fore throat have 
proved fatal by fuffocation, though its fatality does not 
happen once in 500 times. The appearances difco- 
-vered, on diffeftion, were, the membrane invefting 

the tonfils was confiderably thickened, containing a 
quantity of yellow ferum, refembling yellow jelly. 
“The tonfils themfelves were {welled, and when preft 
“upon, or cut into, pus was expelled from them... The 
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membrane of the larynx was difcoloured, having a red 
florid appearance on its furface, and fwelled. When 
cut into, blood and ferum feenied to dittendit. The 
inflammatory appearances extended more or lefs over 
all the contiguous parts. But next to the feat of the 
difeafe, the chief morbid. phenomena were to be traced 
in the head, which fhewed the fame changes as defcri- 
bed in diffe@tion of inflammatory fever. 

6. When early attended to, refolution may be pro- 
cured by bleeding with leeches, or from the jugular 
vein; by gentle evacuations from the inteftines ; the 
early application of blifters, which often gives the moft 
fpeedy relief; and alfo other ftimulants, extannally ,as the 
camphorated liniment near or upon the affected parts 5 
and the topical ufe of mild aftringents to the feat of 
the inflammation, in the form of gargle, confifling of 
acids, &c. and even the fimple fteams cf warm water. 

>. When a tendency, however, to fuppuration is dif- 
covered, from the continuance of the {welling in the 
tonfils, attended with a throbbing pain and irregular 
fhiverings, (and matter forms here fooner than in any 
other part, often in 24 hours) it is to be promoted by 
poultices and warm fomentations to the part ; and when 
matter is once formed, if not burfting the teguments . 
fpontaneoufly, from chancing to lie deep, which it ge- 
nerally does in the effort of coughing or fpitting, the 
lancet, without any danger, may be immediately ufed ; 
as the difeafe, though not fatal of itfelf, may cut off 
the patient, from want of nourifhment. 

Where the difeafe becomes habitual, an iffue has 
been known, at times, to prevent, entirely, its recur- 
rence. 
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V. Croup. (Cynanche Trachealis.) 


y. Tue croup confits in an inflammation of the 
fuperior part of the trachea, attended with a peculiar 
ringing or ftridulous cough, dificult or wheezing re- 
fpiration like the crowing of a cock, and fever. 

2. It is occafioned by the application of cold, com- 
bined with a moift atmofphere, and it is moft frequent 
on a coat, or a marfhy fituation, and likewife in the 
winter and {pring feafons. Its attacks never extend fo 
far as the age of puberty, and the child when attack- 
ed labours previoufly under no other difeafe. It feems 
peculiar to fome families, and one attack favours a re- 
turn on the flighteft application of cold. 

3. In its progrefs it is diftinguifhed into two ftages. 

The fymptoms of the ff, are marked by difficult 
refpiration, with the particular ftridulous cough above 
defcribed, {welling of the trachea, and fometimes of 
the hands and feet. 

In the fecond ftage, which is denoted by the urine, 
formerly clear, becoming turbid, thefe fymptoms are 
increafed in confequence of the formation of a preter- 
natural membrane or febrile exfoliation, arifing from 
the ftagnation of mucus too copioufly excreted from 
the glands of the trachea, and rendered vifcid by the 
caufe producing the dileafe. $ 

4. During its progrefs, this difeafe is fubject to fud4 
den and confiderable aggravations, and remiflions ; in 
one of which it often proves fatal. 

5. The prognofis here is, in general, unfavourable, 
though the {pitting of a membranous fubftance, with 

Biz 
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an alleviation of fever, particularly of the refpiration,, 
is favourable. 

6. Diflections of croup thew the inner membrane off 
the trachea inflamed, and lined with a layer of a yel-- 
lowith pulpy matter. This matter forms a fort of pre-- 
ternatural membrane, and extends from the upper partt 
ef the cavity of the larynx into the fmall branches off 
the trachea, which are diftributed through the fub-- 
ftance of the lungs. There is, at the fame time, a goodi 
dea] of mucus in the trachea and its branches, together: 
with a mixture of pus. | 

7. Inthe different Rages of this difeafe, a difference: 
of treatment is required. 

In the firf#, the cure depends on proper evacuations 5; 
the principal or chief remedy here, confifts in bleeding, , 
both general and topical, leeches in the latter cafe be-- 
ing placed on the trachea with moft effeé, which may: 
be followed by purgatives. In the fecond, every pece: 
toral of the attenuating clafs may be ufed, as fquill, ,, 
gum ammoniac; and alfo antifpafmodics, as opium, ( 
mufk, and afafeetida, &c. ; and, if failing, blifters and | 
emetics may be had recourfe to; if thefe fhould ftill, 
fail, as the laft chance of relief, a trial may be made of’ 
bronchotomy, or an opening into the trachea or wind-- 
pipe, for the benefit of refpiration, below the affected 
part. 


VI. Peripneumony. (Peripneumonia.) ° 


1. PeEripNEUMONY, or inflammation of the lungs, is 
denoted by acute fever, face flufhed and a little fwel- 
led, difficult refpiration, pain of cheft little diffufed, 
cough, and generally foft pulfe. 
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_ 2. It begins with the common fymptoms of fever, 
though the pulfe may perhaps be but little quickened, 
or the heat of the body much increafed, and there pre- 
vails more a fenfe of weight than pain in the feat of 
the affeftion. The breathing is moft impeded in infpt- 
ration, and when lying on the painful fide. The cough 
is at firft dry, but becomes, in the progrefs of the 
difeafe, moift; a matter of various confiftence and co-. 
lour being fpit up, often flreaked with blood. The 
pulfe is for the moft part foft, which efpecially diltin- 
guithes it from pleuri/y, (vi1.) and in the advanced 
{tage becomes weak, and often irregular. 

3. Thofe of a tenfe fibre, and fanguine conftitution,. 
are mott liable to the attacks of this difeafe, which are 
moft frequent at the middle period of life; for neither 
youth nor old age are its moft common victims. It. 
prevails chiefly in winter and fpring, and one attack. 
favours a repetition of the malady 

4. Its caufes may be referred to cold obftruding per- 
fpiration; and. by its admiflion alfo to the lungs, de- 
termining to this organ ;. or to violent. efforts, ftraining’ 
the latter. ; 

s. This difeafe obtains a favourable termination, ge- 

nerally by a fpontaneous hemorrhage from the note ; the: 
expedoration of a grofs matter brought up with violence,, 
and tinged perhaps with blood, which is very frequent 5 
‘a critical fweat; the depofition of a brick coloured fediment 1m. 
the urine; and fometimes, which is more rare, the ap-- 
pearance of an erifipelas on {cme external part; from: 
which period the fymptoms remit. 

6. Our opinion is determined by the violence of the: 

perptoms, as‘the degree of fever, which, when attends 
B 3 
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ed with delinium, is always highly dangerous; the dii 

ficulty or eafe of refpiration, which denotes hazarr 
when only performed in an ere@ pofture, and the vi« 
lence of the cough, which is moft favourable whe 
moiit; yet this difeafe is often highly deceitful in ii 
fymptoms, and, with a form apparently mild and Jitth! 
alarming, it proceeds rapidly to a fatal and unlooll 
ed-for iffue. Hence the flighteft appearance of :) 
{fhould always be confidered as important, 

7: Like all other inflammations, it terminates eithe: 
by refclution, which generally takes place in the fire 
week of the difeafe ; or, if moderate in its fymptoma: 
i the fecond, though it is liable, from the third to th 
feventh day, to a deceitful remiffion, which is follows 
ed by an exacerbation. This refolution is marked by 
one or other of the difcharges mentioned in the 5th 
number. 

By /uppuration, which, if protra@ed beyond tho 
fourteenth day, is certain; its occurrence is denott 
ed by flight rigors, with a fullnefs of the pulfe, and an 
increafed quicknefs. 

Or, laftly, which is peculiar to this difeafe, and all 
ways fatal, by an effu/ion into the cellular membrane op 
the lungs, producing fuffocation, which happens genez 
rally from the third to the feventh day ; this effufiors 
may be confidered, at times, as conne&ed with gana 
grene, and gives the fame appearance to the lungs as: 
the liver. The difeafe has been mentioned, at times, 
as liable to a metattafis to the head, or abdominal vif 
cera; but thefe are rare terminations. 

8. In the cure of peripneumony, more than of anyy 
other inflammation, an early ufe of the antiphlogiftic

plan, in its moft rigorous extent, muft be employed ; 
_and that even though the apparent mildnefs of the 
_fymptoms' fhould contradi@ fuch feverity. Bleeding 
‘thould be liberally had recourfe to, to the length of 
inducing fyncope, or fainting, and repeated on the 
fame day in an equal quantity, without attention to 
the ftate of pulfe, if the refpiration is not relieved. 

After general bleeding, topical applications, with the 
fame view, where indicated, may be ufed, and blifters 
may be fafely applied after the fecond bleeding ; 
though, as foon as the fpit appears, many advife to de- 
fit from the farther ufe of bleeding ; and others limit 
‘it to the firft fortnight of the difeafe. 

To promote expeéoration, and relax the furface, an- 
timonial preparations will be moi ufeful; and mild 
tepid drinks, with the addition of vegetable acids, or 
nitre, fhould be frequently given to promote a gentle 
diaphorefis; and the patient alfo may even breathe 
over the fteams of warm water, which will have the 
fame effe@. Profufe {weating mutt, however. be as 
voided ; and, in the advanced (tate of the difeafe, when 
the inflammatory fymptoms are almoft wholly abated, 
and the cough only remains, it will be beft quieted, 
and the expectoration amended, by the occafional ufe 
of opiates and wine. Purgatives here have feldom 
been found of much fervice ; but cooling laxatives or 
emollient glyfters, to preferve the bowels in a proper 
ftate, fhould not be omitted. 

9. In this difeafe there is the greateft hazard, when 
recovering, of inducing, by the flighteft irregularities, 
a relapfe; and the confequence of this is, to produce 
émpyema, (or abicefs) which occafions a fatal termi- 
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nation, for no inflammation is fo apt as the pneumo-- 
nic to recur. 


VIL. Pleurify. (Pleuritis.) 


1. Preveisy is an acute pain of the fide, with fever,, 
and impeded refpiration, the pulfe being full, quick,, 
and hard. It is the acutenefs of the pain that diitin-- 
guifhes it chiefly from the former affection. 

2. It is mo common on the right fide ; and the paim: 
is confined among the ribs, being fometimes fixed, att 
other times proceeding in a direction towards the {pine: 
or clavicle. | 

3. Its caufes are the fame with thofe mentioned (v1. 4.)) 
as occafioning peripneumony, with which it is, for the: 
moft part, joined; and from the connection of its vel-. 
fels with thofe of the external furface, this membranes 
is more fubject to inflammation than any other in the: 
3 

. After its departure, in confequence of the pres 
vious inflammation, a thickening of the pleura remains, 
and adhefions with the lungs are frequently formed,} 
which lay the foundation of future pneumonic com-- 
plaints, or at leaft render the patient more fenfible ton 
the changes in the ftate of the atmofphere than be foree: 

5. Our opinion in this difeafe, as in the former, multi 
be uncertain ; for every complaint of thefe parts is toc 
be confidered-as of importance, and doubtful in its: 
iffue ; where the pain, however, is not entirely fixed} 
but feems to fhift, we form a favourable prognofiss 
and the fame favourable appearances which direct us 
in peripneumony, are to be trufted to here. 

6. In its treatment it differs nothing from that dee 
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feribed (v1. 8.) as proper for peripneumony ; only topi- 
cal applications will here be attended with more effect. 
7. From the connection of the two difeafes of peripneus 
mony and pilcurify, the morbid appearances they exhi- 
bit, on diffection, require to be jointly examined. In 
opening the cheift in thefe difeafes, there have been dif- 
covered the lungs inflamed, their fpongy ftructure has 
appeared much redder than ufual, the colour being part- 
ly Sorid, and partly of a darker hue. There has alfo 
been found an exttavafation of the coagulable lymph 
into the fubftance of the lungs, and fometimes of blood. 
In this flate, the lungs are confiderably heavier than na- 
tural, of a flefhy confiftence, and fink in water. The 
pleura connected with the lungs is in the fame inflamed 
flate, having its furface crowded with red veflels, and 
a layer of coagulable lymph lying upon it. Befides 
this, ab{ceffes are frequently found in the fubftance of 
the lungs, and alfoin the pleura; adhefions too of the 
fubftance of the lungs to the pleura; ferous collec- 
tions in the cavity of the cheft; the heart much enlar- 
ged; and many other lefs important confequences of 
inflammation, from their conneion affecting conti- 
guous parts. ‘Tubercles alfo in the lungs are a frequent 
appearance ; but the defcription of this morbid change 
belongs more properly to the chronic inflammation of 
the lungs, or pulmonary confumption, though tubercles 
are fometimes met with in peripneumony. Where empye- 
ma takes place, as a confequence of peripneumony, it 
evidently proceeds from the burfting of an abfcefs in 
the lungs; but in pleurify, w soften find it produced 
from the blood veffels of th payleura being in fuch a 
Rate of inflammation as to torm pus, without any ul. 
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ceration, and the pleura, in fuch cafes, is found entiii 
In this affection, an external {welling is fometimes por 
ceptible, fometimes not. 


VIII. Lnflammation of Stomach. (Gaftritis.) 


1. Gasraitis is difcovered by acute fixed pain, ax 
burning heat in the precordia, aggravated upon foce 
motion, or preilure ; a hard contracted frequent pull 
fometimes {mall and irregular; great anxiety, opprr 
fion, and proftration of ftrength; vomiting of evee 
thing on its reception into the ftomach, and frequent 
hiccup; though inflammation of this organ has appez: 
ed, on diffection, to have at times taken place witi 
out the prefence of any of thofe characteriftic fymm 
toms. 

2. This difeafe is divided into two fpecies, the phlegrs 
nous and erifipelatous. It is the former of thefe only tht 
deferves a feparate confideration ; the latter is generr 
ly a fequel of other difeafes, is mild in its fymptom 
and appears towards their Cageuer ag marking t} 
approach to diffolution, 

3. The firft, or acute {pecies, is attended with a gree 
er lofs of ftrength than any other inflammatory difeas 
and what peculiarly diftinguifhes it, is the fuddenm 
with which death frequently enfues. 

4. Its caufes are, the application of cold to the « 
gan, poifons, or other acrid fubftances taken into | 
over-diftention, inflammation communicating from ¢ 
jacent parts, &c. 

Its termination is ei* tx by, 

iff, Refolution ; whié.t ‘generally takes place when t! 
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ymptoms are mild, in the courfe of the firft, or, at 
nott, the fecond week. 

2d, Suffuration ; when the fymptoms, though mode- 
ate, exceed the continuance of this period, and a res 
niffion of pain occurs, while a fenfe of weight and anxie- 
y ftill remain; and, on the formation of an abfcefs, 
ectic fymptoms then commence, which, unlefs the 
us is thrown up by vomiting, and the ulcer healed, 
rove fatal. 

3d, Gangrene ; which may be fufpedted from the vio- 
ence of the fymptoms at firft, and their not yielding

4th, More rarely by /chirrus, when the patient is

5- Our opinion in ga/fritis mult be almoft always unfa- 
ourable, particularly if the fymptoms do not remit in 
i¢ firt three or four days, and the proftration of 
rength, the characteriftic of the difeafe, feems to in- 
eafe. } 

6. Fatal cafes of gafritis difcover a partial thicken. 
1g of the fubftance of the organ at the inflamed part ; 
r the inflammation is feldom general over the whole: 
confiderable rednefs of the inner membrane, part 
‘it is alfo at times deftroyed, anda layer of coagus 
ble lymph has been found thrown out on its furface 
There ulceration takes place, the ulcers have fre 
a peculiar appearance. They are hardly ° 
1 with any inflammation, nor have the 
roded edges.

e whole, fometimes only a part of the ) 
omach. The appearance of gangren: 
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except in cafes where arfenic, or fome other corrofivw 
has been fwallowed; and there is nothing peculiar aa 
tending it here. The appearance of fchirrus comes — 
be examined under dy/pep/fia. 

4. In the cure of this’ difeafe, early and repeate: 
bleedings, without regard to the fmallnefs of the pull 
which will be found to rife after them, fhould be eri 
ployed; and thefe bleedings fhould be fucceeded I 
the application of blifters to the region of the ftomacec 
fomentations being ufed to the abdomen, and rea 
and large emollient glyfters injected. 

From the irritability of the ftomach, no internal mm 
dicines can be exhibited. Mild diluents, however, ar 
mucilages, fhould be thrown in in fmall quantities 
and, when the violence of the difeafe is fomewhat abd 
ted, opiates, by way of injection, may be cautiouti 
tried, to check the tendency to vomiting. 

8. By thefe means only, can the tendency to fupp 
ration and gangrene be obviated ; and when the la 
takes place, it admits of no remedy. 


1X. Inflammation of the Intefines. (Enteritis.) | 


1. Enreritis is marked by fixed pain in the belll 
increafed on preflure, fevere and fhooting in a twiftt 
manner round the navel; by ftrong fever, with quic 
hard, fmall pulfe, by coftivenefs, and vomiting off 
“stious or black feetid matter. Inftead of the latte 

of the belly, confifting in a lumpy contradti¢ 
minal mufcles, often takes place. 
tifeafe, like ga/lritgs, is divided into tw 
shlegmonous and erifipelatous 3 the latter 
onfequence of other difeafes, we omit. 


fl 
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3. The firft {pecies, or acute enteritis, differs remark. 
ably from goflritis, in the head being unaffe@ed du- 
ring its whole progrefs ; and is marked by a particular 
change of feature, or contraéted pale appearance, 
which the countenance aflumes. Death here, how- 
ever, is equally fudden as in the former ; and gangrene, 
which is its molt frequent termination, often {upervenes 
in a few hours. 

4. The chief fymptoms of gancrene are to be traced 
in the fudden remiffion of pain, finking of pulfe; fhrink- 
ing of features, diftenfion of belly, &c. 

5- The caufes of enteritis are much the fame as 
thofe of gafritis ; but of all its caufes cofivenefs may 
be confidered as the mot general. Hence its fre- 
quency at an advanced period of life, and it often fu- 
pervenes in the progrefs of cholic. Where recovered 
from, no difeafe is more liable to a relapfe. 

6. Our opinion, in this difeafe, muft always prognofti- 
cate a doubtfulevent. Unlefs alleviated in three or four 
days, it muft prove fatal. Our judgment. will be much 
directed by the violence and fixed ftaté of the pain ; for 
ifremitting and fhifting its fituation, it is then to be con. 
fidered as fomewhat favourable; and particularly if the 
fymptoms of fever are, at the fame time, milder. The 

Occurrence of ftrangary is always a fatal fymptom. 

7. Diffections of this difeafe thew inflammation of the 
inteftines often to a confiderable extent ; their outer fur- 
face {pread with red veffels; their inner furface, when cut 
into, equally vafcular. The peritoneum is allo more or 

lefs affected, and covered, at times, with a layer of co- 
agulable lymph. The inteftine is often of a dark gan 
| C 
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grenous colour, and very thick, lofing entirely its na- 
tural tenacity. Ulcerations are found in the farther 
progrefs of the difeafe in different parts of it, which 
afflume various appearances; adhefions, likewife, of 
the difeafed portion are formed to contiguous parts. 
Obfiructions are frequently found in the cavity of the 
inteftines, which are greatly diftended with wind and 


foeces above the obftructed part, as alfo intufufception, © 


confiriftion, twiftings, &c. , 

8. The treatment here is alfo the fame with that of 
gafiritis; only emollient glyfters are more indicated, 
and will have more effect when applied, than in the for- 
mer difeafe. 


X. Inflammation of the Liver. (Flepatitis.) 
InFLAMMATION Of the liver is of two kinds, the acute 
and chronic. 
1. Acute. 


1. The fymptoms of the former are pungent: fome- | 


times obtufe pain of right fide, rifing to the top of the 
right fhoulder, and peea bon ing tenfion of the right hy- 
pochondrium, with count fever, and difftulty of 


lying on the left fide, denoted by a flrong hard pulfe, © 
dry cough, high coloured urine, and often vomiting of | 


bilious matter. 


. It occurs mokt commonly in the aban tem-— 


Sea ttint, and in a hot climate; being particularly fre- 


quent in the Eaft Indies, and induced by the feveral 


caufes producing inflammation in other parts. 


3. The inflammation of the liver is feldom extenfive, 
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more commonly partial, and therefore, under proper 

¢ management, is rarely dangerous ; its refolution is at- 
tended with a hemorrhage from the nofe or anus; a 
diarrhea, or a depofition of fediment inthe urine; and 
fometimes by external erifipelas. 

When /uppuration takes place, as it generally before 
this forms an adhefion with fome neighbouring part, it 
is difcharged by the different outlets with which this 
part is connected, as by coughing, vomiting, an abfcefs 
externally, &c. ; and, next to the lungs, this organ, when 
attacked with inflammation, poflefles the greateft ten- 
dency to {uppuration. 

Gangrene is arare occurrence, at leaft not appear- 
ing in this country ; but {chirrus frequently takes place 
when it may be faid to pafs into the fecond, or chronic 
ipecies. 

4. Difledions of acute hepatitis, thew the fize of the 
liver much enlarged, and of a deep purple colour ; it 
is alfo harder to the touch than natural; its outer 
membrane is more or lefs affected by the inflammation; 
it is crowded with a.great number of minute veflels, 
which carry a florid blood, and is thicker than natural. 
There is alfo thrown out Den its furfacé a layer of 
coagulable lymph, which forms a connecting medium, 
and occations adhefions to be formed to nei; ghbouring: 

‘Parts. Phe conlequence of the caticuneiaticn of shi 
organ comes to be the formation of abfceffes ; and fome 
of thefe are very large, fo as to contain fome pints of 
pus. ‘Che whole organ has been found converted into 
a bag of pus. 

5. Inthe cure of acute hepatitis, the general means 
of obviating inflammation muft be employed. Bleed: 


Cae 
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ing may be ufed with more or lefs freedom, according 
to the urgency of pain; though its propriety, at leaft 
to any extent, has been doubted in this difeafe. Exter- 
nal fomentations fhould be applied to the affected part, 
and blifters, if required. The inteftines fhould be o- 
pened by frequent emollient and laxative inje@tions, and 
the ule of diluent and refrigerant medicines feems par- 
ticularly indicated. 

When fuppuration is ‘formed, and the abfcefs points 
externally, the lancet may be ufed to haften the evacu- 
ation. 

In the warmer climates, this inflammation is moft 
fuccefsfully fubdued by mercury, and conftitutes a pe- 
culiar practice. It fhould be begun early on the 2d or 
3d day, and continued five or fix weeks, being carried 
to the point of falivation, and no farther. It may be 
introduced cither by rubbing it on the part, or given 
internally. 


2. Chronic Hepatitis. 


1. The chronic inflammation of the liver is, in this 
country, more frequent than the acute, already defcri- 
bed. 

2. Its fymptoms are very obfcure, and of long du- 
ration. They commonly begin with affections of fto- 
mach; as flatulence, fullnefs, diftenfion, and frequent 
eructations ; the appetite in confequence fails, pain comes 
to be felt in the region of the liver, extending to the 
right fhoulder, the characteriftic of the difeafe ; an ob- 
{cure fever, with a flight evening exacerbation, gradu- 
ally creeps on, occafioning langour, want of fleep, and 
much depreflion. The countenance becomes livid and. 
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‘fank, the eye correfponds to this ftate, and becomes of 
a dull white or yellowifh hue. Under thefe fymptoms 
a fenfible emaciation takes place; the region of the h- 
ver, ON examination, appears at laft fomewhat full, 
and a fwelling can be traced. By this diftenfion the 
breathing becomes affected, and particularly aggravated 
when laid on the left fide, attended with a hoarfe dry 
cough. In the end, dropfical fymptoms, as well 
as jaundice, fupervene; and, by this complication 
of diforders is the patient cut off. Sometimes an ab- 
fcéfs, opening externally, if not curing, at leaft pro- 
longs the life of the fuferer. 

3. This f{pecies of the difeafe lafts for months, fome- 
times for years ; and is perhaps, on the whole, lefs fa- 
tal than any other cafe of fchirrus, efpecially internal 
{chirrus; for there are a great number of inftances of 
recovery from this affection, even under very deplo- 
rable circumi{tances. In this climate, however, it is in 
general the mark of a worn-out conftitution, or the ef- 
fe&t of intemperance in the ule of ardent fpirits, which. 
is its moft frequent caufe. 

” 4. In tracing this difeafe by diffeGtions, the appear- 
~ ance the liver exhibits is that of a fchirrous ftate, 
either general or partial. ‘The former is moft ccm- 
mon, and the whole ergan is ofteneft found tuber- 
culated, the tubercles being placed near each other. 
“They are of a rounded fhape, of various fize, from 
that of a pin’s head to a hazel nut. The organ, in this 
ftate, feels hard to the touch; its furface appears irre- 
gular, and, not uncommonly, its lower edge is bent a 
little forwards. When cut into, it confifts of a brown- 
ith, or yellowifh white folid matter. Nor is the fize of 
C 3 
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the organ increafed in this difeafe; the reverfe takes 
place, along with a diminifhed diameter of its veffels ; 
thus explaining what occurs in the ftate of the circula-- 
tion in other cafes of fchirrus. The colour of the or-- 
gan is often, here, yellow, while that of the gall-blad- 
der is white and empty: The fkin, in general, is jaun-- 

diced, and there is alfo water in the abdomen. 
) Inftead of this general tuberculous ftate, often large: 
white maffes are formed in different parts of the organ,, 
particularly near its edges, and between them the por-- 
tion of the liver retains its healthy ftate; but this ap-- 

pearance is not fo frequent as the former. 
“5. The cure of this affection is almoft folely trufted| 
to mercury ; and the rules for ufing it are the fame as; 
in the acute fpecies. The cure will be expedited by the: 
ufe of bitters, aftringents, and tonics, during thiss 
courfe; as the bark, columbo, chamomile, carduus,, 
gentian, &c. 

A change of climate, froma warmer to a colder " 
fituation, and alfo a long voyage, have been here rec- : 


koned ufeful. . 


XI. Luflammazion of the Kidney. (Nephritis.) 

t, Nepuritis, or inflammation of the kidney, is at-~ 
tended with pain of the affe&ed fide, in the courfe of! 
the ureter, being little induenced by motion, or pref-. 
fure, which diftinguifhes it from rheumatifm ; the tef- 
ticle frequently drawn up, and a numbnefs prevailing: 
in the limb of that fide, frequency of urine, and dif. 
ficulty experienced in pafling it; to thefe fymptoms: 
are added pretty conitantly vomiting ; {ometimes cholics, 
while the patient lies eafieit on the affected fide, 
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ie 2. The caufes of this difeafe are, external contufion, 

| ftraining of the back, internal irritations, as from cal- 
euli, acrids received into the ftomach, &c. a particu- 
lar predifpofition to this difeafe prevails in fome con- 
{titutions, particularly the gouty. 

3. In our opinion we are determined by the quanti- 
ty of the urine paitt, and its appearance, which is bett 
when high coloured ; and the evacution of pus along 
with it is a favourable fymptom. A crifis alfo happens 
at times, by fweat or piles. 


4. DifleQions of this difeafe thow all the effeds of 


inflammation on the kidney ; but there is no confider- 
able gland in the body fo liable to form abfcefles as it. 
The cavity of fuch abfceffes are lined with a pulpy 
granulated matter ; and thefe abfceffes deftroy the whole 
ftructure of the kidney, converting it into capfules, fur- 


rounding a number of imperfeé éavities, lined with 


this pulpy fubflance. Inftead of abfceffes the fubftance 
of this organ becomes changed, at times, into a foft 
loofe mafs like a {ponge. It is alfo found {chirrous, 
&e. | ‘ 

§. The cure of nephrijis proceeds on the general prin- 
ciples of obviating inflammation, by venefection ; tho? 
bleeding thould be cautioufly ufed, where the difeafe 
occurs in a gouty or .enfeebled habit, as it generally 
does; by external fomentations, both general and topi- 
eal; by glyiters to clear the inteftines, as a coftivenefs 
often prevails ; by antiphlogiftic purgatives, as the ca- 
ftor oil, manna, &c. which are very ufeful here ; and the 
free ufe of diluent and demulcent liquids 


When the fever is not high, and the inflammatory 


an 
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fymptoms flight, opiates, to footh pain, may be occa- 
fionally ufed, and anfwer beft in form of glyiter. 

When ulceration prevails, and the difeafe becomes. 
chronic, balfamics, and other detergent medicines, mi-: 
neral waters, &c. will be properly had recourfe to. 


XIL. Rheumatif/m. ( Rheumatifmus.) 


1. Ruzumatism confifts of wandering pains affect-. 
ing the larger joints, efpecially thofe of the hip, knees,, 
fhoulders, and elbows, fhifting in the courfe of the: 
mufcles connected with them, and much increafed ont 
motion. It is divided into two kinds, the acute andl 
chronic; and this divifion is neceflary to be obferved,, 
on account of their difference of treatment. 

>. The acute kind occurs moft commonly from thes 
age of puberty to that of 35. It is moft frequently; 
met with in the fanguine temperament, being peculiar to) 
a mild climate, and attacking men oftener than women, 
at the feafons of fpring and autumn, when viciflitudess 
of heat and cold take place; and the right fide of the: 
body, as has been obferved, is oftener the fubject off 
this difeafe than the left. 

3. Its caufes are the fudden application of cold, whem 
heated, changes of weather, and exceffes inducing aa 
plethoric ftate; but 99 cafes of the 100 arife from thee 
two former caufes 

4. In the acute kind it is generally attended witht 
inflammatory fever ; and its firft fymptoms begin witht 
a confiderable rigor, in which the pulfe is hard andi 
fall. and the other febrile appearances attend, thought 
the head is generally clear, and no internal ficknefs of 


Se 
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any kind prevails. An exacerbation alfo takes place 
every evening, and during the night the pains are 
moft fevere, fhifting their fituation, and leaving be- 
hind, on the part afle@ed, a degree of rednefs and 
fwelling. | 

5. When the fever departs a degree of pain and ftiff- 
nefs is frequently felt in the joint, which recurs on 
changes of weather, without fever, infomuch that fuch 
patients, from their feelings, can prognofticate it ; this 
conftitutes the chronic kind, (or arthrodjnia) and often 
continues with intermiflions for the remainder of life. 

6. Our opinion is feldom unfavourable in this difeafe, 
unlefs an affe@tion of fome of the principal organs at- 
tends; and the crifis is either by fweats, a hemorrhage, 
diarrhea, or an irruption on the fkin; for it differs 
from all other inflammations, in a fuppuration feldom 
occurring : Though fometimes there is a ferous or gela- 
tinous effufion. 

4”. Diffe@ions of rheumatifm, wnlefs complicated with 
other difeafes, are rare; but where this malady, from 
the violence of the fever, has proved fatal, the fame 
appearances are exhibited as defcribed in inflammatory 
fever. In the feat of the difeafe, viz. the joints, thick- 
ening of membranes, adhefions, and gelatinous effu- 
fion, are the only peculiar phenomena; but in the 
chronic kind, we often meet with palfy of the affected 
part, or incurable aachylofis. 
 §. In the treatment of the firft or acute kind, large 
and repeated bleedings are neceflary ; as indicated by 
the ftrength of the pulfe, efpecially on the firft days, 
and where there is much topical pain.—After thefe ge- 
neral bleedings, topical may be next employed; the 
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plentiful ufe of diluent liquids fhould be likewife ers 
joined, efpecially thin gruel with nitre, fo that 6 or 
drams of the latter may be ufed in the firft twenty-fom 
hours. 

Antiphlogiftic purges are proper; but only after thi 
abatement of pain when motion is permitted. 

Blifters to the part, when the pain is violent, are ufé 
ful; but fomentations increafe it. 

After fuficient evacuations, fudorifics, as the gum 
guiac, opiates, Dover’s powder, in a dofe of 10 graim 
every two or three hours, &c. may be ufed with advam 
tage; and they have been the remedy moft trufted te 
in this difeafe, though, of late, a new praétice has beer 
introduced, of curing every cafe of rheumatifm by a lili 
beral ufe of the Peruvian bark. 

g. In the chronic kind, a different plan of cure mufi 
be purfued, as there prevails, merely in the part, fiff 
nefs, diftenfion, and confiderable immobility, fo thay 
at: laft.a fort: of crackling noife is heard, on moving; 
it. Large evacuations are here to be avoided, ang. 
warm applications of different kinds muft be applied tq 
the part, confifting of the eflential oils, as thofe of gui 
ac, volatile alkaline falts, turpentines, &c. The uff 
of frifion will likewife be of fervice, and electricity 
foap, mercury, mineral waters, &c. to corre& the parr 
ticular diathefis or habit, have been recommended] 
Coid is alfo a powerful remedy here, both emp oyed 
by general bathing, and alfo affufion on the part ; nor 
is exercife to be omitted, which, to be fuccefsful, fhoule 
be fevere and long continued, 

10. Two particular fpecies of rheumatifin occur, whiell 
require a farther attention. 
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The one termed the lumbago, and partaking of the 
lature of the acute fpecies, being diftineuifhed by fixed 
ute pain of the /umbar region, fhooting to the os /a- 
rum, oy joint of the thigh, fo that the patient can nei- 
her lie in bed nor ftand upright. The treatment here 
s as in the antiphlogiflic method defcribed (8.). 

The other, the /ciatic, confifts in a violent fixed pain 
xtending from the joint of the thigh in the courfe of 
he fciatic nerves; it being of a chronic nature, is re- 
noved by the means recommended (9.). 


XIII. Gout. ( Arthritis.) 

1. Tue gout confifts in acute pain about the leffer ar- 
iculations of the hands and feet ; not conftant, but re- 
urning by paroxy{ms, chiefly occuring in {pring and 
utumn. 

2. It is moftly confined to the cholerico-fanguine 
emperament, or thofe who have a large head, large 
obuft body, and corpulent habit; and, for the moft 
art, attacks only the male fex; yet fometimes alfo 
he more robuft females, though not till after the age 
f thirty-five ; when occurring earlier, it arifes from a 
ereditary taint, and the chief period of its attack is 
rom the age of 35 to that of 65. 

3. The paroxyfms of this difeafe often appear fud- 
enly, at other times they are preceded by a fuppref- 
on of certain excretions, as {weat in the feet, an unu- 
1al coldnefs of the extremities, their frequent numb- 
efs, cramp of the legs, &c. with a particular fenfe of 
atulency in the ftomach, and indigeftion, though the 
utter fymptoms depart the day immediately preceding . 
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the fit, and the ftomach feels, as it were, in a mor? 
healthy fate. 

4. The fit itfelf generally commences early in thh 
morning, with a pain affecting one hand or foot, oftee 
in the firft joint of the great toe; a rigor and other fe 
brile fymptoms attending : through the day, the pati 
fuffers an exacerbation, gradually remitting about thi 
fame time next evening that it began, and entirell 
ceafing with a gentle fweat, when fleep is permittec¢ 
and a rednefs and {welling is perceived on the part. 

5. A repetition of the fame pain happens frequentl] 
in this manner, for feveral days before its final depam 
ture ; and when it goes off, the parts affected becorm 
itchy, the cuticle fcales off, and a lamenefs is felt, prec 
portioned to the feverity and duration of the difeafé 
At firft, the paroxyfms occur only once in three or four 
years, thereafter they become annual, and increafe gre 
dually, till the joints lofe entirely their motion, and 
calcareous matter is generated in them; after whice 
the difeafe may be faid to be conftant, and inftead o# 
confining itfelf to the joits, it attacks other parts « 
the body, ending in apoplexy, palfy, afthma, &c. aé 
cording to the particular vital parts that then beconm 
its feat. Hence, from this variety in its hiftory, thi 
difeate has been divided into different fpecies, accor 
ing to the mode of attack. the progrefs of the fit, any 
the part it feizes, and different appellations aflignec 
them. | 

6. Thofe long fubje& to gout, poflefs alfo more « 
lefs of a nephritic affection, arifing from calculous com 
cretions in the kidneys, and this aflection alternate 
generally with the paroxyfms of the former difeafe. 
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». To dire& our opinion, it may be obferved, that 
Ane fit is generally fhorter in proportion to the violence 
‘of the febrile fymptoms, and the longer intermiflion ; 
that acute pain is more favourable, by fheWing the af- 
feGtion confined to one place ; and that in youth a cure 
is more eafily to be expected than in old age, or where 
the difeafe is hereditary, and tophi formed. 

8. [ts caufes are good-living, nocturnal debauches,. 
efpecially in the ufe of acid and auftere drinks, want 
of exercife, or too much of it where the difeafe is once 
begun, a lax moift habit, immoderate venery, fup- 

 prefled evacuations, affections of mind, cold applied to 
the extremities, &c. 
g. Where gout proves fatal, by fuddenly attacking _ 
the ftomach, or fome other principal organ, diffefions 
often difcover no organical change in the feat of the 
difeafe. But where the conftitution has: been worn 
out by its flower ravages, various morbid affetions of 
the head and vifcera, particularly fchirrus of the latter 
-are confpicuous. Externally the fmall, fometimes the 
larger, joints are more or lefs deftroyed by the forma- 
tion of a chalky concretion, or vitiated fynovia, chang- 
ing their fecretion, and rendering them ftiff and im- 
moveable. In all the gouty cafes of Morgagni, he al- 
ways found calculi in the kidneys, of various colour 
and fize, but much, in their nature and appearance, re- 
fembling the concretions of the joints. 

10. ‘I'wo indications require to be attended to in the 
cure. 


The firf is to fhorten the paroxy{m when once com- 
_menced ; and, 


The f cond, to prevent its recurrence,

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11. The firf is effected by an adherence to the anti-. 


phlogiftic plan, except the patient has been in the habit 
of exceeding, when a fpare ufe of wine and animal 


food will l= proper, that too great a change may not. 
fuddenly take place. Opiates alfo may be occafional-. 


ly given to abate the violence of pain; but flannel 
and patience are the only applications that fhould be 


made to the part itfelf; and where perfpiration of | 


the difeafed joint can be brought on by the former, it is, 
attended with relief. When the pain, however, is very 
violent, blifters, liniments, and poultices, of a warm or 
aromatic nature, and bleeding the part too have been re- 
commended.—Gout attacking the ftomach is attended 
with ficknefs, naufea, &c. Here warm cordials, of the 
ftrongeft kind, mult be had recourfe to, and mmufk, 
camphor, volatile, alkali, balfam of Peru, {trong {pirits, 
fimply, or impregnated with afafetida, garlic, &c. have, 
been frequently fuccefsful. 

12. For accomplifhing the /econd indication, a parti- 


cular attention to regimen becomes proper, and abiti- 


nence and exercife are the moft effectual means. 

The, diet fhould therefore be entirely of a vegetable, 
nature, and as much exercife taken on horfeback as, 
poffible. 

Bitters, as the Portland powder, fixed alkaline falts 
‘under different forms, mineral waters, as thofe of Bath. 
and Briitol, and other fimilar means, have been tried 
with the fame view, but without much effea. At the 
fame time, it muft be allowed, that a moderate ufe of: 


alkalis, if. not curing, renders the difeafe more bear-_ 


able. 


13. Where the conftitution, however, from repeated 
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paroxyfms, has been much impaired, the ufe of tonics, 
inflead of the former plan, feems required, with ani- 
mal food and an abftinence from acids ; employing, at 
the fame time, bark, bitters, and preparations of iron, 
Cold bathing is rather dangerous, if applied near the 
approach of the fit, andis feldom employed in gouty ha- 
bits. 


IV: Rofe. (Lrifipelas. ) 


1. Tae Rofe is an inflammation on'fome part of the 
fkin, attended with pain, heat, and a remarkable florid 
rednefs; and, when extenfive, with all the fymptoms 
of inflammatory fever. 

» 2. It depends on a certain matter generated in the 
body, and thrown out again on the furface, appearing 
molt frequently betwixt the 30th and goth year,: and 
attacking women oftener than men: It is mo. com- 
mon in a fouthern climate, and in the autumnal fea- 
fon. It has alfo been fometimes difcovered epidemic 
and contagious, efpecially in hofpitals; in many it arifes 
from a hereditary taint. 

3- It oftener appears on the face than on any other 
part, and comes on with fome degree of delirium, ftu- 
por, and coma, the pulfe being frequent and full; after 
which, in two or three days, a rednefs is feen, which 
gradually extends to the hairy fealp, and next, to fome 
part of the neck, decreafing in the parts it firlt occu- 
pied, and rendering the whole face turgid; while near 
the eye-lids the fwelling lis fometimes fo great as to 
fhut up the fight; and this fymptom is always at- 
tended, for three or four days, with a fevere fenfe of 
barning heat. 

3 D2 
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4. Thefe fymptoms are generally fucceeded in a fhortt 
time by blifters of different fizes, which contain a thin 
colourlefs matter; and their fkin is frequently of a black: 
livid colour, though no gangrene takes place; fome-- 
times, efpecially on the eye-lids, they come to fuppu-- 
ration, while the reft of the fkin, where they are nott 
formed, fudlers a defquamation. 

5. On the appearance of inflammation on the face nop 
remiflion of febrile fymptoms occur, ; fometimes event 
an exacerbation is apparent, and the inflammation ge-- 
nerally continues for eight or ten days, while the pa-- 
tient, where the difeafe is violent, dies commonly oni 
the oth or 11th day of its attack; fometimes fooner.. 
When mild, again, as the inflammation departs, the: 
fever and other fymptoms abate, without any apparentt 
crifis; and the fkin, on the part inflammed, turns yel-. 
wali and the cuticle fcales off. 

. Our opinion is determined by the conttitution andl 
age une the patient, and by the violence of the febriles 
fymptoms; for if no delirium or coma takes place,, 
there is little appearance of danger, butif they appeart 
early in the difeafe, and rife to any height, great dan-- 
«er is to be apprehended. 

7. Erifipelas of the face, where fatal, difcovers, oni 
diffeQion, inflammation of the brain, and its confe-- 
quences, or the fame appearances of the head as detfcri-- 
bed in inflammatory fever and phrenzy. 

8. This difeafe is to be treated by the ufual means of 
obviating inflammation, by bleeding, as directed by the: 
jtate of the pulfe, by the ufe of diaphoretics to relax the: 
furface, and where the head is affected, by laxatives to) 
produce a revulfion, After thefe evacuations, blifters: 
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may be applied as near as poflible to the feat of the af 
feétion, the body being kept, as much as. poflible, im 
the erect poflure, and afpare diet enjoined.. 
With a topical vizw the beft applications are dry 
mealy powders, as the litharge and itarch, &e. 
9. When occurring on the other parts of the body, 
-erifipelas is generally preceded by drowfinefs, and o- 
ther feverifh fymptoms, which depart on the appear- 
ance of the inflammation, and. are feldom dangerous ; 
but the difeafe fometimes fhifts it place, on leaving one 
part, attacking another at firlt unaffected. 
to. Some cafes of erifipelas have been mentioned as 
poflefing a putrefcent tendency, and, where they oc- 
cur, the bark, wine, and other antifeptics, mult be em: 
ployed internally, and the gangrene of the part pre- 
vented by fpiritous fomentations, cataplafms, &c. ‘This 
difeafe is. confidered as critical at times, curing epilep- 
fy, fpafmodic cholic, and aithma, to which the patient 
has been fubject. 


XV. Small Pox. (Variola.) 

r. Tue fmail pox isa difeafe dependmg on a fpecific: 
eontagion affecting a perfon but once, which, when in-- 
troduced into the body, produces fever; and, on the 
gd or ath. day of it, an eruption of fmall inflamed 
pimples, which, in eight days from this period, are: 
dried up, and fall off in crutts, leaving a pit or mark. 

2.. This difeafe firft appeared in Arabia, from, which 
it was. tranfported, by commercial intercourfe, into 
Europe : the young of both fexes are chiefly expofed. 
to its attacks, which are molt frequent during the 

_ {pring and fummer.. 
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3- Two-particular forms of it occur, known underr 
the title of the difin@ and the confluent {mall pox, andl 
a feparate confideration ofeach of them becomes pro-- 
per. | 

Diflind.- In the firft, the fever is of the inflam-- 
matory kind, commencing with a great rigor, confider-- 
able languor, drowlinefs, and pain of the pit of the fto-- 
mach when preft on, ending’ in fpontaneous vomiting, 
a diagnoftic fymptorn in this malady. Frequent ftart+ 
ings take place in fleep, and the feet feel cold, while thee 
refit of the body is preternaturally warm ; fometimes to 
wards the end'of the third day, immediately preceding» 
the eruption, one or two epileptic paroxy{ms occur, orr 
a flight hemorrhage from the nofe 

4. From this appearance of the eruption, the feverr 
abates, being entirely gone by the 5th, from which, too 
the 7th, the puftules*acquire their proper figure andi 
lize, a whey coloured  veficle appearing on the topy, 
while below they difcover an inflamed circular Margin 3} 
and at this time alfo, when the puftules are numerous,, 
a {welling of the face comes on, which abating on the; 
rrth, is fueceeded by the fame, in the hands and feet 33 
after which, in confequence of the maturity of the mat-- 
ter in the puftules, they break and difcharge theitr 
fluid, by which means they come to thrivel and fub-- 
fide, the matter drying and falling off in crufts. 

5. Some degree of fever appears alfo on. the 10th 
and 1ith days of the difeafe, but foon departs; andl 
previous to this, on the 6th or 7th, fome hoarfenefss 
and ‘difficulty of fwallowing, with a confiderable dif: 
charge of faliva, take place. 

6. Confluent. In the tecond kind, the fever posleffes: 
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more of a nervous or Typhoid nature, and is more vio- 
lent, the caufe being more confiderable ; and epileptic 
fits occur, which ufher in the pox, or prove fatal before 
the eruption. 

7- When the eruption appears, it is generally earlier 
than ufual, viz. on the third day, being frequently pre- 
ceded by, or attended with a rofy efflorefcence, and 
appearing in clufters like the meafles ; they are mot 
numerous on the face, and after the eruption, little or 
no remiflion of fever is obferved. 

8. The veficle on the top is alfo perceived here 
fooner than in the difind kind, but the puftules never 
rife to any eminence, retaining a particular flatnefs, and 
never arrive to a proper fuppuration. ‘The {welling 
of the face is alfo more confiderable, and begins ear- 
lier, and on the 1cth and iith days, an exacerbation 
of the fever, termed the fecondary fever, takes place. 

Lhe flow of faliva is likewife more conitant in this 
form of the difeafe, though inftead of it, in infants, a 
diarhoea commences, and the affections’ of the fauces 
prevail in a higher degree. 

y. Putrid fymptoms frequently appear, the body 
being covered with petechiz or livid blotches, and he- 
morrhages taking place from different parts. 

Yo, The caufe of this difeate was mentioned as a cer- 
tain ipecific matter, (1.) which on entering the bo. 
dy, is determined to an exit, more Particularly by the 
kin; and the difference, therefore, in the appearance 
of the difeafe, depends on the ftate of conftitution, and 
{pecially of the fkin. . This difeafe would feem parti- 
ularly fatal to fome families. without our being able 
‘0 aflign.a proper reafon for it, 
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rr. Our opinion mutt here be regulated by the vart= 
ous circumftances in the appearance of the difeafe ; fore 
the more the eruption retains the firft or diftinct form off 
the difeafe, the fafer it is found: But in the confluentt 
fmall pox, there ts always danger; the degree of which 
is denoted by the violence and continuance of the fe 
ver, and the marks of putrefcency: in this laft cafe itt 
proves fatal on the 8th, or more frequently onthe 1 ithy, 
and fometimes not till the r4th day of the difeafes. 
In this difeafe, alfo, the ftate of voice and refpiratioms 
have been regarded as leading diagnoltics, and. thee 
number and appearance of the puftules on the face 
more than elfewhere, influence our prognofis. In thes 
confluent kind, the longer the fwelling of the face and 
hands remains, it 1s the more favourable. 

12. Diflections of confluent {mall pox difcover muck 
the fume morbid appearances, internally, as are to bo 
found in putrid fever, no. pultules having been me: 
with in a variety of fatal cafes examined. by. differeny 
authors, on any of the internal vifcera. 

13. The cure of {mall pox depends on the generat 
principles of the antiphlogiltic plan, efpecially in a free 
admiffion of cold air, which may be carried here tt 
greater excels than in any other difeafe ; and not com 
tent with this, in the warm climates even cold bath 
ing is employed. 

Bleeding, if the fever is high, may alfo, in adults, bi 
performed, but at the fame time cautioufly, from thi 
danger of the fubfequent debility; the ufe of. coolina 
purgatives feems particuJarly indicated, with acid ans 
diluent drinks. In the beginning, where much fick: 
nefs prevails, emetics may be exhibited, and, in com 
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jundion with them both, the vegetable and mineral 
acids. Where putrid fymptoms appear, the bark and 
wine will be properly employed, and, from the sth day 
of the difeafe, an opiate at bed-time will be found of 
fervice. 

14. But befides this general treatment, particular 
fymptoms of the difeafe will likewife require a fpecial 
attention. Thus, where convulfions are frequent, a ri- 
gorous application of cold, opiates, even fomentations, 
and the warm bath, have moderated their violence. 
Where the refpiration is much impeded, or deglutition 
from the tumor cf the fauces difficult, blifters may be 
applied, and gargles ufed to remove the vifcid mucus. 
Where the fever alfo continues ftrong, antimonials, in 
naufeating dofes, fo as to pafs downwards, will be of 
fervice. 

15. The confequences of fmall pox are often, if not 
the formation, at leaft the firfl appearance of {crophu- 
la; for, from that period, difeafed glands fhow them- 
elves in different parts, and confumption takes place, 
rom a fimilar ftate of the lungs. 

16. “As {mall pox proves fo frequently fatal, two out 
of every eleven that are feized with it being, accord- 
ng to computation, cut off; and as a disfiguration of 
he face, by its leaving certain hollows or pits, occurs, 
t method has been employed of communicating the in- 
eCtion artificially, fo as to prevent the violence of the 
ifeafe, and avoid thefe confequences. 


Inoculation. 
17. Tuts method, termed inoculation, confifts in the 
troduction of a fmall portion of variolous or pocky 
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matter betwixt the cuticle and fkin, on the point of % 
lancet, which, by being abforbed in the {pace of eighy 
or twelve days from this period, produces an eruptiopi 
of a mild kind; the body being prepared, in the intee 
rim, by an abftinence from animal food, and by tha 
frequent ufe of mercurial and antimonial medicines dee 
termining to the inteftines. 

18. This practice has been employed by different naa 
tions, and in different ways. It was firft introducec 
into Britain from Turkey, and improved by a numbes 
of phyficians, till it arrived at its prefent fimplicity, {@ 
as to render the difeafe no longer dangerous. 

19. To enfare its fuccefs, however, certain cautiom 
have been deemed neceflary to be obferved with regart 
to the operation; for, 

iff, ‘The perfon fhould be free from any other diii 
eafe. 

2d, The extremes of heat and cold fhould be avoid 
ed. | 
3d, ‘The age of the perfon fhould be as little advary 
ced as poflible, and the fourth month is commonly pret 
ferred. 

4th, Matter taken from a found conftitution fhoum 
be ufed. 

20. When once inoculation takes place, the antiphle 
giltic regimen mult be purfued, and when the eruption 
appears, the fame treatment will be requifite as for 
merly recommended in the difinG kind. (13.) 

21. Late experiments, however, feem to fhow, tha: 
thefe reftrictions of diet are lefs neceffary, that prepare 
tion alfo has little effect on the future eruption, ann 
that the caufe of its mildaefs is to be ‘afcribed to thi 
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ingle circumftance of the operation itfelf, without re- 
gard to any thing elfe ; for the fame. mildnefs has ate 
ended a fimilar operation in the plague, and other fa- 
al difeafes, and the fame mildnefs is apparent alfo in 
Wl climates and fituations where it is practifed. 


XVI. Chicken Pox. (FV aricella. ) 


1. Tus difeafe, like the former, is the effet of a 
pecific contagion, and attacks a perfon only once. 

2. It is preceded by a flight and uncertain fever, and 
vhen appearing, difplays veficles always diftin@, but lefs 
1 fize than thofe of the {mall pox, and containing a 
latter which preferves always a fluid confiftence. The 
eafe is terminated in three or four days from their 
rit appearance ; and no danger ever attending it, there 
nothing particular neceflary to be obferved in the 
eatment. 


XVII. NMeafles. (Moréilli.) 


1, Tus megfles depend on a {pecific contagion, occur- 
g molt frequently in children, and attacking, for the 
oft part, all perfons once.in life, being, in this coun... 
y, chiefly epidemic in January. 

2. Their fird {ymptoms are thirft, heat, and the ufu- 
appearances of inflammatory fever; and though they 
e, perhaps for fome days mild, yet they become al- 
ys more violent before the eruption, which ufually 
ppens on the fourth day, appearing firft on the face 
the form of clufters little prominent, or like flea 
es, and in time over the reft of the body ; though, 
fome rare inftances, they have been known to rife as 
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high as the difin {mall pox, on the fecond day. Dua. 
ring the fame number of days they continue out, and 
the vivid rednefs of the face gradually decreafes ; the 
turgefcence, which takes place on the eruption, alfec 
diminifhes, a defguamation coming on. 

3. The eruption is always attended with fome hoarfes 
nefs, and this hoarfenefs, or at leaft cattarhal fymptomsy, 
often precede it for fome days, with difficulty of ref{pii. 
ration, and a dry cough; the eyes being particularly) 
affected, and a coryza, with frequent fneezing, takes: 
place. After the eruption, the fever, in fome cafess 
fuffers a remiffion, though in others, and moft coma 
monly, not till the defquamation commences ; for, difi 
ferent from diflin@ {mall pox, the fever, after the erupp 
tion, rather increafes. When the defquamation takes 
place, the cough, which ftill continues, frequentlt 
brings on a rheumatic affection, while a diarrhoea aa 
the fame time attends. 

4. Our opinion in this difeafe is to be determined by 
the appearance of the catarrhal fymptoms, and the deé 
gree of inflammatory diathefis or habit, which, whed 
ei is generally on thetinth day, and alfo the diar! 
hea which continuing obftinate, often proves mortak 
It is, however, more the confequences of this difeafet 
than the difeafe itfelf, we are to dread ; for, even thougy 
not violent. it is often fucceeded by ophthalmia and com 
Sumption, more rarely by drop/y. 

5. Where diffeGions have been made of children dy; 
ing of meafles, the morbid appearances are chiefly cont 
fined to the lungs and inteftines. ‘The bronchi feenm 
ed little affected, but the fubftance of the lungs betray; 
ed flrong marks of inflammation, tending to gangrene 
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in fome parts, and the blood-veflels much enlarged, 
Adhefions alfo were formed between them and the 
pleura. In fome cafes, the meferaic glands were alfo 
difeafed. 

6. Yrom the inflammatory difpofition prevailing, the 
cure proceeds here on the general principle of obviat- 
ing inflammation. With this view, therefore, blood- 
letting will be highly proper, and that according to the 
urgency of the fever, cough, and difficulty of refpira- 
tion, though it will be feldom neceflary during the con- 
tinuance of the eruption, and fhould be referved for the 
period of defquamation, which is moft critical. 

_ Cooling purgatives fhould likewife be employed, 
and,,, according to the catarrhal fymptoms, the ufe of 
Blifers will be indicated. To alleviate the cough, 
when troublefome, demulcent peforals, as oils and 
mucilages, will be ufeful ; and, when the fever is fome- 
what abated, opiates will more fucceisfully anfwer the 
fame purpofe. | 

The application of cold is not fo proper here as in 
{mall pox; even a moderate degree of heat is prefer- 
able, on account of the afe@ion of the lungs which 
takes place. 

7- After the departure of this difeafe, it is common 
to remove the dregs of it, or rather that de

l remaining, by frequent pur- 
ges, fo as to prevent its tendency to produce any bad 


XVIII » Scarlet Fever. ( Scarlatina.) 


1. Tue fearlet fever confifts in an eruption of broad 
red {pots, here and there, equal with the fkin, attend. 
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‘ed with heat, itchinefs, and acute inflammatory fever, 
while a defquamation occurs in four or five days. 

2. This difeafe appears in winter, and is not preced- 
ed by any catarrhal fymptoms, nor yet anxiety and vo- 
moting, though very early a difficulty in deglutition 
comes on, and a degree of inflammation is obfervable 
in the fauces, with more or lefs of a white floughy ap-— 
pearance, but not of a gangrenous kind. This affec- | 
tion of throat, however, is not a conftant or effential 
fymptom of the difeafe. The eruption appears next on, 
the third or fourth day. 

On the departure of the eruption, a profufe fweat: 
breaking ‘out, the febrile fymptoms fubfide, while, on: 
infpeGiing the fauces, ulcerations appear, but which dif-- 
cover 2 laudable pus without any fetor; and,ina few! 
days after the fymptoms difappear, an anafarca, orr 
dropfical fwelling, frequently feizes the body, but fooma 
goes off. 

4. Our opinion in this difeafe is almoft always fas. 
vourable, not one out of a 100 dying of it; and, in or-4 
der to dire our opinion, the great point is to diltines 
guith this malady from the putrid fore throat. This cant 
only be done by the appearance of the ulcerations off 
the fauces, and the nature of the fever not fhewing thee 
typhoid form. This difeafe alfo attacks only onces; 
while the putrid fore throat returns as often as expofed! 
to its contagion. | 

6. When fatal, diffefions fhew the fame morbid ape 
pearances here as in. the putrid fore throat. 

6. Its cure, where no affection of the fauces accoms 
panies it, is very fimple, and proceeds on the antiphlos 
wiftic plan. As the cafe, however, may be ambigua 
ous, from its fimilarity to the putrid fore throat, whem 
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the fauces are affected, bleeding fhould feldom be 
had recourfe to, or at leaft in {mall quantity. Eme- 
tics, in naufeating dofes, are here highly ufeful, anda 
mild diarrhea fhould be kept up. : 
_ The application of detergent gargles, through the 
whole of the difeafe, will be neceflury, and, where ther 
is any doubt of its true nature, the bark may be ufed. 
4. The anafarcous ftate, which was mentioned 
(3.) as fometimes remaining, will be removed by the 
ufval means of purging, employed in fuch cafes. 


XIX. Bleeding of the Nofe. (Epiflaxis.) 


1. Episraxis confifts in a hemorrhage, moft fre- 
quently from one nofiril, happening to young perfons 
of a fanguine and plethoric habit, mo commonly to 
males, before the age of manhood; when its attacks 
are made aiter this period of life, it is attended with 
danger. 
~ 2. It commences, at times, without any: previous in- 
timation ; but, in other cafes, is preceded by headach, 
inflamed eyes, flufhed face, itchinefs of the nofe, and 
other marks of turgefcence. 

a4;, lhe hemorrhage i is feldom fo copious as to occa- 
fion death, but in advanced life, as indicating a ple- 
thoric habit or fullnefs in the veffels of the head, it fre- 
Guently precedes apoplexy, palfy, &c.; and, when fatal, 
the morbid appearances are to be looked for under 
thefe difeafes. 

4. The management of this difeafe confifts in at- 
tempting to moderate the difcharge by a cool fituation, 
the ufe of cold liquids, an ereét pofture, and avoiding 

Kua 
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any irritation in the part ; and, when profufe, by ftop-- 
ping the noftril itfelf. 

5. Where a plethoric habit is evident, in adults,, 
bleeding in the arm may be performed, cocling purga-- 
tives exhibited, and every part of the antiphlogiitice 
courfe employed. When arifing from fuppreft evacu- 
tions, thefe are either to be reftored, or a difchargee 
made by iffues, &c. 


XX. Spitiing of Blood. ( Zemopty is. ) 


_ 1. Hemoprysis is a difcharge of blood from thee 
mouth, of a florid colour, brought up with more ort 
Jefs coughing, preceded by a rigor and other feverif 
fymptoms, with anxiety, and a fenfe of weight aboutt 
the precordia, often pain externally in fome part of thee 
thorax, attended or preceded by a faltith talte of ee 
faliva, and a fenfe of heat under the fternum.~ 

2. It depends on a rupture of blood-veffels in thee 
lungs, and though it may be cccafioned by external] 
violence at any period, yet its attacks are molt frequent} 
from the age of fixteen to that of 35, in thofe peri 
fons where a faulty proportion, either in the veffels off 
the lungs, or in the capacity of the cheft, takes place #i 
being diftinguilhed by a narrow thorax, and prominentt 
fhoulders ; or in thofe who are of a delicate make, and aa 
fanguine temperament, with a long neck, who, in their® 
difpofitions, are pofleft of much fenfibility and off 
acute génius. But this difeafe may occur in any con 
ftitution, where fuppre{t evacuations have -taken places! 

3. Its caufes, in fuch conflitutions are external heat 3; 
hence it frequently appears in the end of fpring, andl 
beginning of fummer,—changes of atmafphere, violent exer 
cife in refpiration, Juppref evacuations; &c. 
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4. Of all the hemorrhages, it is the moft dangerous, 

though it feldom comes in fuch quantity as to be im- 
mediately fatal at once, and our opinion is more or lefs 
favourable, according to the habit or age at which it 
occurs, and the caufes inducing it. It 1s lefs to be 
dreaded in youth, but there is hazard in weak contfti- 
tutions, and in thofe who have been previoufly debilitat- 
ed, of its ending in confumption; the appearance of 
épilepfy, or hiccup, are fatal fymptoms. 

5. Where this difeafe proves fatal, in confequence of 
the hemorrhage, the effufion is generally from fome of 
the larger veflels; and the cavity betwixt the lungs 
and pleura, on diffection, is difcovered full of blood, fo 
as to check entirely refpiration, and the fubftance of 
the lungs inflamed at the place of the laceration. 
Where the progrefs of hemoptyfis is flower, and termi- 
nates in pulmonary confumption, the morbid appearances 
of the lungs will be found under that difeafe. 

6. From the danger attending this difeafe defcribed 
{4.), its cure mui proceed on a ftri& oblervance of 
the antiphlogiltic plan, efpecially by avoiding heat, and 
every kind of bodily exertion, with the ufe of refrige- 
rants, particularly acids and nitre, while blood. letting 
may be performed under limitation, being only em- 
ployed when the hemorrhage is profufe, and the pulfe 
fuffers nothing from its fowing, with other marks of 
inflammatory diathefis. Cooling purgatives make alfo 
a neceflary part of the antiphlogiftic courfe required in 
this difeafe. 

Wherever there is fixt pain of the cheft, blifters are 
certainly indicated.

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XXII. Piles. (Hemorrhoiny 


1. Tue piles confit of fmall tumors fituated on the: 
verge of the anus, or of a varicofe ring furrounding it. 
‘When a difcharge from fuch tumors takes place, theyy 
are termed bleeding, when there is no difcharge, they; 
are termed d/ind piles. 

2. Itis generally a local affection, but, from frequentt 
returns of the evacuation, it becomes conftitutional,, 
occuring at certain periods, and preceded by giddi-- 
nefs, headach, pain of back and loins, with a fenfe off 
heat, and fullnefs in the part. It flows only when g0-- 
ing to ftool, though in fome cafes it takes place with=- 
out any difcharge of feces, and in fuch quantity as top 
prove fatal, or to induce a dropfical ftate. 

3. Its caufes are habitual coftivenefs, any fudden ap 
plication of cold, particularly to the lower extremities, 
a plethoric habit, exceffes, &c. It is a difeafe more fre-- 
quent in advanced life; and oftener occurs in ‘women 
than men. 

4. When flopping in advanced life, ina perfon ace 
cultomed to the difcharge, itis highly dangerous, beingy 
fucceeded by apoplexy, &c.; and when habitual, it pof- 
fefles a certain connection with the ftate of the ftomach,; 
fo as to arife from particular affections of this organ. 

5. Diffections of piles fhew foft tumors round thee 
verge of the anus, fometimes of a regular bulbous,, 
fometimes of an irregular form. athey. confit partlyy 
of the fine fkin round the anus on the outfide, partly off 
the internal membrane of the gut. ‘They are generale. 
ly entire, but have often {mall openings in them, from 
which the blood is pouredout. They are the enlarged! 
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Branches of the meferaic vein. The re€tuim itfelf is alfo 
often, in part, contracted for a certain extent, and fome 
of the fmall glands, in its fubftances, enlarged to a 
confiderable fize. ‘ 

_ 6, Where the difeafe is merely local, depending on 
eaufes acting on the part, a renewal of them fhould be 
avoided ; and, as coltivenefs is one of the moft frequent, 
a loofe belly is to be preferved by means of different 
laxatives, fuited to the particular conftitution ; the betft 
of which are cream of tartar, flower of fulphur, and 
the caftor oil. When arifing again from a prolapfus 
of the anus itfelf, (which is alfo a frequent caufe) the 
part fhould, after ftool, be carefully replaced, chufing, 
for the purpofe of favouring it, a horizontal pofture ; 
and the belt method of replacing it, is by forming a 
paper into a cone, and having anointed it, let it be in- 
troduced into the re&tum, by which the prolapfed part 
will be put up.—Its return is to be prevented by avoid- 
ing the occafional caufes, as much as poflible, which 
induce it. 

4. Where the difcharge again is habitual, as arifing 
from a plethoric flate, this plethora (or fullnefs) muft 
be prevented by avoiding a fedentary life, ufing a {pare 
diet, and guarding againtt intemperance in drink, 
which is particularly hurtful in all cafes of hemorrhage; 
but where the difeafe is flight, its occurrence Is,’ at 
times, of fervice, by preventing the attack of more for- 
midable affections, as. vifceral inflammations, afthma, 
apoplexy, palfy, &c. 

Exercife is proper; but much riding and walking, 
as determining to the hemorrhoidal veflels, mult be 


fhunned, 
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Cold bathing is alfo a tonic fuited to this difeafe, and{ 
in the intervals is highly ufeful, where there prevails ai 
prolapfus, if applied to the part ; during the continua-- 
tion of the flow, a horizontal pofture mult be ufed, a-. 
voiding heat, and paying attention to a cool diet. 1ff 
the difcharge is profufe, aftringents, both external and! 
internal, muft be employed. Where there is much: 
pain, leeches will be ufeful, and give the moft certaini 
relief. Fomentations and poultices are alfo in this laftt 
cafe had recourfe to, and the parts, during the conti-- 
nuance of the inflammation, fhould be carefully anoint-- 
ed with foft pomatum, or axunge, before going to ftool.. 


XXII. Flooding. ( Menorrhagia. ) 


1. Firoopine confilts in a difcharge of blood froma 
the vagina, exceeding the monthly flow, either in fre-- 
quency, duration, or quantity, attended with acute andi 
permanent morbid fymptoms, producing a highly de 
bilitated flate of the fy{ftem. . 

The confideration of it, we confine here to its affea.- 
ing the unimpregnated female. : | 

2. This difeafe has been divided into two flages ; the: 
adive and pajfive. : 

The former is marked by the tent fymptoms of in-- 
flammatory fever, (1. 1. 2.) viz. a frequent ftrong hardi 
pulfe. with acute pains of the back, loins, and belly.. 
The latter is di!played by various fymptoms of weak-+ 
nefs, as feeble pulfe, palenefs of face, breathing hurried 
on the flighteft motion, and a train of nervous com- 
plaints joined often with a leucophlegmatic habit. 


3. The appearance of the fluid difcharged is alfox 
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various, and correfponds to thefe ftages of the difeafe. 
At firft it is generally very florid, fometimes blackifh, 
or of a pitchy colour; but in the end, it acquires a 
pale watery hue, and often gives place to a white mu- 
cous difcharge, or elfe an acrid watery fluid, which ex- 
eoriates the pailage. 

4. The moft frequent period of this difeafe is to- 
wards the ceflation of the menfes, when an irregularity 
in the natural flow takes place; and fuch a flate of de- 
bility is often induced by it, that the patient can hard. 
ly ftand ere@, on account of the weaknefs of back it 
brings on. 

Dy The caufes of this difeafe may be referred to, 

aff, General fullnefs of habit, or plethoric ftate. 

2d, Accidental circumftances increafing the force- 
of the general circulation, as violent exercife in dan 
cing, ftrains, violent pafhons, &c. , 

3d, Irritations, particularly a@ing on the uterus, 
as exceflive venery, and, efpecially in the piberse ices 
period, coftivenefs, &c. 

ath, Laxity and debility of the organ, in confe- 
quence of child-bearing, abortion, &e. Hs 

sth, Organic affections of it, as ibis sol pes} 
ulceration, &c. 

6. Our opinion in flooding muft be greatly determin- 
ed by the nature of ‘the caufe from which it proceeds. 
When arifing folely from a general fullnefs of the fyf 
tem, there is little rifk to be apprehended, except its 
Occafioning a temporary debility ; but where, on the 
other hand, its appearance is the confequence of an or 
ganic affection of the part, which is too often the cafe 
after the age of 45, it is deemed generally incurable. 
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Even where fimple laxity of veffels is the caufe, at thee 
above period, if profufe and long continued from thee 
weaknefs produced by it, there is always danger of aa 
leucophleg matic flate. 

An almoft conftant effec of this malady, in young: 
er fubjects, is fterility during its continuance. ! 

7- Where the difeafe has proved fatal, in confe-- 
quence of real lofs of blood in the unimpregnated fe-- 
male, the womb has been found, on diffection, chang- 
ed by an organic affection confifting either of {chirrusy, 
polypus, or ulceration. In the former, it is increafedd 
in bulk, and often to a very great fize. Its fubRancez 
is thick, hard, and, when cut into, fhews a firm ftruce- 
ture interfected with membranous fepta, the charater-- 
dftic of the fchirrous ftate. The internal fur face, int 
this cafe is, for the moft part, ulcerated, throwing out; 
ragged procefles, and from thefe ulcerated parts, the: 
hemorrhage proceeds. Polypus again confilts of a dift- 
eafed mats, adhering by a neck, to fome part of the ca-- 
vity of the uterus. It is furrounded with varicofe vel. 
fels, and from thefe, when a rupture takes place, pro=, 
fufe floodings arife. Thefe uterine polypi vary very’ 
much in their fize, confiftence, and form ; from which: 
circumitances, a greater or lefs tendency to hemor- « 
rhage arifes. Such organic affeétions feldom prevail till 
after the middle of life, and the neck of the womb is 
moft fubject to their attack. ay | 
_ §. The treatment of Flooding mutt differ according , 
to the different flages of the difeafe. ‘a 

In the fj, where the inflammatory fymptoms pres) 
vail, venefection -may be performed, and every part. 
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ef the antiphlogiftic regimen employed, particularly’ 
in avoiding exercife, and an ered pofture, and fuch 
of the occafional caufes as produce an irritation of 
the organ (5. 3d) but when the ttage of debility is com- 
menced, an oppofite plan is then indicated ; and it is 
this form of the difeafe that commonly falls under. the 
notice of phyficians. Its cure depends on the proper 
ufe of fedatives and aftringents. 
~ Of the firft, are eoteeo sian which fhould be given 
here in large dozes, and nitre. 

Of the fecond, are alum, terra japonica, gum kino, 
bark, and uva urfa, which is much commended. 
- Topical applications, in the form of cloths dipt in 
vinegar and water, to the back, and alfo injections into 
the uterus itfelf, where the flooding is very profufe, 
have been had'recourfe to, as dilute folutions of lead, 
of white vitriol, alum, &c. 


XXU1. Cattarrh. , (Catarrhus.) 


4. Carrarru confilts in an increafed excretion, from 
the mucous veffels of the nofe and bronchiz, (or throat) 
attended with fever, generally flight. 

2, Its fymptoms are a fenfe of ftoppage in the aie, 
with a dull pain of the head, confined more particular- 
Ty to its fore part, immediately above the eye brows. 
The eyes allo appear watery and inflamed. fo as to be 
rendered incapable frequently of bearing the light, and . 
a running foon takes place from the nofe. Scume de- 
gree of pain is likewile felt in the throat, which appears 
inflamed, oceafioning a degree of hoarfenefs, and a 
denfe of ftriGure prevails in the breaft, attended with a 
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_ dry cough, which is moft troublefome from the eveme 
‘ing to the morning. A degree of roughnefs is alfo exe 
perienced, and the refpiration is a little impeded. 

3. In the progrefs of the difeafe an expectoration oc 
curs, and pains of a rheumatic; kind are felt in differr. 
ent parts. ‘lhe febrile fymptoms then abate, the coughh 
continuing for fome time, and the tafte remaining vii 
tiated. : 

4. This difeafe attacks perfons of all conftitutions: 
and fexes, efpecially the young, and thofe of a cona 
fumptive tendency; and is particularly liable to apo 
pear, when the weather, from being cold turns fuddena 
ly hot. It is found, at times, epidemic, and is thert 
termed the /ufluenza. ‘This laft would feem to depend 
on a fpecific contagion, having, in the years [729 anc 
1733, pervaded in a progreflive manner, the whole op 
Europe and part of America; and the whole of Brii 
tain in the 1785. 

5. It is feldom a dangerous difeafe, terminating 
four or five days; and the crifis of the fever is either) 
by a fweat, a diarrhea, or an increafed expectoration) 
In the old, however, and confumptive, i it is frequents 
ly attended with bad confequences. ) 

6, Diffections in cattarrh difcover the inner membrane 
of the trachea inflamed, and the fecretion from its gland 
very much increafed ; fo that its cavity is found fillee 
a good deal with a mucotis fluid ; even pus is fometimee 
formed, and both fluids are mixed. with globules oj 
air. Where the difeafe is fatal this morbid {tate is coma 
municated alfo.to the lungs, which feem gorged with! 
the fame matter, producing fuffocation. 

4. The cure confifts in obferving ‘the antiphlogilli 
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regimen ; but when the difeafe is moderate, an abiti- 
nence from animal food, keeping warm, and employ-. 
ing diluents, will be fufficient to remove it. 

When more violent, however, blood letting, for once, 
may be perfurmed, and a determination procured to 
the furface by the mott cooling diaphoretics, as fpiri- 
tus Minderi, faline julap, with a grain or two of tartar 
emetic, &c. the inteftines being kept clear by mild laxa- 
tives. 

The expectoration may likewife be promoted by the 
different pectorals of the attenuating clafs, as f{quill, 
gum amoniac, &c. and when the cough only is trouble- 
fome, and no expectoration appears, by demulcents ; 
and, after abatement of the inflammatory fymptoms, 
more certainly {till by opiates, which are beft employed 
here in the form of troches. 

When the breathing is confiderably impeded, blif- 
ters may then be properly applied. 

8. After the departure of the difeafe, a particular 
weaknefs frequently remains, which is beft removed 


by moderate exercife, the ufe of tonics, chalybeates, 
RC. 


XXIV. Dy/entery.  (Dyfenteria.) 


1. Dysenrery is a frequent mucous difcharge from 
the anus, attended with a conttant urgent defire, vio- 
lent gripes, frequently an evacuation of blood, and al- 
moft always with fever. 

2. It commences with a rigor and other febrile fymp- 
coms, which generally accompany its progrefs, and is 
preceded by coltivenefs, and an unufual flatulence of 
the bowels, with lofs of appetite, frequently ficknefs 
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and vomiting. In many, the feverifh fymptoms foort 
ceafe, but though the difeafe fhould derart ia three on 
four days, it leaves the bowels in the mol weak anc 
irritable flate. 

3. The difeharge is generally little at a time, anu 
varies much in its colour and confiftence, being alwayss 
however, more or lefs mixed with blood and films of ‘i 
membranous texture; more rarely worms appear 11 
the ftools. During this difcharge, the natural feces are 
feldom obfervable, and when fo, it is in the form of 
hardened {cybala, (or lumps) the evacuation of whicll 
produces a temporary eafe. 

4. This difeafe depends on a fpecific contagion of ¢: 
putrid kind, is highly infectious, and propagated by 
every fpecies of filth. It occurs chiefly in fummer ant 
autumn after intenfe heats, by which a debility is oe 
cafioned, rendering fuch miafmata more powerful, ane 
it is particularly prevalent in camps, or where number? 
are collected in warm climates, being favoured by cold 
excefies, &e. ees | 

5. Our opinion in this difeafe is very uncertain ; foy 
frequently it ends fatally in a few days, with all th} 
appearances of gangrene having commenced; but 
when the fever is more moderate, it may be protradl 
ed for weeks, even months, when it paffes into thi 
chronic {pecies, or diarrhea, though its common ter! 
mination is from the 4th to the 14th day, and if th 
conf{titution has been previoufly impaired by forme: 
diftafes, the patient generally dies. Yet cafes of Jonp 
Randing are frequently cured by a return of cold wea: 
ther. An evacuation of bilious matter is a favourabl! 
fymptom, and often removes the diieafe. When epb

demic, it is always more dangerous, as denoting a 
worfe kind. The beft mark of a happy crifis is dif- 
fafed fweats over the whole body, with a depofition of 
a fediment in the urine. It is more fatal to men than 
women. ° 
6. From diffetions of this difeafe, its peculiar feat 
f2ems to be chiefly the internal coat of the colon and 
rectum, affected with inflammation, and its confequen- 
ces. Hence the morbid appearances are, ulceration of 
thefe parts, gangrene, contra@tion, fo as to be felt 
fometimes knotty, and a thickening of their coats, with. 
enlargement of the fmall glands, which appear like 
{mall pox. The coverings of the abdomen partake al- 
fo in the inflammation of the internal parts. The adi- 
pofe fubftance and the mufcles become foft, flaccid, and 
fall of ferum. Several of the organs are alfo enlarg- 
ed.: 
_ ». Two indications are, in this difeafe, requifite, in 
order to effect a cure: 
The fr? confits in evacuating the matter contained 
in the inteftines, and obtunding its acrimony ; and, 

The fecond, in reftoring the tone of the inteftines, im- 
paired by the continuance of the ducharge. 

8. Previous to the fr/?, where the fever is ftrong, 
bleeding fhould be had recourfe to, and repeated, as 
directed by the ftate of the pulfe. Laxatives are then 
to be exhibited ; and, as frequent purging is required, 
they fhould be of the mildeft kind, as, the foluble tar- 
tar, Rochelle falt, caftor oil, or which is preferable 5 
with this view, fmall dofes of ipecacuhan or tar- 
tar emetic; and their fuccefs is denoted by the ap- 
pearance of natural feces, which, if not taking place, 
, E 2 
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more powerful ones, as rhubarb and calomel, may then, 
be employed. 

Vomiting has alfo, in the beginning, been recom-: 
mended ; but is only fuccefiful when the emetic paffes | 
at the fame time, downwards. 

The acrimony of the matter may be corrected by 
the ufe of oleous and’ emollient glyfters, and when the 
pain 1s exceffive, as opiates rather at this period aggra- 
vate the difeafe, fomentations, and the femicupium or 
warm bath, may be ufed, or blifters applied to the ab- 
domen. 

9, When, by thefe means, the violence of the dift 
eafe has been overcome, the impaired tone of the intef- 
tines may then be reftored, 

if, By opiates and aftringents, the beft of which laf 
are red wie, Japonic confection, and logwood. 


2d, Aiterwards by the ufe of bitters and tonics, | 
the chief articles employed here are the Peruvian and } 
Anguflura bark, with the vitriolic acid, fometimes 


lime water. 
10. A peculiar practice with calomel has been adopt- 
ed by fome phyficians in this difeafe. It is given in 


fmall dofes, guarded with opium, fo as not to purge — 


till a flight falivation is induced, and from that period 
the difeafe difappears. About 30 grains prove common- 
ly fufficient for this purpofe. 

rt. ‘The fever accompanying this difeafe frequently 
appears under an intermittent form, and its treatment 
is to be regulated, as direéted under that head, by the 
application of the bark.

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CLASS IL. 
NERVOUS DISEASES. 
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EXT to difeafes of an inflammatory nature fol- 

low, in the arrangement laid down, thofe which 

hhave been termed Nervous, or fuch as depend more im- 

mediately on an affe@tion of the nervous fy ftem, and in 

which the powers of fenfe and motion are particularly 
impaired. 


I. Nervous Fever. (Typhus.) 


1. Tue enumeration of this clafs of difeafes, in the 
fame manner as the former, is begun with fever, which, 
when of anervous or typhoid kind, difplays, at its 
commencement, a remarkable mildnefs in its fymp- 
toms. For, though a general laflitude and debility 
prevail, it may continue for the fpace of eight or nine 
days before confinement take place. During this time, 
the mind appears much oppreit, and a remarkable de- 
jection of {pirits is obferved, while though the nervous 
energy feems diminithed, yet the irritability of the fy{- 
tem is fo increafed, that the leaft noife ftartles or occa- 
fions a flutter, At its beginning, little or no degree of 
rigor is felt, there being only a fort of chillinefs, which 
is neither fucceeded by auy remarkable increafe of heat, 
nor other febrile fymptoms ; but the face is unufually 
| i and funk, and, towards evening, the patient is al- 

F 3 
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ways unwell, In this way it proceeds for ten or twelve 
days, when a gradual exacerbation enfues. 

2. ‘he tongue and fkin are found to continue for 
fome time pretty much in their natural fate: at times, 
however, the former is covered with a whitifh mucus, 
end at laft an univerfal relaxation of the latter pre- 
vails ; conftant profufefweats. coming on, particularly 
on the’ forehead and backs of the ante ; on the depar- 
ture of which, no relief is experienced, while the: fkin | 
acquires a dry and parched feel, and the tongue, hi- 
therto little changed, becomes hard, anda total ftop 
to the fecretion of the faliva takes place. 

3- During thefe fymptoms, fome confufion of head 
is complained of, but at laft it increafes, and a Rupor 
is induced ; in confequence of which, the ufual evacu- 
ations, by ftool and urine, come to be involuntarily 
difcharged. A delirium likewife attends; but it is of 
a nature not fo violent as that in the inflammatory 
kind (1. 2.); confifting rather in a fullennefs; or mut-f 
tering of the perfon to himfelf.. The belly, in this dif. | 

eafe, is irregular, and towards its termination a colli-! | 
quative diarrhcea often commences. In its furtheft du- | 
ration it feldom exceeds four or five weeks, and 1ts= 
Sheek are chiefly confined to the feeble and relaxed a 

rom the age of puberty to that of 35. i 

4: Though human contagion is the moft frequent” 
caufe of this difeafe, yet itcan hardly be confidered as’ oF 
the fole one, and whatever weakens the nervous fyf- 
tem, efpecially -excefles of any kind, may: be like-) 
wife enumerated. Hence it generally follows great 
evacuations, much fatigue, cold, deprefling paflions,» 
low diet, a moilt atmofphere, ‘excels pf {tudy, &e. and 
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s moft prevalent in OMober and November, appear-.- 
ng fometimes then epidemic, and departing, for the 
nolt part, without any regular crilis. 

5. Our opinion is favourable in this difeafe, when the 
lelirium is mild, and when gentle fweats appear about 
he 14th day, which is the moft natural crifis, Wiiere one 
akes place; but if delirium continues ftrong above four 
lays, itis generally fatal, and that on the eth. .othd 
we 14th day of the difeafe, or from the time of con- 
inement to bed. Exceffive {weatings alfo on the tho- 
ax, while the extremities are rigid and dry, are highly 
langerous; ftrong and increafing fymptoms of debility 
nthe lofs of voice, continuance in one pollure, &c. are 
gqually unfavourable ; but tumors appearing about the 
ars, ora miliary eruption, when not accompanied with 
nuch fweating, are fuppofed of advantage. 

6. Diffections of this fever difcover various local af. 
ections of parts, particularly inflammation. and _tur- 
refcence of the thoracic and abdominal vifcera, fre- 
uently a quantity of fanious matter in the different ca- 
ities. The brain alfo difplays the fame turgid flate, 
nd in its interior parts, fometimes abfceffes are form- 
d, containing a fluid like whey. Thefe, however, are 
aerely confequences of the difeafe, and no way tend 
9 elucidate its peculiar nature. The {olide ali are, 
1 general, flaccid and. foft. The fluids, particularly 
1€ blood, is fometimes in a diffolved ftate, fometimes 
rmer than natural. 

7: With regard to the cure of typhus, as every fever 
as a natural tendency to run a certain courfe, unlefs 
ut fhort by the interference of medicine, if this 
ould fail, our chief attention mutt be directed to fup- 
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port the ftrength; for every kind of inanition, efpecially’ 
bleeding, increales the feverity of the fymptoms. 

To cut fhort the progrefs of the fever, an emetic: 
fhould firft be exhibited, but it fhould fearcely be re-- 
peated. The prime vie fhould afterwards be keptt 
clean, by the ufe of mild laxatives, as, the cream of tar-- 
tar, or what is preferable, emollient glyfters ; coftive-- 
nefs never being allowed here to exceed the third day... 

This effect may be even obtained by pletniful dilu-- 
tion. But asthe great point is to keep up the ftrength,, 
the chief remedy to be depended on is wine given im 
liberal quantities, but in fmall dofes at once, frequentlyy 
repeated, according to the urgency of circumftances;, 
and joined with a nourifhing diet in the moft folublee 
form. The ufe of refrigerants, efpecially the vegetables 
acids, is to be alfo interpofed, and particular fymp-. 
toms of irritation are to be obviated according to theirs 
nature, viz. affections of head and difficult refpirationg, 
by the ufe of blifters ; diarrheea, by opiates and aftrine 
gents 5 -watchfulnefs and irritability, by antifpafmo- 
dics. | 

As foon as any remiflion appears, the bark mult be 
thrown in, provided the ftomach can bear it; for,if note 
the wine muft be {till preferred; or, if the fweats are 
profufe, it muft be exhibited earlier. The applicatior! 
of cool and pure air is a leading point in the cure ob 
fever, and the degree of it is to be regulated by the 
{tate of fymptoms. Even the application of cold batha 
ing here has been, in certain fituations, highly fervicee 
able. 
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II. Apoplexy. (Apoplexia.) 

1. Avortexy confifts in a lofs of all the powers of 
enfe and miotion, external and internal, accompanied 
vith deep ‘fleep, and a noify or ftertorous breathing, 
vhile the flrength of the circulation remains the fame. 

2. Its attacks are chiefly made after the 6coth year, 
nd in thofe who are diftinguifhed by large heads and 
lort necks, of a corpulent habit, and indolent life, gi- 
én to excefs in drink, or who have been accuftomed 
) periodical evacuations that are fuppreft. 

3. Its appearance is often fudden, as if the perfon 
ere thunder-ftruck; while, in other cafes, it is pre- 
-ded by various fymptoms, denoting an affection of 
ie brain, as fits of giddinefs, headach, hemorrhage 
om the nofe, with interruption of fight and hearing, 
a falfe application of thefe fenfes, numbnefs of the 
‘tremities, faultering in fpeech, lofs of memory, drow- 
refs, &c, 

4- In fuch conttitutions, it is generally induced by 
cefles of any kind, being frequently obferved to fol- 
w violent exercife, paffions, fudden cold, much exter- 
1 heat, long ftooping, &c. and is moft prevalent in 
ring, immediately after the winter’s cold. 

5- But, though thus occurring in particular confti- 
tons, it is liable to be brought on, in any one, from 
> application of the fumes of certain narcotic and 
tallic fubftances, as opium, alcohol, mercury, lead, 

Hence it is often dificult to diftinguifh apo- 
xy from drunkennefs, which we can only do by 
fmell, and alfo the duration of the fit, which, in 
latter, does not exceed from eight to twelve hours. 
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6. Our opinion depends on the degree of violence int 
the fymptoms, and though fometimes entirely recover-- 
ed, it more frequently ends in death or palfy. A &t,, 
if exceeding the 4th day, is generally fatal, and life: 
is feldom protracted beyond the 7th, the danger iss 
greater in proportion to the Arength and flownefs off 
the pulfe.. The patient feldom outlives the 3d yearr 
after the firft attack ; even when recovered, it leavess 
a ftate of mental weaknefs, which renders the feelingss 
of the perfon eafily affected, and prone to tears, 

>. In diffe@ions of apoplexy, fometimes no trace off 
real affediion of the brain can be difcovered. At other 
times, tumors have been found attached to differents 
parts of its fub{tance, and alfo of its membranes, Blood 
has been effufed upon its furface, and in its various 
cavities, turgidity and diitenfion of blood vefléls has 
alfo appeared, and water and purulent matter haves 
been found in various parts of it. 

8. Inthe cure of this difeafe, from its general fatalis 
ty, remedies mult be f{peedily and largely employed. ! 

In the fituation of the patient, an upright pofture 
and cool air muft be chofen. Bleeding, according; 
to the appearances of plethora, muft then be had ree 
courfe to, either from the arm, or which is preferable: 
from the jugular or veins of the, neck. | 

After general bleeding, leeches or the {carificator 
may be applied, and when fufficient evacuations haves 
by thefe means been obtained, blifters to the head wil 
be of fervice: Attention fhould alfo be paid to the ftats 
of the prime viz, cooling purgatives being frequen 
exhibited if {wallowing is allowed, and if not, thet 
mutt be admiftered by way of glyfter. Stimulants 
however, of all kinds fhould be avoided. 
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Til. Pally. (Paralyfis, Hemiplegia.) 


3. Patsy is an abolition of voluntary motion in cer- 
tain parts of the body, moft commonly affecting one 
fide, and it is frequently accompanied alfo with a lofs 
of fenfe and ileep. 

2. It is often, though not always, a confequence of 

apoplexy, occurring in perfons of the fame conftitu- 
tion, and being preceded by the fame fymptoms, and 
frequently terminating in the fame way. When com- 
mencing without apoplexy, it is preceded by a fenfe of 
creeping, numbnefs, weight, and torpor of the part. 
_ 3. Its caufes are the fame with thofe of apoplexy, 
and a palfy of the lower extremities often fucceeds cer- 
tain abdominal affections, as the nervous cholic, neph- 
Titis, &c.’ 

4. Our opinion here is alfo much the fame as in the 
preceding difeafe. Palfy, however, it has been obfer- 
ved, is frequently removed by the occurrence of a fe- 
ver or diarrhea, and an attack of the left fide is more 
dangerous than of the right, and of the armthan the 
foot. 

4. From diffections of palfy there is difcovered a fi- 
milar morbid ftate.of the brain as in apoplexy. Thus 
colledions of blood and ferous fluids are found effufed 
on it, and alfo, at times, a morbid alteration of the 
fubitance of the organ itfelf in different parts ; though 
palty would feem oftener to depend en a ferous than 
fanguin. us effufion, and the collection is generally on 
the oppofite fide of the brain to ‘that affe@ed. Some- 
times no morbid change has been traced in the brain. 

5- Inthe cure, when happening in a plethoric habit, 
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or fuddenly commencing, bleeding is to be performed ;; 
a diarrhcea fhould alfo, by the ufe of acrid purgativess, 
be excited, if the patient is not too far advanced ins 
life, as jallap, gamboge, hellebore, &c. Iifues are to bee 
formed near the head, that a fufficient drain may take 
place, and a temporary fever fhould be induced by thes 
application of flimulants, viz. volatile alkaline faltss, 
acrid vegetables, as muftard, &c. aromatics, refinous: 
fubitances, as the guiac and turpentines, &c. whicl! 
may be alfo externally employed in the form of bliff 
ters, liniments, ointments, plailters, &c. along with frice 
tion, the warm bath, and eleétricity, which has ofters 
been highly ufeful. 

The diet fhould be of a warm aromatic nature, the 
body frequently brought into motion, and cold catiouft 
ly avoided. 


IV. L£pilep[y. ( Epilepsia.) 

1. Epirersy is general convulfions affecting fomes 
times one, fometimes both, fides of the body, and endings 
in infenfibility or feeming fleep. | 

2. This difeafe attacks by fits, and after a certaitl 
duration paffes off, leaving the perfon in his ufual ftatee 
It moft frequently attacks children, though it is alf@ 
common to adults of either fex, and depends often op 
a particular ftate of the conftitution. 

3. Its caufes are irritations either within the brain itt 
felf, arifing from congeftions, tumors, &c. or acting, 
upon it by fympathy with the affected parts, as fromm 
worms, acrimony in ulcers, mental impreflions, odourss 
poifons, &c.; which meeting with a certain mobility om 
conititution, produce this difeafe. 
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4. Its returns are periodical, and its paroxyfms com- 
nence oftener in the night than in the day time, being 
omewhat connected with fleep. They are generally 
preceded by a fenfe of laffitude and f{tupor, with pain 
ind giddinefs of head. The refpiration alfo becomes 
mpeded, with palpitation, and {welling of the abdomen, 
and there prevails a fenfe of {umething like a cold aura 
or vapour), rifing up to the head. 

_§. When the paroxy{m again takes place, which is 
mduced commonly by fome previous excefs, it is diftin- 
puifhed by the perfon fuddenly falling down with noife, 
violent agitation of the limbs and trunk of the body, 
particularly one fide; dreadful rolling of the eyes, con- 
traction of the hands, convulfion of lower jaw, foam 
from the mouth, and lofs of feeling; thefe gradually 
abate as he recovers, and a total oblivion of his former 
fituation takes place. 

6. ‘The opinion to be formed of this difeafe is uncer- 
tain; and it frequently ends in apoplexy. It is often, 
however, removed by the age of puberty ; by the oc- 
currence of an intermittent, or a cutaneous eruption 
in females: yet it is very difficult to cure, when com- 
mencing after the 25th year. 

7- The {tate of the brain, pointed out by difle@ion 
in epilep/y, is, 

1, Moft frequently ferous effufion, which in fome 
cafes is fo trifling as almott to efcape detection. 
2d, Sanguineous effufion, though lefs frequent than 
the former. 


3d, Turgid tenfe ftate of the veffels of the brain, 
without effufion. 


4th, Dilatation of fome portion of the brain,

5th, Tixcrefcences adhering to it, and obfiructings 
its functions, as polypi, hydatides, &c. 
6th, Ulceration, and confequent corrofion. 

8. In its cure it requires to be diftinguifhed into two 
kinds, the /ympathic and idiopathic. 

Lhe fifi depends on the removal of the primary dif. 
eafe, as a confequence of which it is produced, as im 
the cafe of worms, acidity, teething, &c. ; and the featt 
of this may be generally known from the origin of the: 
aura, and if arifing from fome peculiar organic affection,, 
applications are to be made to the part to deftroy its; 
or, where not confpicuous, the introduétion of an iffue: 
will be proper. Cutting off the communication with: 
the brain has alfo been attempted, or the application 
of ligatures to ftop the progrefs of the aura. 

9. In the fecond, or idiopathic tate, the cure confifts: 
in endeavouring to terminate the violence of the fit, 
and to prevent its recurrence. 

The jirf of thefe is performed by bleeding, where: 
plethora prevails, and that repeatedly, for moderate ® 
bleeding aggravates the difeafe; by the ufe of antifpaf-4 
modics, the principal of which are opium, oil of am-! 
ber, mufk, and henbane; and, la/ly, by tonics, bitters, 
and aftringents, which are bark, mifletoe, orange bark,, 
&c. arfenic, tin, iron copper, and their preparations, 
flowers of zinc and mercury. 

10. The fecond indication again is effeéted, when ari= + 
fing from plethora, by abftinence and exercife, the for- » 
mation of iffues,and a milk diet, with occafional purging; 
but when, on the other hand, it arifes from debility, 
every thing that encreafes the ftrength of the moving 
fibres muft be ufed, as cool air, exercife by riding on 
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horfeback, the ufe of tonics, efpecially cold bathing, 
and a nourifhing and full diet. 

- A change of climate is alfo in both cafes frequently 
neceflary. 


V. Tetany. (Tetanus.) 


1. Teranus is an involuntary and continued contrac- 
tion of all or feveral of the mufcles, receiving various 
appellations, according to the fituation of the parts af- 
fected ; and one of its moft common forms is that 
of trifmus or lackjaw. 

2. This difeafe, in its attack, rifes gradually to a 
violent degree. Its firft fymptoms are mere hiffnefs, 
gradually increafing to pain, and rendering the affect- 
ed parts entirely immoveable. This {tiffnefs begins 
firf in the back of the neck, extends next to the root 
of the tongue, affects the parts of deglutition, then 
fhoots into the fternum, and laft feizes the back. Spatms 
then arife in the ftifened parts, occafioning exceflive 
pain, fo much that death is often wifhed for even by 
the attendants; and a remiffion of thefe fpafms occa- 
fionally take place every 10 or 15 minutes, but is re- 
newed, with aggravated torture, on the flighteft caufes, 
even the leaft motion of the perfon, or the touch of an 
attendant. Thus the teeth become entirely clofed, fo 
that nothing can be introduced into the mouth; and in 
the end, every voluntary mufcle of the body is affect- 
ed by this ftate, occafioning the moft hidious deformi- 
ty of appearance. No permanent fever attends this 
difeafe, though fome temporary fymptoms of it appear 
during the violence of the fpafms, and it attacks every 
habit of body, particularly the ftrong and robult.

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3. It is a difeafe peculiar to warm climates, and oes 
curs when the rainy feafon fets in after exceffive heat. © 

4. The caufes of this difeafe are céld and moitture,, 
particularly fudden viciffitudes, or fome irritation off 
the nerves, in confequence of local injury as pundture,, 
incifion, &c. The former of thefe caufes are fuddeni 
in their operation, the latter does not take efle&t for fome 
cays. 

5. Difleftions of this difeafe afford us little fatisfaces 
tion. In the greater number, no organic lefion of 
the brain, or any other organ, has been difcovered. In, 
aiew cafes, flight effufion within the cranium had ta-- 
ken place. In one inftance was found a glutinous feetid , 
fubllance in the ventricles, 

6. This difeafe is highly dangerous, and our opinion 
1s determined by the violence of the firkt attack, which 
{uldom exceeds, in its continuance, .the {pace of three 
days, unlefs when very mild ; though the difeafe, even 
when recovered from, is apt to return. | i 

7- Its cure confifts in the ufe of the moft powerful 
antifpafmodics, which fhould be carried to the highelt | 
excefs ; and the beft of them is opium, but the dofes at) 
firft fhould be moderate, and gradually increafed ; nore 
foon given up, though relief be obtained, as the difeafe 
is fo liable to recur. It has been given in this cafe, 
with fuccefs, to the length of 3 for a dofe. Its junc. 
tion, however, with mufk or camphire is preferable. - 
‘The warm bath and fomentations fhould alfo be ufed. 
Both mercury and tar have, at times, completed a cure. hs 
But of late a different practice has been adopted, and 
tonics, as a certain cure, liberally employed, as bark, 
wine, and cold bathing. Where the difeafe arifes from 
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im wound, inflammation of the part mult be excited 
y ftimulants applied to it, as falt, turpentine, &c. 

18. Before difmiffing tetanus, two fpecies of it deferve 
o, be farther noticed; the Lockjaw of Infancy ( Tri- 
ins Infantum), and the Sardonic Laugh (Ri/us Sardoni- 
id | . Shy 
ts ALadslod of Infancy. 

9. The former comes on immediately after birth, or 
within the firft fortnight. It is termed by the vulgar the 
falling of the jaw, but feveral other tetanic fymptoms 
ulfo attend as well as the fpafm of the jaw. : It :arifes 
from the irritation of the meconium, and is therefore 
equally common in the cold:as the warm climates. Till 
of late it was generally fatal; but, by firft wafhing out 
the meconium by injeGions, artd then exhibiting lau- 
danum in moderate dofes, with the afliitance of {timu- 
lants. as dilute brandy and water, &c. it has, in feveral. 
inflances, been recovered. | 

a. 2. Sardonic Laugh: 

* yo. The Rifus Sardonicus is evidently produced by fome 
eaufe which excites the patient to laugh. When be- 
gun, it continues fometimes, in a moft violent degree, 
for three or four nights, running fo that no fleep‘at all. 
is permitted. By its continuance, in this way, the pa- 
tient is gradually weakened, and frequency of pulfe 
and other fébrile fymptoms brought on. It then either’ 
fpontaneoufly ceafes, or the patient {mks under its vio- 
Tence. The only remedies that can be employed again 
it are antifpafmodics, as afafeetida, gum amimyoniac,, 
eamphire, mufk; but they are here very meffeciual,, 
and the fpontaneous ceflation of the fit is all v that ¢ can be 


trufted to. ¥ 
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VI. St Vitus’ Dance. (Chorea St Viti.) 


* 1. Sr Virus’ vance is a convulfive motion, general. 
ly confined to one fide, and affe@ting the arm and leg., 

2. Its attacks are commonly made fometime betwixtt 
the roth and 15th year, and feem to arife from that 
mobility which takes place before the fy{tem acquire aa 
proper degree of tenfion, by the evolution of the genii. 
tal organs. 

3. It is chiefy difplayed in the arm, when thee 
perfon attempts to carry any thing to his head, whichh 
1s only effected after frequent convulfive retractionss 
and fruitlefs efforts. In the latter, viz. the leg, the famee 
{tate appears, by the dragging it along as if paralytic, 
and the unfteady motion of it, when attempted to bee 


lifted. Sometimes various fits of running or leaping 
take place. 


4. Its attacks are brought on in confequence of vaw 
rious irritations of body, as worms, teething, fmellsg, 
poifons, or in confequence of affections of mind, ass 
anger, fear, horror, &c. and often from mere fympa4 
thy at the fight of the difeafe in others. Hence itt 
has appeared in fome places as epidemic. 

5. Chorea is one of thofe difeafes, in elucidating whichy 
diffe@tion gives us no affliftance ; for, of itfelf, it is nee 
ver fatal, unlefs pafling into other difeafes, as hy/leriag 
or epilep/y. | 

6. As it is generally attended with a degree of fatus, 
ity, and other fymptoms of debility; in its cure tos 
nics feem particularly indicated, efpecially fea-bath« 
ing, the bark, &c. which fhould be given in large dofesy, 
and attention fhould, at the fame time, be paid to the:

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ftate of the prime vie. Antifpafmodics are here of little 
effect. ‘ i ‘ 


VII. Afhma. 


1. Asruma confifts in an impeded laborious wheeze 

ing refpiration, threatening fuffocation. 
_ 2. This difeafe is generally periodical, and its fits 
are preceded, the foregoing day, with a fenfe of flatue 
lent diftenfion of the ftomach, attended after dinner 
and in the evening, with fome degree of drowfinefs and 
headach. After fleeping very foundly, the patient is 
fuddenly waked by a fenfe of ftraitnefs and difficulty of 
breathing, which continues with a fort of convulfive 
motion of the glottis, fo that at times he can neither 
{peak nor cough. In the morning a remiffion takes 
place, when the cough begins at firft dry, but turning 
§radually more humid; and the fit, as the day advan- 
ces, continues to abate, though liable to an exacerba- 
tion in the evening. 

3. Its attacks are moft frequent during the heats of 
fummer, in the dog-days, and, for the moft part, com- 
mence at midnight. During the fit, the pulfe is gene. 
rally quick and weak; and the conftitutions moft liable 
to it, though it isroften hereditary, are the male, and 
of thefe the corpulent after the feafon of youth. It be- 
comes alfo, after a certain time, habitual, and alternates 
with other {pafmodic difeafes, 

4. Its caufes are bad air, violent paflions, the fup- 
preflion of accuftomed evacuations, intenfe ftudy, &c, 
ind it is often induced by fubftances to which the pa- 
ient has a peculiar diflike. 


5. Our opinion is determined by the age of the pa. 
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tient, being more favourable in youtlr; but it frequent-- 
ly changes into other difeafes, as confamption and hy-- 
drothorax, and proves then fatal. 

6. The moft accurate diffetions of afhma have neverr 
afcertained any morbid change of parts to account forr 
its mode of attack, except the paflage of the tracheix 
fomewhat diminifhed by the fwelltng of the glottts, aa 
proof that it lies entirely in the nervous fyftem.- By itss 
continuance, however, various morbid affections of thee 
fyftem are difecovered, but no way peculiar to this dif 
eafe; for we find them equally the effect of any longg 
continued irritation wearing out the conftitution. Floy~ 
er has obferved many afthmatic patients, when openedy, 
full of calculi, and experiments in animals, of irritate 
ing the upper part of the larynx, bring on afthma. 

+. Bleeding, except in fome cafes’ where inflamma 
tory fymptoms prevail in the beginning, is in this diff 
eafe hurtful. Purging is alfo attended with the fame 
effet ; the cure depends, in general, on the ufe ie 
tonics and antifpafmodics. | 

The chief of the latter are opium and ether, whickl 
fhould be ufed in liberal dofes to obtain fuccefs ; but! 
when the fit is over, and feems connected with dee 
bility, bark, bitters, and chalybeates will be of fers 
vice. . | 

When occurring in winter, vomiting and blifters are: 
more to be trufted, particularly the former, if arifings 
from repletion, and the removal to a warm: climate 
will, at this time, prevent its appearance. 

The diet fhould be of light animal food, and a moa 
derate ufe of white wines is proper. The motion of a 
carriage, or failing, is the exercife beft fuited to this 
difeafe. 7 
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VIII. Chincough. (Pertuffis.) 


1, Cuixcovca is a convulfive cough, interrupted by 
afull and noify infpiration or draught, named éink, 
Which returns in fits, for the moft part, with vomiting. 

2. ]t is moft common to children, and depends on a 
{pecific contagion affecting them but once. In the be- 
sinning, it is attended with fever, which has an even- 
ing exacerbation, and frequently it continues through- 
put. The duration of the difeafe is feldom lefs than a 
month ; it is often protracted for a year, or longer. It 
requently kills by fuffocation, or produces confump- 
ion of the lungs ; though, when attended with a blood- 
ng from the mouth, nofe, or ears, thefe are favourable 
ymptoms, and in moft cafes, after the age of fix years, 
he difeafe appears to be without danger. The fits al- 
© ending in vomiting have been reckoned favourable. 

3. For many days there is no expectoration ; when 
t afterwards appears, itis firft of a thin, then of a 
hicker canfiftence ; the fit, which comes on irregularly, 
enerally ends by, vomiting ; after which, without be- 
1g impaired, the appetite immediately returns, though 
t times, when fevere, the patient falls into a faint. 
‘he fits are alfo oftener in the night than day-time ; 
nd the cough, like moft others, is more fevere in win- 
r, and milder in fummer. , 

4. From the fymptoms of this difeafe, the whole or- 
ans of refpiration feem more or lefs affected, particu. 
rly thofe parts the feat of cattarh. Diffections, how- 
rer, thew only its confequences ; for when long pro- 
acted, it degenerates into afthma, pulmonary con- 
mption, or vifceral ob{tru@ions, the belly being dif 
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tended, and the glands of the mefentery enlarged andi 
hard. Thus, it may be faid, imply to give a difpofi-- 
tion to fcrophula, without any other peculiar marbidi 
change we can trace. 

5. In the cure, it is only difficult where there is muchh 
fever, and laborious refpiration. When accompanied 
with the former, bleeding may perhaps be neceffaryy, 
but fpafmodic difeafes, in general, do not bear evacua+ 
tions. Vomiting, as determining to the furface, andl 
promoting the excretion of mucus, is uleful, and antid: 
monials fhould be ufed with this view. 

When the diforder is mild, bark and different aftrina. 
gents, named therefore /pecific, have effected a cure. 

Paffions of mind, from their ftrong ftimulus, have 
produced the fame effect, and different antif{pafmodicss, 
as caftor, mufk, cicuta, and opium, have been feundd 
fuccefsful by different authors. 

A change of air is alfo a popular remedy, and fhould 
be complied with in tedious cafes. 


1X. Water-brafh. (Fyrofis.) | 

1, Warter-srasn confifts in a difcharge of clear war 
ter from the mouth, brought up with fome eruétation 
from the ftomach, and a fenfe of burning heat in ve 
epigaltric region. 

2. It attacks by fits, which are moft frequent wher 
the {tomach is empty, as in the morning and forenoont 
fometimes even in the night-time. Its fymptoms are 
a fenfe of pain and conitriction, as if the {tomach wer 
drawn back, which are increafed on the ereét polftures 
This pain and conftriction is fomewhat removed by tht 
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eructation and difcharge ; but not till they have conti- 

nued fome time, is the fit terminated. 

3. This difeafe is moft frequent in the lower orders 

of life, and moft common at middle age, though fome. 

Imes old people are.fubje@ to it. It affeas the fe- 

male oftener than the male; and of married women, 

inlefs pregnant, the barren are moft fubjed to it. i 

4. Its caufes are uncertain, but a milk and vegetable 
liet feem to pre-difpofe to it, and it is eafily induced 
y paflions of mind, and alfo by cold applied to the 
ower extremities. 

5- This difeafe is never fatal, and therefore no diffec- 
ions afford us any opportunity of invefligating its real 
ature. It is often prefent without any fymptoms of 
yspepfia. 

6. The principles of its cure are not fixed, The 
its are conftantly relieved by opium; other antifpafmo- 
ics are more doubtful in their effects; the nux vomica 
3 recommended by Linneeus. I have known the chew- 
1g of tobacco cure the difeafe. 


x. Chiles Morkus. 


1. Cuorzersa Morsus confit in an evacuation of bi- 
ous matter in both direions ; and, when very violent, 
ills in lefs than 24 hours. 
2. This evacuation is generally attended with a quick 
regular pulfe, anxiety, great proftration of ftrength, 
-ute pain at the navel, {pafm of the extremities, &c. 
3. Its caufes are food pafling eafily into the acid fer- 
entation, the prefence of acrid bile, violent paffions, 
¢. which induce a convulfive contraction of the intef- 
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tines ; and it is moft prevalent in the midf of fummen 
particularly in the month of Augult. 

4. Our opinion is favourable when, on the departurr 
of the vomiting, fleep is permitted, or when the difeaf! 
is protracted beyond the 7th aay, though it often provec 
fatal in the courfe of 24 hours. The more alfo what 11 
paffed departs from the natural appearance, the great 
er is the danger; great thirft and yellowifhnefs cc 
countenance are alfo unfavourable. 

5. Diffections of cholera, when fatal, fhew a particu 
lar accumulation of bile in the flomach and inteftines: 
efpecially in the duodenum ; the biliary ducts, ann 
choledochus much relaxed and diftended, and mann 
of the vifcera fomewhat difplaced from the violer 
ftraining. Experiments on animals, by accumulatim 
a quantity of bile in the flomach, have even producee 
cholera. 

6. Its cure depends on plentiful dilution with tepp 
drinks, or in the form of injeétion, in allaying the im 
ordinate commotion of the parts by antifpafmodice 
efpecially opiates, exhibited in {mall form, and fri 
quently from the tendency of the fpafms to recur; i 
reftoring the tone of the flomach by the ufe of wins 
and afterwards the general health by tonics, a nourifll 
ing diet, and exercife. | 

A peculiar practice prevails among the Spanifh pha 
ficians, of curing it by draughts of cold water.

XI. Cholic. (Cholica.) | 


x. Cuoric is a pain of the lower belly, {preadini 
over the whole of it, but particularly twifting ro 
the navel; without fever, which fometimes fapervenes 
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its progrefs, attended with vomiting and collivenef:;, 
the mutfcles of the belly externally feeling hard, con- 
tracted, and divided, as it were, into balls. 

2. This difeafe, when rifing to a violent height, at- 
tended with a ftercorous vomiting, obftinate coltive- 
nefs, and,the evacuation of the glyfters received by the 
mouth, confitutes what is termed the i/ac paficn, an 
inflammation of the inteftines then taking place, de- 
pending on an inverfion of their periftaltic motion, or 
rather an intuf-fufception. 

3. Its caufes are various; asa vegetable and afcef- 
cent diet, cold and moifture, a redundance of acrid 
bile, coftivenefs, the application of poifons, as lead, 
&e. worms. 
| 4. It often terminates by palfy of the lower extremi= 
ties, a hemorrhage, profufe fweats, a diarrheea or feor- 
butic eruption. 

5. Our opinion is favourable when the pain remits, or 
fhifts its fituation, being not obitinately confined to one 
place, and when after a difcharge of feces or wind 
the patient feels fome eafe; but hiccup, and the fud- 
den ceafing of pain, are fatal fymptoms. 

6. When cholic proves fatal the appearances, on dif. 
fection, are: the inteftines irregularly contraéed, fo as 
almott, in fome places, to have their cavity obliterated, 
and diftended in others. This diftenfton of particular 
parts is often to a very great fize, and is full of feces and 
wind. '‘Lhere is alfo flight inflammation on the furface 
of the inteftines, which are often giued together by 
coagulable lymph, and occafionally intuf-fufception 
takes place, or one ‘portion of the inteftine pafles for 
fome length withia- another portion, and there paffes 

ri 
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alfo along with it part of the mefentery. The portion 
of gut, which 1s received into the other, is found ge-- 
nerally in a contracted ftate, and is fometimes of con-- 
fiderable length. It ufually happens that an upper por-- 
tion of inteftine falls into a lower; but the contrary’ 
alfo occurs, though rarely. Intuf-fufception may take 

place in any part of the mteftinal cana], but it happens: 
mot frequently in.the {mall inteftines, and alfo where: 
the ilium terminates in the colon, which laft is its moft: 

frequent feat. This ftate of parts is often free fromt 
inflammation, but in other cafes violent inflammation 
takes place, which gluing the parts together, produces: 
fatal obftruction. 

+. From this view of the difeafe, the indications off 
cure may be referred to two general heads, either re-- 
laxing the fpafm, or forcibly overcoming it, and pre-- 
vious to either of thefe, fince a degree of inflammationa 
genérally fupervenes, bleeding, as denoted by the pulfe,, 
will be proper. 

8. To perform the firft indication, antifpafmodicss 
fhould be ufed, which will check the vomiting that Oca 
curs, and the chief of them is opium. The warm bath} 
and fomentations externally may likewife be employeds, 
and blifters, with the fame view, have been lately res 


commended. 
Next, the action of the inteftines muf be excited oy 


the introduction of different fubftances internally, eith 
by the mouth, or by way of injection. . 
The latter fhould be firft employed, aaa confilt o 
olyfters of warm water, neutral falts, fenna, fometim 
antimonial wine, turpentines, or infufion of tobacco. 
The former, again, are the different laxative an 
purgetive medicines ufually exhibited, as manna, ma 
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nefia, foap, oil of caftor, gum. gutac, glauber’s falts, 
fenna, jalap, calomel, &c. ; and when thefe fail, cold 
“water may be thrown on the extremities, fo as to pro- 
duce a diarrheea. 

g. The fecond indication is effe&ed by a mechanital: 
dilatation of the inteftines ; which is made either from 
above, by a large quantity of mercury, or from below,. 
by throwing water largely into the rectum, and drink- 
me it at the fame time 3. and for the firft of thefe a pro- 
per machine has been lately invented, which renders. 
it highly fuccefsful.—But thefe metiiods are only res 
quifite, when rifing to the height of z4as. 


Dry Beily che.. 


r. A particular fpecies of this difeafe muft be farther: 
noticed. ‘This fpecies is termed the Poticu or Devon» 
Jeire cholic, and:in the Weft Indies the Dry Belly Ache. 
2. It differs from the common cholie,+in. its attack 
being feldom fudden. It fleals on rather by degrees, 
firft with a fenfe of weight and uneafinefs in the belly, 
particularly felt about the navel, rifing in a fhort time 
to flight pain, not conflant, but always increafed after 
eating, till at laft molt violent and conftant pain enfues, 
not only in the feat of the difeafe, but alfo in the arms. 
and back, terminating at laft in palfy. 

3. Allthe fymptoms of common. cholic (x11. 2.) come 
then to be increafed. ‘The navel is drawn in towards 
the back; the lumpy feel of the inteftines acquires a 
fiony tenfion and hardnefs, and their whole track, from: 
the pylorus to the anus, exhibits fymptoms of violent 
{pafm, fo that in the latter a glyfter can hardly be. ade. 
mitted, from the contraction of the fpinéter.. 

: ie 2 
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4. The vomiting is generally of a greenifh or black 
matter ; and after the pafling of fome hardened {cybala, 
which occafionally takes place, the fame is the difcharge 
by ftool, which pofflefles often a highly acrimonious 
quality. 

As the difeafe advances, violent nervous fymptoms, 
as blindnels, lofs of voice, at times apoplexy and pal- 
ty enfue. 

5. The caufe of this cholic has been fuppofed to a- 
rife from an impregnation of lead received into the fto- 
mach, and is therefore more frequent in the cyder 
counties ; but it {frequently occurs in other fituations, 
where no fufpicion of this caufe can arife. It is found 
alfo excited by the ufe of acids, by cold, and often 
appears m the warmer climates, as a confequence of 
intermittents improperly cured. 

6. Our opinion is very uncertain in this difeafe, and 
to be determined entirely by the degree of violence in 
the fymptoms ; for though not always fatal, it is very 


apt to end in palfy. The tendency to this is judged of 


by the increafed pain of the arms and back, while thofe 
of the belly remit. Apoplexy is the fatal termination. 


7+ Diffections here thew the fame morbid change of — 


the inteftines (x1. 6.) as in common cholic, only ina 
higher degree. 


6. In the cure of this malady, bleeding is never ad. _ 
mifhible. ‘Phe chief point is the relaxation of the {fpafms 
by the ufe opium, and then mild cathartics, as the caftor 


oil; or rather thofe of the faline kind, as the bitter ca- 
thartic falt, cream of tartar ; {mall dozes of tartar eme- 
tic, &c. may be employed, interpofing the ufe of opi- 


ates, according ta the ftate of pain, and ufing the fo 


“er, 
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eal external means to the abdomen, for relaxing 
safm, as warm cataplafms, fomentations, bliftering,. 
-e. and the flower the cure proceeds the more fuccels- 
ul it turns out. | 

9. When recovered from, the greateft caution fhould: 
e ufed to avuid whatever has a tendency to renew it, 
{pecially acids in. diet, and. flatulent food, continuing 
ccafionally mild laxatives, and guarding againft the 
ffe&s of cold; for no difeafe, after one attack, is 
nore liable to return.. 


XII. Lovfenefs. Diarrhea.) 


y. Diarruoea confifts in a frequent difcharge, by: 
tool, of a matter various-in its appearance and confift-- 
nce, but moftly feculent,. attended. with little or no» 
yain, and no primary fever:. 

2. Each difcharge is. preceded by: fome murmuring. 
10ife,. and flatulence in the inteftines; and a fort of 
weight and ‘uneafinefs in the lower belly, which depart: 
mmoediately on the difcharge taking place, but/are re-- 
rewed. before a: fucceeding one. As the difeafe pro- 
seeds,. the ftomach becomes: affected, and ficknefs, nau-- 
ea, and’ vomiting prevail. The countenance turns, 
yale, the fkin dry and rigid, and, in: the progrefs of 
he difeafe,. airuniverfal:emaciation, dropfy: of the low-- 
extremities, and relaxation of every part enfue. 

3. The’ diftin@tion betwixt’ this. difeafe.and dyfentery: 
s marked by: the following fymptoms.. 

If, The abfence.of fever as-a ‘primary fymptom. | 
2d, The difcharge of actual feces, which in dyfens- 
ery is rare, and only ina particular hardened formys 
av.fcybala.. 
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3d, The want of that fetor in the difcharge whieh 
attends dyfentery, and marks it asa contagious malaa 
dy; but, in the progrefs of the difeafe, dyfentery ano 
diarrhcea become very much allied. 

4. This difeafe confifts in a morbid increafe of the pee 
riftalic motion of the inteftines, and this morbid increaff 
is the effe& of a variety of caufes, either applied to thi 
body in general, or acting folely on thefe parts. 

5. Of the former may be enumerated paflions. 
mind, cold applied to the furface; difeafes, as goutt 
dentition, fever, &c. 

6. Of the latter, 1. Matters taken into the fomachh 
and aéting either from their quantity, as in cafe of fur 
feit; or from their nature, or the flate of the ftomachl 
itfelf, producing fomentation, as acid fruits, oily ana 
putrid fubfances, draflic and purgative medicines, &c¢ 
2. Matters generated in the body, and thrown. oui 
into the inteftines, as acrid bile, pancreatic juice, pul 
rulent matter, water in dropfy, worms, &c. ; 

7. Our opinion in this difeafé is determined by the 
particular caufe from which it arifes, whether fymptoh 
matic of another difeafe, and whether of .a critical naa 
ture; by the degree of debility prefent in the fyftems 
and, laftly, by the period of its continuance, from the 
hazard of its producing a local affeftion of the intef/ 
tines. % 

8. The moft frequent morbid change met. with, inv 
diffections of diarrhea, where it appears in fome meafu 
a primary difeafe, is ulceration of {ome portion of t 
inteftines, and enlargement of glands; the inner me n 
brane is, in this cafe, often {tripped off, for a confide 
able extent, and its mufcular coat laid bare. The fol 
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licular glands are alfo the moft frequent feat of fuch 
Micerations: they are fometimes, too, of a cancerous 
nature, and fhew the fame appearance as {chirrus and: 
cancer elfewhere. 

When the difeafe is more fymptomatic, the intefines 
thew fimply marks of erifipelatous inflammation ; but 
the aphthous appearance, which attends it, is never an 
object of diflection, but difappears with life. The more 
bid changes. of-the organs belong to the primary dif: 
eafes of which the diarrhea is merely a fymptom. As 
Pi proof of the alliance betwixt dyfentery and diarrhea, 
difleGions often fhew, in diarrhea, fome portion of 
the inteftines in a dyfenteric ftate. 

_ gy. For its cure three indications naturally arife. 3 
“Phe firft is, to remove or obviate the morbid canfe. 

The fecond, to. fufpend the increafed ation which 
eonftitutes the difeafe, and 

The third, to reftore the impaired tone of the parts, 

Io. The frf indication, when the difeafe ariles from 
matters acting on the inteftines, is performed by, 

Aft, Emetics; particularly if the offending matter 
is originally lodged in the ftomach, and, for this pur- 
pote, the ipecacuhan is moft proper, and it may be even 
given in naufeating dofes, and its operation followed by 
an opiate; or, as combining this pradice, the Dover’s 
powder may be ufed. 

2d, By diluents and demulcents, which will both 
wath out the offending matter, and guard the inteftines 
irom its further a@ion, and they fhould be joined to 
have the full effe@, as the barley decoétion, whey;, 


commion emulfion, arabic emulfion, althea decoction, 
lintfeed tea, &c, 
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3d, By abforbents, where the difeafe evidently am 
rifes from an acid caufe, asthe abforbent julap, creta- 
ceous potion, &c.; and, 

4th, By acids, where a putrid fermentation is con- 
fpicuous, as ripe fruits, er acid of vitriol, in a dilute ftate. 

11. The /fecond indication is effected by opiates, and’ 
they may be given, with advantage, in all the ftages. 
of this difeafe, and:are beft employed in the form of 
the julapium fiftens, or paregoric.elixir ; cicuta is al- 
fo ufed here with the fame view. 

12. The third indication confifts. in the ufe of aftrin= 
gents and tonics, as the logwood. decottion, tin@ture of 
kino, Japonic confeétion, Peruvian and Cafcarilla barks, 
preparations of iron, &c: The former have been pre- 
fcribed very generally in this difeafe, but they are belt: 
fuited to its advanced. flage, and. when the other reme-. 
dies have preceded.. 

Where the difeafe continues obftinate, and does not: 
yield to the ufual treatment, a warm climate and -{eae- 
voyage have been found effectual. |

XIU. Pifing Evil. (Diabetes. j 

y. Diaseres confifts in a-continued’ or chronic dif _ 
charge of an uncommon quantity:of urine,. far exceeds 
ing the proportion that fhould arife from. the quantity 
of aliment or fluid introduced. t 

2. The firft fymptom of this difeafe is the increafed — 
difcharge, without the appearance of any morbid afe 
fection of the reft of the fyftem. In a fhort time, hows 
ever, the prime via difcover marks of difeafe, and gread_ 


thirft.and voracious appetite prevail. With thefe,theres 
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generally prefent a kind of obfcure fever; and, as 
re difeafe proceeds, the emaciation and debility gra- 
ually increafe, and all the appearances of heé¢tic are 
rmed. 

3. The urine inthis difeafe, at firft clear, infipid, 
nd colourlefs, foon. acquires a fweetifh or faccharine 
fe, its leading charatteriftic ; and, when fubjected to 
‘periment, there is found prefent in it a confiderable 
uantity of faccharine matter. 

4. The caufes of this difeafe are obfcure. It has 
een, indeed, found to follow intemperance in drink- 
g, and fuch others as wear out the conititution, and 
othing farther is known; but a periodical fpecies of 
abeles, it may be remarked, attends Ayferia and hypoe 
andriafis. 

§. Our opinion in this difeafe may be almoft always 
nfavourable, unlefs we can evidently trace it to fome 
scidental caufe, which is feldom the cafe; as the fup- 
-eflion of certain of the excretions, which are to be 
ftored ; and it proves fatal fometimes in the courfe 
‘two or three months, in others not till four or five’ 
PATS. 

6. Diilections of diabetes have fhewn the kidneys in 
loofe flabby ftate, of a pale ath colour, fometimes 
Il of calculi; the ureters alfo in part diftended. Ex- 
pt the liver, at times, none of the other vilcera have 
en found difeafed. 

4. Since the caufes of the difeafe are fo obfcure, no re- 
ilar principle of cure can be formed. It may, how- 
er, be attempted, 

if, By diverting the increafed difcharge elfewhere ; 
a: 
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2d, Afterwards by reftoring the tone of the partt 

8. The firft may be accomplifhed by opening tll 
fkin, as by vomits, by diaphoretics, as the Doverr 
powder, by the warm bath, additional cloathing, 4 
the removal to a warm climate, which has proved ¢¢ 
fectual. 

The fecond by afringents, as alum, sum kino, vitrii 
lic acid, &c. and the firft is here the mott fuccefsful. 
may be ufed in large quantities in the form of the ferum 
aluminofum 

Varnifhing igh body with mucilage, or any adhefiys 
liniment, ra been known to cure this difeafe ; large 
dofes of opium have alfo, at times, fucceeded. 


XIX. Indigefion. (Dyfpepfia.) 

t. Dyspzpsia, or indigeflion, diftinguithed alfo bh 
the name of /omach complaints, and chronic weakne/s, 
marked by a long train of {ymptoms, the principal « 
which only it is neceflary to enumerate. 

2. Thefe are anxiety, wind in the ftomach, a fent 
of conftrigtion and uneafinefs in the throat, with pai 
of the fide or fternum, fo that the patient can only Tt 
on the right fide, heartburn, and acid erudations: 
fqueamifhnefs, and want of appetite; a fenfe of gnaw 
ing prevailing in the ftomach when empty, and an in 
conftant ftate of belly, with palpitation, &c. 

3. The number of thefe fymptoms varies in di 
ent cafes; with fome being felt only in part; in oth 
cafes being accompanied with even additional ones, 
qually difagreeable, as fevere tranfient pains of di 
ent parts, particularly head and breaft, various a 
tions of fight, as blindnefs, double vifion, &c. 
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4. This difeafe chiefly affeds the fedentary and learn- 
], and that betwixt their 30th and goth years. What 
-culiarly diftinguithes it is, its continuance, for a 
neth of time, in the fume flate,. without any aggra- 
ition or remifiion of fymptoms. 
5. Its caufes are often obfcure, but thofe mentioned 
ey the ufe of much vegetable diet, depreffing paffions, 
tenfe ftudy, excefs in venery, much ufe of warm di- 
ents, the ufe of narcotics, excefive evacuations, fre- 
nent over-diftenfion, and ftraining of the organ, cold 
ud moifure, hence its frequency in this country, he- 
ditary difpofition, or a debility of ftomach dep pending 
2 its orginal conformation. 
6. Our opinicn here is generally favourable, though, 
/ the fame time, it is not eafily cured; there is al- 
loft no inflance.of its proving fatal, without pafling 
ito fome other difeafe: but in many the functions, 
y its continuance, become impaired ; while, in others, 
1ey are little affected. 
7- Diflecions of dyfpepfia, in young patients, fhew 
particular organic affe&tion of the Romach ; but, in 
it appears, on examination, to be connected with 
shirrus, or ulceration of the organ. The former is 
enerally partial, and attacks moft frequently from its 
landular ftru@ure, the pylorus. The difeafed part 
thicker and harder than ufual through all its coats, 
d the original texture is very much deftroyed and 
ae with ftrong membranous fepta. This thick. 
ned mafs is frequently ulcerated on its furface, and 
irows out fraall proceffes or fungus, which is the true 
ancerous appearance. Contraction of the ftomach, ef- 
ecially at the pylorus, is alfo a frequent change met 
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with on diilection; fometimes it takes place througe 
its whole extent. Inall cafes of diffe@tion, the ftomace 
is found more or lefs diftended with air. Fatty tt 
mors of the ftomach, calculi, &c. are mentioned bb 
authors, but are fo rare, that they barely deferve enw 
meration. 

The appearances of ulceration of this organ were aa 
ready noticed under ga/ffritis. (y111. 6.) 

8. A complete cure, in this difeafe, can hardly th 
promifed, the leaft irregularities in diet producing 
relapfe. It is, however, attempted in two ways, eithee 
with a palhative or radical view. 

9g. The indications we form for the palliative treat 
ment are, 

iff, ‘To remove crudities, and this is accomplifhee 
by the ufe of gentle emetics, as infufion of chamomill 
and ipecacuhan, and fmall dofes of rhubarb, &c. 

2d, ‘To correct morbid acidity, by the ufe of ab 
kalies and abforbents, as the abforbent julap, cretace: 
ous potion, heartburn tablet, lime- water ; and, i 

34, To obviate coftivenefs, by different laxatia 
fuited to the particular habit of the patient. : 

10. Yor the radical cure, again, which fhould be ous 
chief object, the indications pointed out are, a 

if, To reftore the tone of the organ ; and, i; 
2d, To correé its vitiated fecretion. | 

11. The jir/l is accomplifhed by all the different meann 
that invigorate the fyftem, and particularly by attemm 
tion to dict. he diet fhould be of an alkalefcent nai 
ture, confifting folely of animal food, and a dilute fp 
ritous drink, avoiding all fermented liquors. 
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The meats of invigorating the fyftem are the ufe 
of tonics and warm aromatics, as bitters, with the pe- 
ruvian bark and fteel, &c. conftant exercife, efpecially 
on horfeback, employing the cold bath, choofing a dry 
temperate air, preferving the body always in motion, 
and, at the fame time, avoiding any fudden emotions 
of mind. 

The fecond indication, or correéing the vitiated fe- 
cretion, is not much in our power, as we are unat- 
quainted with the nature of the gaftric fluid. In dy {pep 
fia, however, there feems evidently a defe& both inthe 
quantity and quality of this aétive fluid; and fome an- 
thors have therefore propofed the introdu@ion of the 
gaftric juice of other animals, particularly thofe of 
the keeneft digeftion, or the carnivorous, which would 
render the former indication, it is fuppofed, lefs neceflary. 

12. When the debility, however, prevails fo much 
that the ingefta, of whatever kind, are rejected, cup- 
ping-glafles may be applied to the region of the f{to- 
mach, or, in their place, blifters, finapifms, or the opi- 
ate injection, while fmall quantities of food fhould be 
only taken at a time. 

On removing fuch complaints, the fame plan of liy. 
ing fhould be purfued to prevent a relapfe. 


XV. Ayflerics. (Hyfleria.) 

i. Hysrerta confifts ina particular irritable fate of 
the prime vie in the female, chiefly occurring in the un- 
married and widows, and thofe who lead a {edentary 
life, or poffefs a delicate conftitution. 

2. Its attacks are periodical, and the 
ces that diftinguith one of its fits are,

chief appearan- 
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Firf, pain of the left fide about the flexure of thee 
colon, with a fenfe of diftenfion advancing upwards,, 
and producing the fame uneafinefs in the ftomach,, 
from which it rifes to the throat, occafioning, by itss 
prefiure, a fenfe of fuffocation, when a degree of faint-- 
ing comes on, and certain convulfive motious take place,, 
agitating the trunk of the body and limbs in variouss 
ways ; after which, alternate fits of laughter and cry-- 
ing occur, and a remiflion then enfues. 

3. To thofe there are alfo, during its continuances, 
fome other fymptoms joined, as headach, vomiting,, 
palpitation, difficult refpiration, and hiccup. ‘This laftt 
fymptom requires a particular confideration ; for fome-- 
times a hyfteric fit is made up of it alone. It has beem 
known to continue for two or three days, during whicha 
it frequently feems as if it would fuffocate the patient,, 
and proceeds gradually weakening her till it either go) 
off of itfelf, or elfe occafion death by fuffocation, thougm 
this laft is extremely rare. 

4. Hyfleria is diftinguifhed from hypochondriafis, byy 
the latter not occurring till after the age of 35, andP 
our opinion is more or lefs favourable, as it is compli-4 
cated with other diforders, depending frequently on! 
{chirrus and other affections, or on a particular. irrise 
table ftate of the genital fyftem; in which laft cafes, 
the paroxyfm may be confidered as a fit of falacity. 4 

5. Its caufe is a peculiar mobility, eafily affected byr 
the flighteft occafional circumftances, and efpeciallys 
by the flow of the menfes, at which period its attacks 
are more frequent; this mobility depends often ec 
exceflive evacuations, paflions of mind, particular pe-

riod of life, as the age of puberty, &c. and ts much in- 
ereafed by the continuance of the difeafe. 

~ 6. Our opinion in Ayferia is feldom unfavourable, 
without it is complicated with fome other difeafe. In 
young women it is, for the moft part, removed by mar- 
riage or child-birth. It likewife departs in old age. 

4. Hyferia, asa primary difeafe, is only fatal by 
pafling into epilep/y, when the fame appearances take 
place, on difleGion, as mentioned under that malady. 
(tv. 7.). In the genital fyftem, however, fchirrus 
of the ovaria is achange commonly met with in Ay/lerie 
patients, and it often increafes to a great fize. 
© 8. Two indications require attention for the cure of 
hy fleria. 

The frf is, allaying the f{pafmodic fymptoms, 
Which conftitute the fit, and this is effected by bleed. 
ing, if plethoric, but fullnefs is not fo very common 
in byferic cafes, and is only therefore to be perform- 
ed, during the firft attacks ; by the application of fetid 
ydours to the nofe ; and by the internal ufe.of antifpaf. 
modics, the moft proper of which are opium, ether, 
mufk, and afafectida, the two frft are the moft fuccefs- 
al, efpecially when combined: by way of injection, 
he effects of the afafcetida are the moft powerful. Not 
infrequently too, a ftrong effort of the patient herfeli 
nay check the fit, or fixing her attention to fome par- 
icular objet on the ihvadteKtag of its approach. 

The fecond indication confilts in {trengthening the 
ervous fyftem during the intermiffion of the fit, and 
nis is to be done by firft clearing the prime vie, and 
fterwards by the ufe of bitters and tonics of the moft 
tringent kind, efpecially chalybeates ; by exercife, par- 
L-2 
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ticularly riding on horfeback, fo that the attention isyy 
at the fame time, engaged; and in thofe of a delicates 
conftitution, by the occafional exhibition of opiates.

XVI. Low Spirits, (Hypochondriafts. : 


1. [iyPOCHONDRIASIS, or vapours, is a certain ftatez 
of mind along with dy/p-pfia, from flight caufes appre-- 
hending the greateit evils, and always imagining thee 
worlt; yet perhaps it differs little from dy/pepfia, but by 
its occurring in the melanchelic habit. : 

2. It occurs chiefly in the male, and that in advane- 
ced life, being contned, for the moft part, to thofe off 
a melancholic temperament, who are diftinguifhed byy 

a lean habit of body, large rigid veins, and black curledd 
hair, while their peculiar charaGer of mind is a flows. 
nefs of decifion, given to doubt and caution, with great 
tenacity of opinion, ftrength of application, and a ms 
derate extent of genius, a natural melancholy prevaile 
ing withont any difeafe. 1 

3. The difference betwixt this difeafe and dy[pepfias 
confills in conflitution, the latter occurring moft free! 

quently in youth, or from puberty to 35, and depend. 
ing on debility ; while the former prevails in age, ands 
is more an affection of the mind. Its attacks are molt 


fevere in {pring and autumn, and its victims are lef 
ee to the effects of contagion. 
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ant; that they gradually acquire a’proper firmnefs, in 
roportion as years accumulate, when a degree of 
gidity in the fibres prevail. Hence, as this rigidity 
smoft confpicuous in the melancholic, a torpor 1s at 
iis time naturally induced, which is favoured by for- 
rer exceflés in mode of life, fuch as anxiety of mind, 
temperance of f{ludy, immoderate venery, &c. 
§. Our opinion-in this difeafe is much the fame as 
1Ayfleria. Of itfelf it is not dangerous; but if long. 
ontinued, fchirrus of fome.of the organs comes to take: 
lace.. 

6. Diffecions of Aypochondriafis thew fome of the ab- 
ominal vifcera difeafed, particularly the. liver and 
pleen, the latter often acquiring a very contiderable: 
ze. Effufion and turgefcence of veffels has likewife: 
een difcovered in the brain.. 

7. From this view of its caufe, the cure feems'to des. 
yend on'exciting the nervous energy which is depreft,. 
nd that particularly by attending to the ftate of mind. 

A contiant ftate of motion fhould. therefore be ad- 
ifed, efvecially by riding on horfeback, &c ; and idle- 
vefs particularly avoided, which is the worlt circum- 
tance for promoting the difeafe. But, in avoiding: 
dlenefs, all. application to former ftudies, efpecially _ 
rofeflional ones, are to be prevented. ‘he prefent: 
motions muft be favoured and indulged ; and though 
attempt muft be made to withdraw the attention of. 
uch patients from themfelves, yet their'confidence mutt. 
irft be gained ; and fince the perfuafion in their own. 
pinion is ftrong, and the infallibility of their own fears 
ind. fenfations rooted, whatever they are, they. res-

- 
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quire a very nice management, for raillery muft nevee 
be attempted. 

The warm bath is preferable here to the cold, am 
is frequently ufeful. Chalybeates, from an acid acer? 
mony fometimes prevailing in the ftomach, have bee: 
recommended ; but bitters and aftringents are not fuitt 
ed to the Sinai, Mineral waters have been found o 
fervice; and that chiefly from the avocations and aa 
mufements watering places allow. 

Coftivenefs, which’ ds a frequent fymptom, mutt bo 
obviated by the ufe of magnefia; but vomiting, thougt! 
fometimes employed, is not fuited to this difeafe. 


XVIL. Want of Menftruation. ( Amenorrhea.) 


tr. AMENORRHOEA confilts in a want of the menfruai 
difcharge at the proper period, attended with variout 
morbid fymptoms and unconnected with pregnancy. 

It is divided into two fpecies, under the terms of itt 


retention and fuppreffion.

1. Retention. 


2. Its retention, known by the name of the chlor ofisg 
or green fickne/s, ts marked by various fymptoms of dee 
bility, as indolence, laflitude, and a number of dy 
peptic or ftomach complaints. Thefe are fucceeded 
a pale leucophlegmatic appearance, both in the faci £ 
which lofes its vivid rednefs, as well as the reft of whe 
body, and not unfrequently {welling of the lower ex 
tremities. The refpiration becomes eafily hurried, hyfte 
ric fymptoms are frequent, efpecially palpitation an¢

fainting, and pain is particularly felt in the back, loins, 
and haunches. | 

: 3. The caufe of this difeafe depends entirely on 
weaknefs, or a want of power in the fyftem, to propell 
the blood to the uterine veffels ; but the origin of this 
peculiar weaknefs, which appears at this period of life, 
without any antecedent marks of it, we are unacquaint- 
ed with. , 

' 4. Our opinion in this difeafe is doubtful. It is of- 
ten recovered entirely by change in the mode of life, 
and by marriage. Where deep rooted, however, the 
patient often falls a facrifice to morbid affeGions of the 
vifcera ; and if married, becomes barren, or very fub- 
ject to abortion. 

§. Diile&tions of chlorotic patients have difcovered 
moft frequently difeafed ovaria, confifting in fchirrus 
and dropfy. Some of the other organs, particularly 
the liver and fpleen, have been found, at times, alfo in. 
the fame ftate. . 

6. The cure of this difeafe proceeds on the general 
principle of increaling the tone of the fyflem, and alfo. 
exciting the action of the uterine veffels. 

The former is effected by tonics, particularly the 
cold bath and chalybeates ; the beft forms of the latter 
deing the ru‘tin fubitance, joined with an aromatic, 
or elfe the Harrowgate water. 

7. he action of the uterine veffels is excited by fti- 
mulants acting upon thefe parts. as by purging; and, for 
his purpote, aloetics have been preferred, and mercury 
nthe form of calomel ; by much walking ; by fricion ; 
2¥ warm bathing of the lower extremities, while cold 
Water is poured: on the head or fuperior parts; by com: 
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preffion of the iliac arteries; and laflly by eledricity;; 
applied fo as particularly to affect thefe parts ; and the: 
two latter have been frequently combined,. viz. the: 
comprefhion of the iliacs, during the application of elec: 
tricity. WVenery is, in all cafes, the molt natural and: 
certain remedy. 

| 2. Suppreffion: 

8. Suppreft or obf{lru@ed menflruation, after its res. 
gular eftablifhment, is marked chiefly by dy/peptic and. 
byfteric fymptoms. To thefe are joined cholic, and, for’ 
the moft part, coftivenefs. The blood alfo determined: 
more copioufly elfewhere, produces various hemors- 
rhages, as from the nofe, lungs, ftomach, and other’ 
parts. 

9g. The caufe of this difeafe is chiefly confricion of? 
the uterine veffels, arifing from a variety of cated 
circumftances, as cold, fear, paflions of mind, the ules 
of fedatives, want of exercife, &c: . 

10. Our opinion in this fpecies of the difeafe is des: 
termined by its caufe; for when from cold, which is# 
generally attended with fome fever, it is merely tems 
porary; from the ftate of the patient’s health in other! 
refpects; from the length of time the fuppreffion has 
continued, and whether attended with leucorrhceaj 
which is always unfavourable; and from our. certai 
knowledge of the fource from which it proceeds. 

11, Diffeétions, where this difeafe: has been of longy 
continuance, fhew the fame morbid changes of the ovas 
ria and uterus, as in the former fpecies, and no oppor-~ 
tunity is afforded of infpection in temporary cafes. 

12. The cure of obftructed menftruation depends of 
removing conftriction of the uterine veflels, and this 
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ffedied by the ufe of relaxants, antifpafmodics, and 
eneral ftimulants; of the former the warm bath is 
he principal, or, inftead of it, bladders filled with 
varm water applied to the belly or region of the pubes, 
nd adjacent parts ; and it may be followed by an opi- 
tte, which will increafe its relaxing powers. Of the 
wo latter, a great variety of medicines are mention- 
d under the name of emmenagogues, which either act 
yy peculiarly removing f{pafm, or increafing the gene- 
al action of the fyftem, and thus forcing the conftric- 
ion of the part. The principal of them are, caftor, 
wood{oot, madder, hellebore, myrrh, favine, mercury, 
ind various cathartics and emetics. In the ufe of thefe 
nedicines, the period fhould be chofen when the men- 
trual effort is expected, and their exhibition will thus 
xe rendered more fuccefsful. . 

A. removal to a warm climate has alfo been recom- 
mended here. 


3. Difficult Menftruation. (Dyfienorrhea.) 


13. Though not entirely fuppreft, difficult, or pain- 
al men{truation is alfo.a frequent difeafe known un- 
der the name of dy/menorrhaa. It depends, perhaps, 
on the fame caufe as /uppreffion, and it is to be obviated 
dy the ufe cf opiates fo foon as the fymptoms threaten 
yf its approach, joined with warmth and a plentiful ex- 
bition of diluents. 


XVIII. Madnefs. ( Mania.) 


t. Mapyess is a falfe perception or judgment of 
things, moft generally difplayed in the cpinion form- 
ed by the patient of his neareft friends ; in a want of 
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the due conne@ion of the train of thought, markee 
by an incoherence, or raving ; and in a refiftance cc 
the pailions to the command of the will, accompaniedd 
for the moft part, with a violence of aStion, and furr 
ous refentment at reftraint. ‘I'o thefe fymptoms may 
be alfo added, the remarkable pewer of the fyftem, um 
der the influence of madnefs, in refiiting the ufuaa 
morbid effects of cold, hunger, and watching. 

2. This difeafe fhews itfelf in a variety of ways, ang 
at different periods of life. Itis often preceded by 
long and deep melancholy, at other times a remarks 
able chearfulnefs prevails. Sometimes thefe two ftatew 
alternate with each other. In its attacks, the fame 
variety is confpicuous. In fome cafes, it is merely 
temporary, or occurs in fits; but thefe fits are very] 
liable toreturn. At other times, it continues for lifey, 
and the patient finks at laft under the violence of thee 
conflict, without any abatement of fymptoms; or aj 
{tate of real idiotifm enfues. 

3. Two conftitutions are particularly the victims off 
madnefs ; the fanguine and melancholic: by the difel 
ference of which, its appearance is fomewhat modifieds. 
No difeafe, however, is fo often hereditary as this. =. 

4. The caufes of madnefs are very numerous, but 
none fo certainly produce it as affections of mind an 
violent paffions. Certain difeafes of the febrile kind 
often induce it, where their a&ion bas been violentz 
Exceffive evacuations, fedentary life, violent exercife, y 
intenfe heat, various fubftances received into the ftoee 
mach, drunkennefs, &c. have been likewife enumerate 
ed. 4 

5- This difeafe has been known, at times, to depar 
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y a regular crifis, and by a large difcharge of the he- 
jorrhoids i in men, and menfes in women ; by ab/ceffes, 
y ulcers, eruptions, large evacuations of black bile ; 
id alfo by the attack of other difeafes. But the fuc- 
fs of fuch difcharges, when appearing, is not always 


be depended on. 

6. Our opinion in madne/; is more uncertainthan inmoft 
her difeafes ; where attended with melancholy, and 
equent fixed attention to one point, the hopes of cure 
e more diftant than where an oppofite flate of mind 
evails. Alternate changes of mind, from joy to grief, 
ereckoned favourable, and the more the conftitution 
parts from the purely fanguine, or melancholic, a 
‘ofpedt of cure is afforded. When the malady alfo can 
: traced as connected with fome bodily derangenient, 
is more favourable than where it feems a pure men- 
1 affection. Where it appears a hereditary malady, 
is always to be dreaded, and life is generally pro- 
acted under it -to.a very late period. 

4. Diflections of manaical cafes have ek beth a 
neral and: partial morbid flate of the head.. The for- 
er has confifted in a peculigr firmnefs, hardnefs, and 
ten elatticity of the brain, and alfo a richer confift- 
.ce of its fubftance than ufual. In the latter, various 
ganical changes of particular parts have appeared, 
tumors, exottofes, inequalities of the cerebrum, poly- 
» fchirri, enlargement of veflels producing congel- 
on, and particularly in melancholic cafes, effufion 
1d thicknefs of membrane, &c. 

8. For the cure of this difeafe, feveral indications 
me to be formed, though it is too often beyond the 
ywer of medicine to remove. 
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The firf is, a forcible refiraint of the patient fron: 
giving way to his unruly paffions, to his own injury oc 
that of others. 

The fecond is, the removal of every irritation thas 
may add to the prefent ftate of excitement in the fyy 
tem. 

The third is, producing a fudden and violent el! 
fect on the nervous powers, fo as to attempt to changs 
or interrupt the prefent train of perception ; and, 

The fourth is, without any violence, dire@ting th) 
attention of the patient to particular objects that maa 
wean him from his own impreflions and feelings. 

9. The firf of thefe is accomplifhed by immediatt 
confinement of the patient, and the ufe of the ftrawi 
wailtcoat ; by removing him, as much as poffibld 
from every familiar obje&, or whatever may recall tt 
his mind the reflexion of his prefent ftate; and by ins 
{piring him with fear of thofe who are placed to tak 
charge of him. When this is a little brought abouti 
lefs fubjugation will then come to be neceffary : but thh 
propriety of the lengths to which the different part 
of this indication are to be carried, mutt be regulate: 
by the circumflances of particular cafes. | 

10. The /econd indication confifts in the ufe of— 
low fpare diet; and moft maniacs bear this alterations 
without being much hurt by it, whatever their forme 
mode of life may have been. 

On the fame principle, venefetion and cathartics have 
been employed here. he former is only fuited to thi 
commencement of the difeafe, or to cafes combined wi 
fome degree of fever. The latter is moft ufeful in the 
melancholic habit, and where an accumulation of bile

Some of the narcotics have beem alfo employed here 
on the fame principle. 

Opium has been exhibited with doubtful effe& ; cam- 
phire, in large dofes, has been often fuccefsful, efpe- 
cially when combined with tartar emetic. 

11. The ¢hird indication is excited by the exhibition 
of powerful emetics, efpecially the antimonials, and even 
a fcruple of tartar emetic has been known to have been 
given at once, without exciting any uncommon fymp- 
tom, fuch is the torpor of the ftomach in maniacal 
cafes. In order, therefore, to fucceed, the irritability 
of the organ mult be reftored by a previous dofe of 
opium. 

The fudden and unexpected prefentation of familiar 

and interefling objects to the patient, frights, &c. be- 
long to this head, and have been, at times, fuccefsful 
in the cure of this difeafe. 
— 12. The fourth indication is performed by bringing 
the patient to attend to fome particular objeét or ex- 
ercife, efpecially fome work where bodily labour is 
conjoined. A long journey has been alfo recommend- 
ed ; ; but thefe are more fuited to the ftate of conva- 
lefcence than the actual paroxyfms of the difeafe.

3. The exaé& time at which the fymptoms of this‘d 
eafe appear, after the reception of the poilon, varies fi 
different cafes, being from two or three days to as mam 
weeks or months. But they are generally preceded p 
pain of the wounded part, extending in the courte of the 
lymphatics, and pointing out the paflage of the poifor 
into the fyfem.

4. The attack is fometimes very fudden but moft com 
monly the conftitutional fymptoms that frft comme ce 
are a degree of torpor and lafitude, followed in the 
night by difturbed ‘cep a d frightful dreams.

Thefe lait fymptoms are fucceeded by {trong deliri- 
m, which clofes the feene, though shits is not always 
mcaie: 

5. Our prognofis or opinion in this difeafe is always 
favourable; and, being eaacathdibo al with the na- 
Fe of the poifon, we have hitherto in vain attempted 
cure. It feems, however, pretty clear, that the pal- 
ge of the poifon into the fyftem is not fo quick as has 
sen fuppofed. Our views therefore, fhould be eatire- 
directed to prevent its progrefs, and that, 

Firf, By immediate extirpation of the part, which 
lay be even done, at the diftance of fome days, with 
iecefs ; and, 

Second!y, By promoting afterwards a fecretion from: 
“by the application of irritating ointments, which. 
ould never be fuppreffed ; for the fudden healing of 
ie wound has always been found to haften the attack. 
Pthe difeafe. But if extirpation is not admifhble, in 
onfequence of the fituation of the wounded part, the 
tual cautery, or burning it with gun-powder, {carifi- 
ations into it, bleeding with leeches, &c. are to be 
ad recourfe to, while mercurial unction, to prevent 
ne progrefs of the poifon, fhow.d be diligently employ-. 
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ed, and regularly continued 
once. 

6. The appearances on diffe@ion in hydrophobia tenr 
little to elucidate the nature of the difeafe. The cefer 
phagus and pharynx have been found, in Several cafes: 
inflamed, though not always. Slight imflammation, 
has alfo been traced id the cardia of the ftomach. Somi 
marks of inflammation affeQ likewife the brain, confit} 
ing in a rednefs of the pia mater,

Lhe Ormfkirk powder, though often ufed, appeargy, 
from its compofition, a medicine perfeatly inert. Thee 
fame may be faid of the famous Tonquin remedy ; andj 
alfo of the Carnatic pill, the principal ingredient of whi 
i3 faid to be arfenic. hi 

Cold bathing has been ineffeAual, often manifelthys 
hurtful. Warm bathing has produced fome alleviations 
of fymptoms during its Operation. 

Antifpafmodics, and particularly the liberal ufe o 
opium, has been recommended, which may be giveni 
a dofe of a dram, or half a dram, at once. Some cures 
it is faid, have been alfo made by a liberal ufe of vine.

CACHECTIC DISEASES. 


URSUING our plan of arrangement, from nervoug 

we proceed to the cachedic difeates, or thofe which 

Jepend on a vitiated ftate of the fluids, and pollefs a 
sutrefeent tendency. 


. I. Putrid Fever. (Tvpbus putrida.)* 


y Tue firft here, as in the former clafies, that oc- 
curs to be treated is fever, which, in many of its fymp- 
-oms, is much conn-«ted with that of the nervous kind. 
But here the proftration of ftrength is at firft more con- 
iderable, attended with ftronger rigors, intenife heat, 
and an irregular tenfe pulfe; while trom the beginning’ 
a great determination prevails to the head, denoted by 
dufhings «f the face, vibration of the temples, and a 
darticular bloodthot glofiy appearance which the eye 
fumes. Ihe tongue is alfo dry and parched, being 


_* We are aware of the impropriety of disjoining the feveral fpe- 
ties of Fever in a Nofological view, as the Nervous and Putrid 
Fevers are entirely the fame difeafe, differing im degree ; but as the 
prefent arrangement is. adopted entirely from a regard to the prace 
jee, the differexce in their treatment fomewhat fanctions che plawi 
we have cholfen. 
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covered, as well as the teeth, with a brown ora black- 
ih tenacious cruft. 

2. As the difeafe advances, though generally very: 
early, the putrefcent {ymptoms more diftinétly appear.. 
The tongue becomes black, livid, and dry, and the: 
breath and urine acquire a difagreeable fator. A ftu-- 
por commences, and the appearance of petechial or li-- 
vid {pots is foon obfervable. Great anxiety prevails ae- 
bout the precordia, and frequent fighing takes place ;: 
hemorrhages alfo arife from different parts, efpecially» 
from the gums and inteftines, being m the latter cafe: 
joined with diarrhea, and hiccup terminates the feene.. 

3. This difeafe-moft commonly attacks fuch as aval 
been previoufly weakened by any debilitating caufe, 
and occurs moft frequently .in autumn and the end of’ 
fummer, when the days are hot, and rains fall, the 
nights being cold and chilly. The moft frequent pez 
riod of its attack is from 14 to 50, and when recovered) 
from, no difeafe is more liable to relapfe. 

4. It arifes from whatever depreffes the nervous po-- 
wer, and its caufes enumerated by authors are, a putrid 
air generating contagion, dejection of fpirits, low diet, | 
&c. But of thefe the firft is the moft certain caufe in

all cafes of real fever. y) 

5. Our opinion is here very uncertain, and entirely i: 
determined by the degree of violence in the fymptoms, 
efpecially after the appearance of petechiz, though 
there is no cafe fo defperate where hope may not be en= 
tertained ; for more recoveries, in proportion, take place 
in fevers, than in any other difeafes. | 

6. Diffections of putrid fever, fhew inflammation and 
gangrene of fome of the vilcera, particularly the & 
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ach, bowels, &c. fometimes alfo fuppuration of the 
-ain. In the mufcular fibres, there feems likewife a 
rong tendency to gangrene, even the heart has been 
und large and flaccid. 

7- Inthe cure, though the inflammatory fymptoms 
pear to run pretty-high, bleeding fhould never be 
erformed. ‘The prime viz fhould be cleared from their 
itrid contents by the antimonial folution. While the 
fe is diftinct, acids and refrigerating diaphoretics 
ould be employed, though general fweating is rather 
irtful. But if the pulfe falls, the ftreneth muft then 
> fupported by the ufe of wine and cordials; and 
¢ bark, to correé the putrefcent tendency of the 
aids, thrown in in confiderable quantity. 

Blifters, though indicated by the prefence of deliri- 
n, are here of little effe@. Camphor has been found 
equently uferul, and along with thefe remedies a free 
imiflion of cold air fhould be allowed, even cold 
afhing, and at times cold bathing, have been attend- 
with manifeft advantage ; and particular attention 
all cafes of fever, efpecially of a putrid nature, fhould 
paid to cleanlinefs. 

The exhibition of fixt air is alfo at prefent a popular 
medy. 

Three particular fpecies of this fever occur, which,. 
ym their fingular fatality, deferve a feparate hiftory. 
tefe are the plague, yellow fever, and puerperal fever. 


1. Plague: ( Peftis.) 
1. The plague is a highly putrid fever, marked with 
e ftrongeft fymptoms of debility ; in the progrefs of 
uch, though not fixed to a Particular day, an erup~ 
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tion of buboes or carbuncles takes place on differena 
parts of the body. e 
_2. This difeafe is early marked by violent affection 
of the head. particularly ftupor and giddinefs. ‘ho 
pulfe is weak and irregular, attended with much anxiee 
ty, frequent palpitation, and even fainting. Bilioug 
vomitings take place in a high degree; and, in the prog 
grefs of the difeafe, buboes or carbuncles break out itt 
different glandular parts; after which, {trong marks 
oi putrefency enfue, diuplayed by petechie, hemorrhaa 
ges from different parts, and a colliquative diarrheaa 
which proves fatal. ‘Thefe fymptoms are confiderablyy 
diverfified in different individuals, b t joined wifhl 
the common ones of putrid fever, are fufficient to giver 
fome idea of the appearances of the difeafe. +) 
3. The plague is well known to be the eive& folely ob 
a peculiar contagion, univerfal in its attack wherever 
it appears, and generally confining its ravages to thes 
warm climates, particularly ‘Turkey, and other parts Off 
the cali; being, in this country, entirely unknown, at 
lealt for thele 200 years. 1 
4. Our opinion here is always unfavourable, but will 
be regulated, with refpeét to the probable chance, ena 
tirely by the flate of the putrid fymptoms, efpeciall 
on the appearance of the carbuncles, which are to. 


coniidered of a critical nature. 

5. DiffeGtions of plague have fhewn the heart itfelf im 
a gangrenous ftate; the ftomach inthe fame; the live 
‘only inflamed ; carbuncles in the lungs, inteitines, am 
kidneys ; the gall bladder tull of black bile; and tl e: 
brain itielf putrid in iome parts, and containing 
worms. 
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6 From the general mortality of this difeafe, the 
neans of its prevention are perhaps to be confidered 
1 preference to its treatment. 


“One of the firft means of prevention is, to guard a- 
aint the introduction of infe@ion, which can only be’ 
one by a proper regard to bills of health, and the per- 
mance ot quarantines 5 ; and in the cafe of goods, a pro- 
er ventilation of thefe, | in the time of the quarantine, or 
uring 40 days, {hould take place. To prevent this dif 
ife from {preading, where it once appears, every com- 
Wahication with the infected fhould be fhunn ned, efpecial- 
the fmalleft conta& ; and where communication is un- 
roidal ble, every precaution fhould be taken to render 
as little dangerous as poflible, by obferving as great 
diftance from the perfon, or infe@ed goods, in hold- 
ig it, and avoiding a ftream of air which may: carry | 
1¢ effluvia ina direion fo as to convey it. | 

7. As a weakened ftate of body alfo favours the. 
wer of contagion, fo every caufe inducing this ftate 
ould be carefully obviated. Of thefe may. be men- 
ned poor fare, intemperance, excefs of venery, great 
tigue, and confiderable ‘evacuations. 

8. The circumftances again which render contagion 
tive when received, are cold, fear, and full living ; 
id, to obviate the effects of thefe, every attention 
ould be paid, and fuch farther means even employed 
Temove it, before producing the a@ual difeafe, as are 
entioned in the remarks on contagion in the laft part 
this work. i 

9- From the nature of plague, defcribed (1. 2.) 
satment confilts in the fame as directed for putrid fever 
7-) only from its more rapid fatality, the reme- 
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dies. muft be thrown in earlier, and in larger quanti« 
ty; and of all the remedies cold drink and Peruvian 
bark form the principal. | } 
Where the patient furvives the difeafe, the treatment 
of the carbuncles becomes the bufinefs of furgery. , 
2. Yellow Fever. (Typhus Iéerodes.) } 
. 


1. The yellow fever is attended with a quick irregu-_ 
lar pulfe, great oppreflion of the precordia, and vom 
miting of a bilious matter, fucceeded, towards its ter-)) 
mination, by univerfal jaundice, and hemorrhage from} 
different parts. : | 

2. It commences with the ufual fymptoms of putrid 
fever, particularly in the violent burning heat ang 
{trong determination to the head, marked by fuffufion 
of face, throbbing of temples, weight and pain; and | 
thefe are joined by ftrong tendency to bilious vomit-) 
ings The fymptoms of debility, however, advance 
here more rapidly, and to a greater degree. ‘Lhe reds 
nefs of face yields toa yellow tinge, the increafed ac« 
tion to fainting on the flighteft motion, and there pre= 
vails a ftrong defire to coma, with flight occafional des} 
lirtum, The eye. becomes foon of a pure yellow cos* 
Jour, which is fhortly diffufed over the whole of the) 
fkin. The frequency of vomiting comes to dimini 


and initead of pure bile, it yields, when taking place; 
to a putrid mixture of it with blood. Hemorrhage 
arife from the nofe and gums; ftrong marks of putref 
cency affect every part, as large petechie on the dkin 
foetor of breath, black fediment of urine, &c. A re 
miffion generally takes place a few hours before deathyy 
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which is fucceeded by hiccup and coma, -and thefe ter-

5 3. he duration of this -fever is various ; but in eve- 
ry cafe it may be confidered as rapid in its progrefs, 
In fome fituations, however, it is more {o than in o- 
thers, butit has difplayed itfelf uncommonly violent 
a the Weft Indies, and has exceeded, in fatality, even 
the plague itfelf. The Europeans chiefly fuffer from 
it, and thenatives, for the moft part, efcape it, even in 
ts moft epidemic periods. Thofe of a full habit are 
obferved to fall its earlieft viGims. 

4. This fever is evidently the effe@ of a powerful 
ontagion, which is rendered ative by a variety of ac- 
idental caufes, as excefive heat of climate, eipecially 
when fuddenly alternated with cold and moilture, by 
‘xpofure .to night-dews, intemperance, efpecially in the 
ife of ardent {pirits as new rum, deprefing paffions, &c. 

5. The peculiar fymptom, the general evacuation of 
ile, and’ fuffufion of fkin from it, 1s entirely the effed 
f heat augmenting its fecretion, and increafing its a- 
timony fo as to add to the irritation of the febrile 
aufe, } ) 

6. Our opinion is here doubtful. It js entirely di. 
ted by the mildnefs of the fymptoms for the three 
t four firft’ days, and by the eye and {kin acquiring 
ut a flight yellow tinge; but if petechiz once appear, 
tended with black putrid ftools ‘and bloody urine, 
ere is then no foundation for hope. 

'Y Difledions of this difeafe exhibit the fame morbid 
ppearances as in common puirid fever; (1. 6.) and 
1 infpecting the gall-bladder and ‘biliary du@s, no cale 
li, or other obilruétion of thefe paits, can be traced 
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to account for the gencral fuffufion, more than by i 


“creafed fecretion. @ 

§. The cure of yellow fever is the fame with that did 
rected for putrid fever, only from its quick fatality, barll 
and wine mut be early and largely thrown in even bee 
fore the icteritious tinge appears. From the irritability 
of ftomach, and tendency to vomit, no emetic will bo 
neceflary heres. A flight infufion, however, of chamox 
mile may be ufed for once, and will do no harm. i 
the bark is not retained, and the irritability of ftomad 
cannot be removed by opium, it mult be exhibited i 
clyfters ; acids, particularly the vegetable, fhould 1 
largely thrown in ; fixed air may be alfo employ ed) 
a powerful antifeptic. The patient fhould be fre ; 
expofed toa cool dry air; cold acidulated drinks fho i 
be frequently given, and befides this’ general treatme 
particular fymptoms fhould be obviated, viz. pain ana 


form, fo as to be retained; and coftiveneds by afcefce 
laxatives. | 


3. Puerperal Fever. (Typbhus Puerperarum.) 
The Puerperal Fever is one whofe acceflion is ver - 
ue after delivery, generally the fecond or third dap 
attended with a quick irregular pulfe, remarkable p 
tration of ftrength, great affection of forehead, and 
neral forenefs and tenfion of the abdomen. 
2. Lhe peculiar fymptoms of the difeafe are, 

i, The abdominal tenfion, pain and fore 
which rife to the moft exquifite height, without, ho) 
ever, any hardnefs being felt, and frequently cs 
even no fullnefs. 
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ad, The feetid difcharge of the lochia (or clean- 
fings). . 

3d, Little or no délirium, but a conftant watch- 
falnefs and dread of death; and, 

4th, A number of deceitful remiffions, the firft of 
which takes place in 24 hours after the attack, and thefe 
remiflions always wher in an aggravation of fymptoms. 

3. The caufe of this difeafe would f{eem to be a peculiar 
contagion affecting the puerperal {tate alone ; for it has 
appeared at times epidemic, when no cafes of typhus oc- 
curred at the fame period. This contagion was not 
taken notice of till about 50 years ago; but fince that 
time it has appeared epidemic in a number of places : 
Particularly at Paris in the 1746 and 1762; in Lon- 
don in the 1761 and 1772; in Edinburgh in the 1773; 
and in Dublin in the 1774 and 1787. 

_ 4. Though in general fatal, fome inftances of reco- 
very take place, and that by a crifis on the rith day. 
The difcharges attending this crifis are, a {weat, diar- 
rheea, and more rarely external abfceffes of the abdo- 
men. 

5. Our opinion here fhould always prognoiticate, if 
not a fatal, at leaft a doubtful event; and the more fo, 
that the difeafe is liable to fuch deliifive remiffions. Even 
where the gangrenous ftate of abdomen has taken place, 
an entire ceilation of pain is apt to miflead, though the 
feeble irregular pulfe, and pale dejected countenance, 
point out, initead of relief, the rapid approach of the 
fatal termination. 

6. Ube chief morbid appearances of this fever, dit. 
tind from thofe of common putrid fever, are difplayed 
mm the abdomen. A diffufed inflammation pervades

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the peritoneum, and the omentum is found entirely dif. 
folved, fometimes remaining and gangrenous ; collec-- 
tions of a ferous and gelatinous fluid are alfo foundi 
within the abdomen, often to the extent of 6 or 7) 
pounds, in which the uterus floats. The inteftines are: 
all highly inflamed, and the fmall ones diftended With. 
wind. ‘he uterus is of its proper fize, and, when cut). 
into, is without difeafe. 

7- The treatment of puerperal fever has been more va- 
ried than that of the two other fpecies of putrid fever jut 
deferibed. Mifled by the appearances, on diffection, de- 
noting inflammation, an attempt has been made here to 
cure it by large and repeated bleedings on the firft at- 
tack, and thefe have been fuid to be fuccefsful at times. 
Tpecacuhan has been alfo ufed as a {pecific here. It is: 
given in a dofe of 15 grains, exhibited at twice, with 
an interval of an hour and a half betwixt each. This 
medicine is attended both with vomiting and diarrhea. 
It is repeated in the fame manner the following day, 
if the fymptoms do not remit, and even continued to 
the third or fourth. After procuring a favourable re- ! 
mifon in this way, wine is then to be thrown in, and i 
{ymptoms of irritation obviated by the ufe of opium. i 
The treatment being, in other refpects, conducted on — 
the fame plan with that of putrid fever ; though a preju- | 
dice prevails here, with fome, againit the ufe of the | 
bark, 

8. From the inveteracy of the infe@ion of this dif. 
eafe, which has been found frequently to baffle every 
mode of rooting it out, for fome time, by fumigation, 
ventilation, and even white waihing of the infected 
place, every means of prevention fhould be employed, 
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and particularly the immediate removal of all puerpe- 
ral women from its vicinity. 


Il. Putrid’ Sore Throat. (Aagina Maligna.) 


Le 

1. Tue putrid fore throat is diftinguifhed by confider- 
able fever, with {mall irregular pulte, though fome- 
times full. Its chief fymptoms are frequent TiGors,. 
ficknefs, anxiety, and vomiting, fucceeded foon by a 
fiffnefs in the neck, and an uneafinets in the internal 
fauces, which difcover, on in pediion, fome {welling, and 
a deep red, or fhining crimion colour, foon covered witl 
white or afh-coloured fpots, forming thick floughs, on 
the falling off of which, ulcerations appear 5 and thefe 
affections of the fauces feldom affect deglutition, or give 
pain. ‘They are generally attended either with a fetid. 
diarrhea, or acrid difcharge from the nofe. The brain 
alfo is often very fuddenly affeced in this difeate. 

2. Inthe progrefs of the difeafe (generally the fe- 
cond day) a fcarlet eruption appears on the face and 
neck, which feel fli, {preading from thence over the 
reft of the body, and after continuing the fpace of four 
days, it departs without any remiflion of the fymp- 
toms; and, if the latter are violent, the perfon feldom: 
outlives the feventh day. 

3. Its attacks are chiefly on the young and.feeble, 
and. it is ofteneft epidemic in autumn, when a warm: 
feafon precedes. 

4. It depends always on a fpecific contagion, the na- 
ture of which, like that of all others, is unknown,, 
though, from 1739, it has been particularly attended to. 
in Britain, Being highly infectious, it. requires to.be

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avoided, often communicating from one to the whob! 
of a family. | 

5. Our opinion is determined by the degree of pu 
trefcency, and the violence of the diarrhea that att 
tends, which marks the {preading of the inflammation 
to the ftomach and bowels. When the difeafe fufferr 
a remiflion on the appearance of the eruption, whicl! 
difplays a permanent fearlet efflorefcence, and wher 
this rem¥fion increafes as it Proceeds, with a defquaa 
mation of the fkin; and particularly if the patient pals 
the ninth day, it may then be reckoned indicating aa 
favourable termination. But when the reverfe of thigs 
takes place, and the fymptoms of fever and {welling off 
the throat, at the period of defquamation, rather ine- 
creafe, a fatal termination is then to be looked for ;; 
which often’ happens fuddenly in confequence of fuffo-- 
cation. 

6. Diffefions in this difeafe have fhewn the fauces j 
inflamed, feppurated, and Sangrenous; the trachea; 
inflamed, and lined with a layer of vilcid fetid matters ; 
and this alfo extending into the larynx. The {welling ‘ 
of lymphatic glands, from the abforption of the acri- | 
mony in thefe parts, is alfo frequent. The ret of the” 
body exhibits, for the moft part, the fame morbid ap= | 
pearances as in putrid fever. | 

7- In its cure, our chief view mult be dire&ed to : 
correct the feptic tendency taking place. Purging and — 
bleeding are, in general, therefore to be avoided, exe 
cept in particular cafes where the inflammatory {ymp- 
toms may run very high; antifeptic gargles and ins 
jections are to be ufed to the affected parts, to remove 


the acrid difcharge, and to prevent, as much as pof: — 
’ : 
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fible, its farther collection. Internally, the bark, wine, 
and other antifeptics, are to be exhibited from the com- 
mencement of the difeafe; and if the bark, which fhould 
be given in large dofes to the extent of an ounce or two 
ounces in a day; fhould affect the bowels, it muft be 
joined with fome aftringent, as the eatechu or gum 
kino. Emetics in this difeafe are highly ufeful, and 
even in naufeating dofes, by occafioning a determina- 
tion to the furface; but the nnlder emetics are to be’ 
preferred, as the ipecacuhan, from the tendency of an- 
timonials here to pafs downwards, and increafe the 
diarrhcea which ufually attends..

2. This fever differs from all others in the flownefs.

6. The attacks of this. difeafe are chiefly fatal ben 
twixt the 2oth, and 30th years, and affect thofe who. |.

F-8xs 2.) 

4. Its caufes are an obftru@ion and inflammation of — 
the lungs, depending moft frequently on the exiftence, _ 
of fmall tubercles in their fub{tance,, which, coming to. 
fuppuration, burft and difcharge a purulent matter. 
Thefe tubercles are often the confequences of a {crophu-, 
lous habit; of a venereal virus exifting in the conftitus. 
tion; or are produced from the acrimony of particular: | 
dubftances in. certain mechanical profeflions..

Confumption likewife arifes, asa confequence of o- 
er. difeafes, viz. of cattarh, afthma, and. pneumonic 
flammation, &c. without the previous exiftence of 
bercles. 

8. When arifing from tubercles, the firft fymptoms of 
| approaching confumption are a fhort noify cough, 
hich foon becomes habitual, and little attended bod 
thing being {pit up but a frothy mucus, which feems 
proceed from the fauces. lhe breathing is fomewhat 
ipeded, and eafily hurried by the flighteft motion, a. 
nfe of fullnefs and ftriQure of the chett alfo takes place, 
id an occafional attack of obtufe dull pain is felt under. 
e fhoulder blade, in the fide or under the brealt, thie 
dy growing gradually leaner, and an indolence and 
ngour prevailing. This fate generally continues fora 
nfiderable time,. during which the perfon is more ea-

Madnets and pregnancy frequently remove, or at leaft 
ard, its termination ; and the danger is to be-chiefly:

10. In the diffeSions of confumption the feat of tubers 
cles, which is the moft frequent morbid appearance, ‘isi 
found to exift in the cellular fubftance of the lungs, imp 
the form of firm round bodies, which are formed, fim 
lar to the fwellmg of the lymphatic glands, on the cae 
ternal furface; they are of different fizes, from the 
fmalleft granule, to half an ch in diameter; and off 
ten in clufters:: They adhere, pretty clofely to the ft De 


ftance of the Jungs, and have no particu bit cOVering§ 
or capfule. In proportion to the fmallnefs of their fizg 
ts their firmnefs; and when cut into, in this ret they

At times the 
hole lungs may be faid to be difeafed, fo that not a 
fourth patt of them remains fit for the tranfmiftion of 
r: This is for the moit part the cafe; but, in fome 
ire initances, life has been protracted till not one- 
rentieth part of them appeared, on diffection, fit for 
irrying on this important fun@ion. Where the dif- 
fe, as moft frequently happens, is only partial, af- 
cing, as mentioned, but about a fourth part of the 
ngs, the upper and poiterior parts are then always 
und difeafed ; the under, and anterior, remain free, 
ough not entirely in the natural ftate. The left lobe, 
fo, it has been obferved, is much oftener affected than 
1e right one; aad this is confirmed by all the morbid 
ileétions of anatomifts. 

11. In directing the cure of confumption, the difeafe 
ay be properly divided into two fawo ftages, the inflam- 
tory and fuppurant; to determine whether the latter 
is commenced, we judge from the appearance of the 
pectoration, for where it is vifcid, pellucid, and un- 
ixed with blood, it appears to be mucus; where it is 
rk, opaque, and grofs, it is purulent. 
The jirft ftage is to be treated by {mall bleedings, re- 
ated at proper intervals, by the application of blifters 
the fides and back, which fhould be occafionally re- 
ated ; by mucilaginous and incraffating medicines, 
prevent irritation on the lungs ; and by the ufe of 
e different fpecifics, where it arifes from a fcrophu- 
1s or venereal origin, employing at the fame time a

ftrict antiphlogiftic regimen, efpecially in a vegetal 
diet, with milk, and atotal abftinence from all animak 
food. At the fame time, it is to be obferved, that 
bleeding requires limitation in this difeafe, and fhould 
be only employed where there is no evidence of tubers 
cles prefent, and where the difeafe is connefed more 
with an accidental than conftitutional fource. 

In the fecond ftage, again, where an ulceration haa 
taken place, attended with purulent expeétoration, the 
management confilts in the ufe of detergents, as the 
different balfamics, though they are doubtful, if not 
hurtful remedies, and require much caution—the myrihl 
is reckoned the beft; in endeavouring to remove the 
matter by iffues’ pin preventing the effects of its abforpg 
tion into the mafs of blood by the leaft-itimulating a 
tifeptics, as the acids of vegetables ; and by fupporting 
the ftrength by a mild nutrient diet, with moderate e: a 
ercife, efpecially riding in a carriage, or on horfebackt 
The fymptoms of cough and diarrhea, when urgent 
are to be palliated, the former by opiates and demu. 
cents, and the latter by moderate aftringents. 

12. In allconfumptive cafes, a mild climate-is to be 
chofen, which allows a freedom of perfpiration ; but ti 
chufing the climate, as the winter is the feafon to De 
fhunned, a much more fouthern one is to be preferret a‘) 
than either Lifbon, Montpelier, or Nice, which exper ;

II. Veneral Difeafe. (Lues V a 


1. THE venereal difeafe is formed by the introduc. 
nof a fpecific contagion into the fyftem, either in 
nfequence of hereditary taint, or, which is more fre- 
ent, genital contad, producing different effe@s ac. 
ding to the progrefs of its ftages. | 

22 This contagion firftt appeared in Europe in the 
iT 1493, being brought from America by the fol- 
vers of Columbus ; it raged with extreme virulence 
ong the French troops during the Neapolitan war, 
whom it was conveyed into their own country, and 
s {pread over Europe. 

» The virulence of its infe@ion was at firtt difplayed 
more dreadful effects than what now attend its pro- 
fs, in confequence of fome change in the conftitu- 
1, for its ravages ftill continue more violent when 
atted where it never prevailed before; a recent ex- 


oe 
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ample of which appeared on its introduction among thei 
natives of Otaheite. i 

4. The poifon, then, of this difeafe, is a peculiar aa 
crid matter, pafling into the mafs of fluids, by abforpe 
tion, and producing inflammation, and its confequena 
ces in the parts affected by it. 

5. Its effects depend much on the quantity of matter 
received; on the irritability of the perfon to whom it isi 
applied, and hence the infeétion is fooner received by! 
the young and fanguine than by the old and rigid 
and on the degree of ftrength in the matter itfelf ; fon 
in fome conftitutions, where a natural acrimony pree 
vails, it acquires a greater degree of virulence than im 
others. | 

6. Its appearance is generally made firft on the pari 
to which it is immediately applied ; and as this is obh 
ferved to be the genital fyftem, its progrefs requires te 
be fir! marked there, and then the different changes 1! 
induces through the other parts of the body. 

7. At firft it is to be confidered merely as a local 2 
fe&tion confined to the urethra, or extending only tf 
the neighbouring parts, and exhibiting different appeam 
ances there, which depend on the adion of the poild 
in the urethra. 


1. Clap. (Gonorrhea virulenta.) 


1. Wuen firlt depofited in the urethra, a gonorrhea 
is produced, or an inflammation of its mucous mem 
brane to a certain extent; in confequence of which, 
running of a whitifh or yellow matter takes place, § 
nerally in from 4 to 6 or 8 days after coition, thougl, 
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ften not appearing till after the diftance of fome weeks, 
nd in fome rare cafes fo early as afew hours. The 
at of this running, for the molt part, does not extend 
bove two inches from the glans of the penis; but 
there the difeafe is violent, it extends over the whole 
rethra, and next fpreads its effects to contiguous 
arts. | | 

2. This inflammation is divided properly into three 
ages, viz. its increafe, diminution, and total departure, 
y the abfence of the difcharge. 

The fymptoms of the ff {tage are a troublefome 
chinefs in the glans of the penis, with the orifice of 
he urethra a little more open than ufual, from which 
ome matter can be preft. A fwelling, fullnefs, and 
ightnefs of thefe parts next takes place, while a fenfe 
fheat, afterwards changing to acute pain, 1s felt a- 
ong the paflage of the urethra, in emiting urine. Lhe 
lifcharge, at firft thin and of a yellow green colour, 
r tinged with blood, gradually turns more vifcid, the 
yenis becomes {tiffened through its whole extent, the 
nflammation every day increafing, and painful erec- 
ions of it occurring in the night, with uneafinefs of 
he loins, tefticles, and bladder, frequently affecting the 
whole of the lower belly, and occafioning fympathetic 
wellings of the groin fimilar to bubo. This lage, where 
hhe diteafe is left to itfelf, continues generaily for two 
weeks, and during its continuance, a difcharge ailo fre- 
juently arifes from the glans penis on the outhde, 
which appears raw, red, and inflamed, conftituting what 
Ss termed the /purious gonorrhea; though this only hap- 
pens im particular cafes, is by no means conftant, and 
appears fometimes without any affection of the urethra. 


M 
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As thefe fymptoms abate, the heat of urine beco 1 
lefs. fevere; the difcharge alflumes a white appea 
ance, and no erections take place, which conftitutes 
fecond ftage. f 

In the ¢hird, no pain is felt at all, the difcharge bes 
comes of a vifcid tenacious nature, and ro y. 

But in defcribing gonorrhea, the number and exte ntt 
of its fymptoms vary in different perfons, and thus ree 
gulate both our opinion and treatment of the difeafe. 

3. Our opinion in gonorrhea, with refpect to the timé 
of its duration, is uncertain. It js derived from threee 
fources, the mildnefS of the fymptoms, that is, the: 
length to which they extend in the urethra ; the ape»

pearance of the difcharge, which is beft when white, 


vifcid, and ropy, and the ftate of conftitution or me | 
dency to a fcrophulous taint, which always occafions a, 
protracted difeafe. & 

4. The appearances of a gonorrhea in the fernalé 
are pretty much the fame as in the male, accounting 
for the difference of parts; the difeafe is jn them ali 
ways milder, in fo much fo that there is no other fy mp: 
tom, at times, but the difcharge, yet it is more diffi 
cult to cure; and-an excoriation of parts from the acré. 


mony, is in them more frequent and more confide 
able. 


5. Diffections of genorrhea have never thewn uleerat 
tion of the urethra as’ a primary effe@ of the difeafe 
The urethra, when opened, appears red, inflamed. ane 
blood-fhot, and its mucous glands enlarged and full o} 
matter within 14 inch of its extremity. Where the 
difeafe is long continued; the furface al] along, ever 
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» the bladder, is found pale and relaxed without any 
rofion. 

-- In the cure, a Geen conduct is required to be 
arfued, according to the different itates of the difeafe ; 
ut the local treatment, at the fame time, is that which 
1ould be chiefly trufted to. 

4, In the fiz, where the inflammatory fymptoms are 
rong, ‘but, at the fame time, not extending far into 
1e urethra, the antiphlogific remedies are to be ftridt- 
y employed, and their abatement produced by bleed- 
1g, if plethoric, a loofe belly, and the ufe of injections 
es fedative and aftyingent nature. 

8. Inthe /econd, where the perineum and fuperior parts 
fthe urethra are affected, known by preflure external- 
y, and even {welling of it, and the general inflammatory 
ymptoms, particularly the cordee, heat of urine, and 
tiffnefs of penis much increafed, a {till more rigorous 
mtiphlogiftic treatment is neceflary ; both general and 
opical bleeding muit be employed, sired the 
atter, and this is to be followed by the ufe of f faturnine 
oultices, and even biifters, if the inflammation does not 
eem to remit; but if matter once forms, and a fluctu- 
tion can be perceived, its.evacuation is to be haltenmied 
OQ prevent its opening ‘into the urethra. If this lait en- 
ue, the only cure confilts in the ufe of the bark, cold 


athine, and whatever ftrengthens the fyftem. The: 


ie of mercurials feems particularly indicated, and the 

1earer they are applied to the affedted part, as rubbing 

on the perineum, the better; but their fuccefs Has ge- 

nerally failed, 

9. In the third, where the inflammation is {till more ex- 

ative, affecling the proftate gland, known by pain and,

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heat of the recium, and more certainly by the intros 
dudtion of the finger into it; when the ftate of the 
gland will be felt, the chief remedy 1s copious venefece 
tion, joined with anodynes, and they are beft in thee 
form of glyfter ; emollient poultices and fomentationss 
are the moft ufeful topical applications ; but wheree 
thefe prove ineffe@ual, and the difeafe paffes into aa 
chronic ftate, or a fchirrus of the gland enfues, mer-* 
eury, cicuta, mezereon, fea-water, and other remedies, 
with various fuccefs, have been employed. his fate 
of the difeafe, or at leaft the affe@ion of the proftate,, 
is generally incurable, and is attended, more or lef, , 
with fuppreffion of urine, and forms alfo a {pecies off 
gleet, which can never be reftrained. } 
10. Befides the proflate, the bladder is alfo, atit 
times, affected by gonorrhea, and inflammation of ite 
produced. It is marked by the frequent defire to» 
make water, the turbid appearance of the urine, and 
the pain of the organ itfelf. Its treatment confifts in} 
arigorous antiphlogific plan, viz. copious bleeding; 
much dilution, emollient injections, the ufe of mildYaxey 
atives, &c. A 
When paffing into a chronic ftate, it is attended® 
with various uneafy fenfations, which are belt removed | 
by opiates and aftringents, particularly of the latter, ag 
the bark, alum, and uva urfa. 
11. The diet, in gonorrhea, fhould be regulated ac 
cording to the ftate of the inflammatory fymptoms. 
12. Befides this general treatment of gonorrhea, two 
fymptoms are frequent in its progrefs, which require 
a minute confideration. 'Thefe are cordee and hemor= 


pt rhage. + 
The frf confifts in a fpafmodic contraéion of the 


od 
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mufcles of the penis, which renders it (iff, painful, 
and incurvated. It is moft frequent in the night-time, 
and the only certain relief is obtained from it by the 
ternal ufe of opium, fometimes by topical bleeding. 
Hemorrhage from the urethra fometimes takes place 
ro an alarming degree in gonorrhwa. It is chiefly to 
be removed by reft, cold, and aitringents, as dipping 
the penis in a folution of fugar of lead, injecting the 
fame into the urethra ; the internal exhibition of gum 
kino. But, if thefe fail, it is to be accomplifhed by 
mechanical means, as introducing a large bougie, or 
hollow catheter, or forming a preffure externally. 
In both fexes a difeharge takes place from the 
genital parts without any {pecific infection, which is 
known under the name of the /purious or fimple gonor- 
rhea; and in the female by that of whites or leucorrhede 
The confideration of thefe complaints becomes here 
neceflary to diftinguifh them from the former difeafe. 


1. Spurious Gonorrhea. 

1. This affection is chiefly diitinguifhed by the rapi- 
Gity of its inflammation, and its more {peedy termina- 
tion, by its appearing almott immediately after coition, 
where comneétion has taken place, though it often ap- 
pears without any connection whatever. 

2. The cauies enumerated as producing it are fluor 
albus in the female, irritation from itone im the biad- 
der, itri@ure of the urethra, much connection with ipi- 
ceries, gout, rheumatifm, in which lait cafe it 1s apt 
to appear whenever expofed to much wet or cold. 

3. Where doubtfal, as it is geaerally of thort cone 
tinuance, afew days ihould be allowed to pais before

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forming an opinion; and much alfo muft depend o 


the account of the patient himfelf, and his connections, : 
to afcertain it. | a) 
4. The cure here confifts entirely in the ufe of 
aftringent inje@ions; and if the conftitution betray 
marks of general weaknefs, tonics and cold bathing 
may be had recourle to, and they will have more ete 
here than in real gonorrhea. | 


2. Whites. (Leucorrhea.) t ; 

1. This difeafe is more frequent in the female than 

the former in the male, which renders the certainty || 

of infe@tion with them fo doubtful; as without other 

appearances, we are left to depend for a knowledge of 
it entirely on their own report. 

2. Leucorrhea is of two kinds ; the conflitutional and /o= 


cal; and this variety depends on the different parts 
from which the difcharge proceeds. | 


Con/ftitutional. 


3. The difcharge here proceeds from the uterine vef- | 
fels, and is frequently connected with Jlooding or menorr= 
Aagia, appearing in the intervals of that difeafe. it js not) 
fo alarming as flooding, nor fo rapidly hurtful to the con- 
flitution. The quantity of the difcharge is various at 
different times, being at firft mild, and growing gra- 
dually more acrid by its continuance; and its effets 
are entirely to be judged of by the fymptoms it proe 
duces. 

4. The fymptoms it_ produces are palenefs, diftens 
fion of ftomach, as {queamifhnefs, inflation, and fome- 
times vomiting, pain of the back and loins, inflamma- 
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; i 
tion of the paflage, attended with uneafinels and heat 
of urine. wee 

5. The caufe of this difeafe is either general weak- 
1efs, or elfe particular laxity of the uterine veffels, and 
he latter brought on by various circumfances, as par- 
‘urition, frequent venery, the ufe of ftoves, &c. Hence 
he frequency of this difeafe in Holland, where no wo- 
man is almoft. without it. . 

6. Our opinion here depends on the nature of the 
savfe from which it proceeds. If long continued, if 
ecomes habitual, and often remains for life, and its 
sonftant attendant, in that cafe, is fterility. If accom- 
panied alfo by an organic affection of the uterus, which 
often takes place in its progrefs, itis generally incur- 
ible. 

7- Diilections here thew the internal furface of the 
iterus pale, flabby, and relaxed. Where organic af- 
‘ections take place, their appearances were examined 
mder the head of menorrhagia. . 

§. ‘he treatment of this f{pecies of leucorrhea 
much the fame with that direéed in Jlooding, to the 
ure of that difeafe we fhall therefore refer; only to- 
ical remedies, or injections, have here moft effect ; 
ind, in the choice of them, they ought to be fuch as: 
re leaft liable to ftain the linen of the patient, and 
yecafion the detection of the difeafe by the other icy, 
is {trong infufions of green tea, folutions of alum, &e. 

~ Itis on this account that the general remedies. though 
efs powerful, are commonly preferred by the patient. 
rritations alfo of contiguous parts, by the ufe of the 
aliams, turpentines, and cantharides, acting as di. 
iretics, are often fuccefsful here.

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Before leaving this fubjeét, it is to be remarked,, 
that, in confequence of the acrimony of the difcharge: 
in /eucorrbea, producing irritation of the parts, a pecu-- 
liar difeafe arifes, at times, known under the name of ° 
the furor uéerinus. 


Furor Uterinus. 

1. This defire of venery has been known often to. 
break through every reftraint of modelty or duty ; but 
it is almoft always confined to a warm climate, and if— 
ever appearing in this country, is reftrained from fhew- 
ing itlelf by the modelty of the fex. . 

2. Its cure depends on a ftrict antiphlogiftic treats 
ment, and particularly the application of fedative ine 
jections, fuch as are ufed in gonorrhaa, to take off the 
irritation of the parts. 


Local. | 

1. The fecond fpecies of Whites is that which moft 
nearly refembles the venerea/ gonorrhea, and proceeds | 
from the fame fource, or the glands of the vagina | 
though we have here, even lefs than in the former {pe- | 
cies, any means of diftinétion, and muft entirely b 
guided by the report of the female. 
2. The cure is made by the ufe of aftringent injec- 
tions, as directed for the male, but they mult be here 
ftronger, from the lefs fenfibility of the parts. 


Confequences of Clap. (Gonorrhea Virulenta.} 


1. Swelled Tefticle. (Hernia Humoralis.) 
1. In the firit ftlage of gonorrhea, when inflammatory 
fymptoms run high, and are extenfive, and the ufe of © 


ee 
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ftrong cathartics has been, perhaps, imprudently had 
recourfe to, in confequence of fympathy with the af- 
fected part, a fwelling and inflammation of fometimes 
one, fometimes both, tefticles takes place. 

2. Its firft fymptoms are, a lancelating pain in it, 
with a ftiffnefs of the fpermatic cord, while, in its en- 
largement, it gradually increafes to a confiderable fize, 
attended with acute fever, and particular uneafinefs 
over the thighs and abdomen, and its termination is 
generally by refolution when the running returns. 

3. Its prognofis is favourable when the laft circume 
{tance takes place, but it is dangerous when the pain 
departs without a termination of the {welling ; even in 
its moft favourable circumftances, hardnefs of the epi- 
dydimis is apt to remain. 

4. Its cure depends on the general remedies for al- 
laying inflammation, as general and topical bleeding, 
the ufe of mild purgatives, cataplafms to the part with 
fugar of lead, the fleams of warm vinegar received on 
it, and a fufpenfory to fupport it; while a {pare diet, 
reft, and a horizontal polture are enjoined, and occa- 
fionally, where much pain, the ufe of opiates, both in- 
ternally and topically. 

5. If a hardnefs fhould afterwards remain, meze- 
reon, mercurial unction, the application of cicuta poul- 
tices, and its ufe internally with decodtion of liquorice 
are of fervice. If a fwelling without hardnefs, vomits 
and blifters have been here recommended, as alfo feae 
pathing and the bark. 


Wajfiing of Tefticles. 
Wastinc oF TEsticue is a frequent confequence of 


q 
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hernia humoralis, but itis more frequently a {pontaneouss 
decay in fuch patients as have been early addi@ed too 
onanifm. Such perfons poffefs a delicate relaxed habit,, 
with a wan fallow complexion. Itis moft frequent after> 
the goth year ;. it begins at firft in one, which gradually 
leflens in fize, without any pain or fymptom that givess 
intimation, and proceeds till nothing is left but a thin 
membranous fubftance in its place. On its decay, the: 
fecond begins, and undergoes the fame procefs, with-- 
out any dimunition of the venereal powers in the pas= 
tient. ; 

No cure has yet been difcovered for this peculiar af 
fection ; a blifter has been found, in one inftance, toy 
fufpend its progrefs. 


2. Gileet. (Gonorrhea Benigna.) 

1. In confequence of the repeated attacks of a gol: 
norrheea, and confequent debility of the part, or from 
improper treatment, a fimple relaxation of its mucou 
glands is produced, or elfe a ftri@ure and callofity, fro a 
which a conftant difcharge takes place, named a glect. | 
2. It is to be diftinguifhed from a feminal flux, by { 
the patient feeling fore at a particular place of the usp 


rethra, and by the evacuation of the femen only occurs 
ring at certain intervals. Though our opinion is more} 
favourable in recent than old cafes, yet this difeafe res 
mains ftill one of the opprobria of our art, and oftet 
continues, at intervals, for life. : 

3. Its cure is to be attempted by the ufe of aftrine» 
gents, particularly injections, which may be ufed fix oF 
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ture of cantharides, verdigris, &c. though thefe are to 
be feldomer employed; by direéting the difcharge elfe- 
where, by the formation of an iffue at or near the peri- 
yeum ; and by different _reftorative means during the 
Ocal applications, as tonics, viz. chalybeates, cold bath- 
ng, and efpecially a reftorative diet, and reftraint from 
venery, debauches, exceflive motion, &c. Where fcro- 
shtila is fufpected, bark and hemlock have been here 
ecommended. 4 

But in preference to thefe, where the difcharge arifes 
rom the higher parts of the urethra, or from callofity 
w firi@ure, the bougie will fucceed, or fometimes the 
pplication of blifters to the perineum; and in all 
afes where the local means are uled, they have been 
enerally affitted by balfams internally, viz. capivi, Cas 
ada, and even the tiné@ture of cantharides. In every 
afe where the difeafe is obftinate, and ftri@ure fulpects 
d, arifing as a confequence of gonorrhea in ferophu- 
sus habits, the introduGion of a bougie will afcertain 
» and is the chief mode of cure; or elfe the applica- 
on of cauttic according to the method recommended 
y Mr Hunter. ies ak as 

In ufing the bougies here, their fize thould be as 


ge as the parts can bear, and they fhould be alfo 
me continued. 


3. Seminal Weaknefs. (Tabes Dorfalis.) 
1..A frequent confequence of gonorrhea, when afteQing 
i¢ higher parts of the urethra, and efpecially when 
ere have been frequent returns of it, in confequence 
“Inducing a {tate of irritability, is Seminal weaknefs, or 
1 voluntary difcharge of the feminal fluid. 
2. This difeate is ot two {pecies ; the f/f takes place 
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in fuch patients on the flighteft irritation, as heaw 
wine, exercife, or the mere effort of going to {ftool, ann 
is attended with fome degree of fpafm in the emiffiom 

3. The latter oozes away infenfibly, at all times, in thh 
form of a mucous-like difcharge, thinner than naturaz 
like involuntary ftools, or urine, and no regular emii 
fion can ever be induced. 

4. The former yields to antifpafmodics at times, buu 
more readily to a regular ufe of venery than any othee 
expedient, and marriage is, in fuch cafes, recommencé 
ed. 

5. The latter is generally incurable, though tonics, aa 
the bark, fteel, the balfams and cold bathing, have beer 
often employed; hemlock has fometimes been of fer 
vice, and ftill more the henbane. But, as palliative: 
can only be depended on, the chief point here is a nout 
rifhing diet, the removal of coftivenefs, and to theft 
may be joined fea bathing. 

This difeafe, however, is oftener the effect of onanm 
ifm than arifing from a venereal caufe. 4

4. Obftrudion of Urine. 


1. OssTUCTION OF URINE is one of the moft formidd 
able confequences of gonorrhea. It is produced from 
feveral organic changes of the paflage, and thefe are,, 

if, Tumors, as the fwelling of the proftate ana 
other glands high up in the urethra. 

2d, Spafmodic conftri&ion of the paffage, whick 
is known by its fuddenly taking place without any pre: 
vious appearance of interruption, and its being as fude 
denly removed. 

3¢, Caruncles or excrefcences in the wrethray 
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which are always fituated towards its statis and 
never any length within it. 

- 4th, Real ftriture, confikting ina fwelling of the 

fpongy body of the urethra for the fpace of an inch ‘at 
one part, or its contra@tion in a point, as if tied with a 
cord, not exceeding 4 ofan inch. The bend of the ureth- 
ra is the moft frequent feat of fuch changes, and its 
continuance produces often feveral of the fame kind, 
occafioning diftorfion of the canal, &c. This caufe 
is only to be known by the introduction of the bougie, 
which fhould always take place in every cafe of obfti- 
nate gleet. 
_ 2. The treatment of the Sift, or the /welled proflate, has 
been: already confidered: that of the /econd, or //j ipafm of 
ihe paffuge, depends on different warm emollient appli- 
cations, as fomenting with camomile, rubbing the pe- 
nis with camphorated oil, or anodyne balfam, or ether 
and laudanum ; opium alfo internally is highly ufeful 
here ; bleeding has removed it when other remedies 
have failed, as alfo blifters to the perineum; ele@ri- 
city has, at times, effe&ed a cure, and alfo the paffing 
a bougie where the contraction, weeny much violence, 
will allow it. | 


. The two laft come again to be removed by the 

botgie, and the rules for ufing it are thefe: Having 
chofen at: firft a bougie, rather fmall, let the patient 
be placed in a ftanding pofture, or laid on his back, 
when the furgeon introduces it; Rretching the urethra fo 
as to let it more readily pafs. When meeting with re. 
fiftance from the ftriature, he fhould endeavour to pufh 
it on flowly and gradually, without having occafion 
for a fecond introduction, by twirling it betwixt the 
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finger and thumb without ufing force ; unlefs blood ap-\ 
pear when the irritation from itis too great, it mult 
then be withdrawn; nor fhould it be again introduced] 
for fome days till the injury of the urethra is healed. 

3- When the bougie is once paft, it fhould be bent att 
the end, and a cotton thread tied round it, and fixed tothe: 
glans to prevent its flipping into the bladder. Its cons 
tinuance fhould at firft be no longer than half an hour,, 
or till fuch time as pain is excited, and gradually in-- 
creafed as the parts can bear it. During its ufe, the: 
patient fhould be ftrialy confined to one pofture, and! 
for the paflage of urine, it fhould be withdrawn when 
neceflary. The gradual increafe of the fize of the: 
bougie is a neceflary circumftance for the cure of the: 
difeafe. It fhould never be paft into the bladder, eXe 
cept at firft to afcertain the extent of the difeafe, which | 
is always anterior to the neck; nor fhould it be laid! 
afide till'a confiderable time after the difappearance of 7 
the ftricture, and the time fhould be the longer ace 
cording to the obftinacy of the caufe; and it fhoul 4 
be again returned to on the leaft appearance of obftruc 
tion. A failure in pafling the bougie at firh fhould ; 
not deter from perfevering. It fhould, in that cafe, be 
bent in introducing it, in order to afcertain if any dift 
torfion of the canal prevents its. paffing before arrive 
ing at the ftricture. But if, after fruitlefs attempts, 
no impreflion can be made by the bougie, Mr Hunter’ 
applicatien of cauftic may be tried as the laft chanc 
of relief. 

4. Where the difeafe is not removed by thefe mes 
thods, but left_to itfelf, from the diftenfion of the pas 
fage betwixt the bladder and ftricture, by every evd- 
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cl ation its linmg membrane becomes gradually weak- 
ened, and at laft gives way, and the urine gradually 
inducing {welling and ulceration, it breaks out, by fit- 
tulous openings, through the perineum or fcrotum. 
In this fate, the dueafe becomes an object of furgery. 


5. Morbid Feelings of Parts. 

x. Arrer the difappearance of gonorrhea, various 
morbid feelings oftea continue in the parts affected, 
and even extend to more diftant parts of the fyftem. 
Thefe are pain of loins, uneafinefs in the bladder and 
urethra, twil ting of tefticles, and often a general fenfe 
of wearinels affeCting thefe parts without pain. They 
frequently rife to a degree of what may be termed pally 
in the bladder and urethra, and affedt alfo the rectum 
with a feeling as if from piles. 

2. Thefe fenfations equally occur in both fexes, and 
in different degrees in different individuals. They are 
the fource of much diftrefs to the patient, without any 
danger attending them. 

3. The cure mult proceed on diminifhing irritabili- 
ty, though it is not always fuccefsful. Opiates, botl: 
general and topical, have been the principal remedy ; 
bliflers to the perineum, and bleeding from it, have 
alfo given relief at times ; cicuta, henbane, and elec-. 
tricity, have been alfo ufed with various effe&t ; as alfo 
the warm bath, bark, cold bathing, both general and 
applied to the parts; frequently a Face paft into the 
bladder has removed all the fymptoms.

Ut often proceeds fo far as to induce 
fuppuration, and we dete& the difference betwixt it 
and the venereal Ludo only by the abfence of chancre, and 
by the pain and other fymptoms attending the latter 
or the venereal, being more circumfcribed, and by the | 
progre{s of the /ympathetic budo being alfo more rapid. 
2. Its treatment confifts in the common antiphlo.”

9. L£xcoriations. 
1. Excoriations of the glans and penis are anothe 
confequence of gonorrhea. They often appear without © 
it; and we judge of their not being infectious by their | 
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extent and the rapidity with which they {pread ; for, 
if partial, or in one point, and not tending to increafe, 
they arife then from Jues and not gonorrhea. 

2. Their treatment ‘confifts in the ufe of afringent 
wathes, employed often; as folutions of lead, the lime- 
water, diluted brandy, infufion of red rofe nares &e. 
or diluted wine and fugar. 

3. Where there is much inflammation and {welling, 
leeches may be applied, and fufpending the penis to 
the abdomen is a neceflary part of the treatment. 

4. Similar excoriations of the parts occur in women, 
and are to be removed by the fame means. 


10. Phymofis and Paraphymojis. 
~y. Cuancres and gonorrhea equally induce, at times, 
a contraction and thickening of the prepuce, which, 
when pulled over the glans, is termed phymofis; when 
retracted behind it, paraphymo/is. 

2. The treatment of thefe affections, where fight, 
depends on the ufe of emollient wafhes, as dipping the 
part often in warm milk and water, avoiding motion, 
and fufpending the penis; but where much inflamma- 
tion, venefection may be neceflary. No violence fhould 
be ufed to the parts in drawing them back or forward, 
tho’ the remains of this difeafe often continue for life. 1f 
tmauch inflammation, and, if neceflary to remove ftricture, 
the divifion of the prepuce becomes then unavoidable. 


: | 11. Warts. 

1, Warts are a frequent affection of the glans and 
prepuce, from previous gonorrhea or chancres. They 
appear after the termination of the difcharge in the fore .

2. Chaneres. (Ulcera primaria.) 


3. Wuen the venereal poifon corrodes the fkin exe 
ternally, it produces a fmall boil or pimple, terminat- 
mg in an ulcer, termed chancre, which is diftinguifhed | 
by want of difpofition to heal, a thickened bafe, andi 
¢ircumfcribed inflammation. ig | . 

z. The period at which this appears, after infections, , 
is various, commonly in three or four days, though of | 
ten known in 24 hours, and at other times not till fixe 
or feven weeks. It is preceded by an itchinefs, or 
fenfe of titillation over the glans. The feat is mot 
commonly the glans penis and preputium, though even 
ry part of the genitals may. be occafionally fo.. A 

3- The appearance of chancres varies much in differs 
ent con(litutions, and wherever they fhew early a res 
markable tendency to fpread and increafe in foulnefs ; 
under medicines, they are always alarming. — . 


- 


4, Chancre is bef remoyed by the application of cau» 
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tic to deftroy the virus, being merely local ; or if re- 
cent, even wafhing frequently with fpirit of wine, rum, 
Hungary water, or fpirit of lavender; if more exten- 
ive, however, mercurial ointments are moft effectual, 
is with red preciptate, calomel, &c.; or, if indolent, 
with verdigris. The ufe of mercurials, internally, 
0 prevent abforption, is always neceflary, alfo a pro- 
per attention to cleanlinefs ; and the mercurials fhould 
ye continued internally till eight or ten days after the 
cure of chancre. 

5. Chancres in women poffefs the fame appearance as. 
thofe in men; and, from the difference of parts, or 
more extended furface for the application of the poi- 
fon, they are generally in them more numerous. They 
require alfo to be treated more largely by internal me-, 
dicines, from the parts not fo readily admitting the 
application of dreflings. Itis for this reafon unction, 
fo as to pafs through the difeafed part, is a mode pres. 
ferred for the cure of chuncres in them. 

V6. A peculiar {fpecies of chancre in women, which: 
may be termed an internal one, is noticed by fome 
authors, and proceeds from the application. of the poi- 
fon.to the mouth of the womb, where the penis, in 
coition, extends that length. It is not often met with ; 
but, where occurring, its fymptoms are, a fenfe- of 
Sreat heat and: darting pungent pains about the womb ;. 
but thefe are not always. accompanied with. a puriform. 
difcharge, nor is the fluor albus (or Whites) neceffarily. 
increafed by this affection, Though no external fymp- 
toms appear, the patients. communicate the infection, 
which gives the moft certain evidence of the difeafe s 
aad with this may be joined a fenfe of acute pain that 
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they feel at the upper part of the vagina, (or Paflages 
e/pecially in coition, and not unfrequently attendee 
with a fanguineous difcharge.. On examination, iti 
this ftate, the womb feels enlarged gives a fenfe on 
preternatural heat, and fuffers pain from the flightef! 
preffure, while {mall ulcers may be felt about the oo 
_utert, (or mouth) The difeafe continues long in thi 
ftate, without difplaying any more general venereal 
fymptoms ; but the patient’s health gradually declines 
and the fometimes becomes heétical. 
7- [tis cured by the internal ufe of mercury, as dis 
rected in /ues. 
Confequences of Chancre in the Part. | 
Frequently the cure of Chancre is prevented by thee 
fore affuming a fcrophulous or erifepelatous difpofi-i 
tion under the ufe of mercury, and fpreading deep ins 
to the urethra, and threatening mortification. In thiss 
cafe, inftead of mercury, the application of lime-waep 
ter, folution of blue vitriol, traumatic balfam, tinctures 
of myrrh, ardent {pirits, kc. may be tried externally 


3. Bubo. 


1. Wuen the venereal virus is abforbed from chaneréy. 
and carried, by the lympathics, to the inguinal or 0+ - 
ther glands, in confequence of the inflammation it ex = 
cites there, a dubo is formed, or a pain is firft felt in 1 
the groin, with fome degree of hardnefs and fwelling, 
not larger than a kidney bean, which increafing, oes 
cafions a rednefs of the fkin, with difficulty in walking, , 
while the part rifes into a tumor, poilefling in it a throbe »

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ing and pulfation; in the courfe of a week or ten 

ays, becoming often larger than anegg. Its general 
rmination is either by refolution or fuppuration, more 
wely by fchirrus; and this abforption, occafioning dz- 
, generally takes place in the firft or inflammatory 
ate of chancre, that is, in eight or ten days. 

2. Our opinion is here generally favourable, while 
1 inflammation continues, and fhews the real vene-’ 
sal difpofition, or ftrong tendency to fuppuration ; 
ut, in particular cafes, it acquires an indolence after 
oming to a certain length, arilfing from a fcrophulous 
“int. It is fometimes alfo combined with erifipelas. 
n thefe cafes, if degenerating into {chirrus, it may 
yminate in cancer. 

3. Inthe firft days of the difeafe, before acquiring 
1uch fize, refolution of the real venereal bubo may be 
ffected by topical bleeding, a fpare diet, the ufe of 
urgatives, but, above all, the topical application of 
nercury rubbed in upon the thigh, fo as to pads 
irough the affected glands. Opiates are alfo neceflary 
) leffen irritation during this courfe. 

But when a tendency to fuppuration has once taken 
lace, it is to be promoted by a full diet and maturat- 
1g applications, along with the continuance of the 
lercury, as above. When matter is once formed, it 
1ay be opened by a lancet, or cauftic, and the ulcer 
rought to a proper digeftion by the internal ufe of 
nercury. 


Ghani: of Bubo in the Part. 
_A frequent confequence of dubo is the fore not heal- 
ag, but acquiring a {crophulous or erifepelatous dif- 
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pofition. tr this ftate, the matter becomes highly; 

crid; the fore fpreads from the body of the glands | 

the cellular fubftance, inflaming the fkin and contigs 
ous parts, and afluming a foul fpungy appearano 
with callous edges, while it gives much pain. Ass 
heals in one part, another breaks out, and, proceedii 
in this manner, the whole under part of the abdoms 
and thigh come to be laid bare. In thefe cafes, opim 
internally, and cauftic applied to the fores, has bee 
mott fuccefsful ; as alfo dreffing with calomel, vere: 
gris, red precipitate; cicuta alfo, internally appliee 
and externally at the fame time in the form of cat 
plafm, has effe@ed a cure; falt water has been hee 
recommended, as alfo fumigation with cinnabar ; cout 
try air, and change of diet, has alfo been effedtual. 


4. Conflitutional Difeafe. (Lues.) 

1. Wuen the venereal poifon is conveyed from a bs 
bo to the next glands, and fo paffes on to the thorace 
duc, or is otherwife mixed with the mafs of blood, a 
ten without the intervention of bub0, a complete Jues | 
foon produced, difplaying itfelf by ulcers in the throat 
mouth, and nofe. 

In the firft, they are of a conigal fhape, often of con 
fiderable depth, and attack generally the amy gdali! 
‘firft without much pain, unlefs when erifipelas of th’ 
contiguous parts attends, and they produce hoarfeom 
feetor of breath, &c. 

Thofe of the nofe generally affet its internal parts 
or fome part of the off /pongiofa ; and if the under par 
of the nofe, it fhews a white flough, or a firm brown 
cruft. | 

{n the mouth, every part is occafionally the feat o: 
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nereal ulcers, but they are moft frequent in the pa- 
re and tongue. A deep copper coloured {pot fome- 
aere between the uvula and middle of the palate is 
e firft appearance, which at laft becomes ulcerated, 
d advances with great rapidity both in breadth and 
pth, and is generally fingle, while thofe from mer- 
ry, which they here refemble, are numerous. 

The fkin is next defaced by fpots of a reddifh, 
ownifh, or copper colour, and fecabby blotches 
pear about the roots of the hair and temples. 
1efe {pots foon change to ulcerations, and they are 
oft numerous on the breaft and fhoulders, from 
ence extending over the other parts of the body, 
uich caft off deep, and have their fides and bottom 
adirty brown appearance, with a fetid acrid dif: 
arge often of a green colour ; and this flate is not to 
changed by any external applications alone. 

After which attacking the bones, fharp pains are 
tt in the night-time, efpecially in the tibia and fhoul- 
rs, which depart as the morning approaches. 

In the progrefs of the difeafe, the different glands 
come indurated and {chirrous, and the bones rotten 
d carious, and {hoot out a foft fungous flefh, which 
lily bleeds, and foon returns on being deftroyed. 

2. Our opinion here is more favotirable in recent 
an in old cafes, and in adults than in old perfons and 
ildren, and where the habit is otherwife found, and 
t impaired by other difeafes. We judge alfo much 
om the capacity the conftitution poffeffes of bear- 
g the action of mercury in {uch inveterate cafes. 

3- DiffeGions of dues difcover various forms of caries | 
feting the bones, and induration of feveral of the 
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glands. The principal caries is found to affect 

bones of the cranium, communicating often ulceratt 
to the brain itfelf, and this organ has been found, 
times, reduced almoft to a fluid flate. Exoftofess 
feveral of the hardeft bones are alfo confpicuous ; 

lymphatic glands, in different parts, much enlargg 
and {chirrus of feveral of the organs, particularly 
liver and lungs; even the heart itfelf full of tuberer 

4. In the cure, mercury alone-is to be depended! 
and it may be exhibited fo as either to raife a falii 
tion, or without it. 

In the frf cafe, before anlar it, if the perfon: 
plethoric, bleeding fhould be performed, and the ufé 
thin diluents and the warm bath enjoined, the body bee 
covered with flannel; after which the mercury is tac 
flowly thrown in, and chiefly by unétion on the join 
in the quantity of a dram of the common blue ointma 
daily at a time, which will require the fpace of halff 
hour’s rubbing before it difappear. During the cc 
tinuance of the fpitting, the pulfe fhould never exce 
100 in a minute, nor the quantity of falivary difchay: 
fix pounds in 24 hours. ~ Its flux fhould be permity 
day and night,. and a moderate diet and diluents pl! 
tifully fupplied. When it is to be ftopt, the diet mm 
be amended, a purge or two exhibited, and a retu 
to the free air gradually made; after which, the cow 
try and exercife will recover the health. 

But where, again, falivation is wifhed to be avo 
ed, the mercury mutt be direfed fo as to pafs off | 
-one or other of the excretions, efpecially by the kk 
_neys or fkin; and for the latter purpofe, inftead of um 
tion, the remedy may be given internally ina dofe: 
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WO or three of the blue pills every day, which will 
sroduce the fame effec; and, if affecting the bowels, 
may be reftrained by an opiate, or, in place of the 
glue pill, by the calcined mercury, in a grain dofe 
laily, with the fame quantity of opium; or the cor: 
ofive pills in 4 grain four times a-day; or the fo- 
ution of corrofive may be ufed, joined with a de- 
-oction of the woods of guiac and farfaparilla. The 
ame precautions are here tobe obferved as in the cafe 
of falivation, by attention to the diet and fituation ; 
put the courfe mutt be perfifted in, even after the de- 
parture of the fymptoms, for a month, as there is ha- 
zard of its failing in this way to complete a cure. | 

+ In fuch a courfe, as the firft by falivation, from 
four to five weeks in flight cafes, to eight or ten in 
more confirmed, or even longer, there will be confum- 
ed of ointment from three ounces to eight or ten. 

5. But betwixt thefe two methods, of the falivating 
and alterative courfes, a medium is now obferved; an 
alterative courfe is found generally infufficient to fe- 
cure againft the return of the difeafe, anda falivation 
1gain, too fevere on the conflitution of the patient.

Three varieties of the venereal difeafe are often mee 
with in pradtice. : 
if, The firf as it occurs in infants.

Venereal difeafe of Infancy. (Lues Infanium.) 


1, THe venereal difeafe, in infants, is peculiar in its: 
fymptoms. It appears at birth, but more commonly; 
foon after, in the form of an erifipelatous efforefcencee 
over the whole body. The cuticle is in part, or alto» 
gether, deftroyed, and the fkin is tender and affords! 
matter. The nails fometimes do not form, and theres 
is, as it were, an imperfect evolution. The difeafe: 
fometimes does not appear till the roth, 12th, or rathh 
day, and then the eruption is chiefly confined to thes 
parts about the anus, viz. on the nates, and about ot 
pudendum. In thefe places, irregular blotches arifey 
of a light red colour, and fomewhat elevated; a thing 
acrid ferum fometimes oozes from them. In oth : 
parts, the difeafe appears like a crufty eruption, which, ; 
in fome places, continues dry, and falls off in {cales 5 
while. in others, there prevails an exudation from it ft 
acrid matter. i . 

2. ‘This difeafe is occafionally derived from both fae - 
ther and mother, although no fymptoms can be traced | 
to mark its exiftence in either. Wherever children are > 
born in the ftate defcribed, or feveral dead births + 
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ucceftively follow, it depends, for the moft part, on this 
aufe; the removal of which can only be effected by a 
aercurial courfe, on which both parties Id be put. 

3. As the lues of infancy, when infe@limg, conveys a 
eculiar virulence of difeafe, the mother alone, if pof- 
ble, fhould continue to nurfe, and be put on the ufe 
f mercury. 

4. In the cure of the child, calomel and corrofive 
ublimate are the two preparations employed, particu- 
arly the calomel. It may be given in a 4 of a grain 
or a dofe, and repeated twice a-day. A courfe of this 
ind, fora month or five weeks, will remove the dif- 
afe; but fhould be continued fomewhat longer to en- 
ure the cure. 


2. Sibbens. 

1. Siszens is a fpecies of the venereal difeafe, -con- 
fined to one. part of this country; and firft obferved 
tbout 60 years ago, being fuppofed, from the place in 
which it appeared, to have fome connection with the 
tch. I: firft appears in the form of a fore throat, the 
tonfils and uvula difcovering fuperficial ulcerations, 
and the mouth and infide ofthe cheeks and lips being 
more or lefs covered with an aphthous eruption of 
white {pecks. Sometimes a hoarfeneis attends this ftate 
of the parts, and excrefcences arife from them fimilar: 
to the {prouting of a rafp berry, from which the name 
of fitbens is derived. 

2. rom the furface of the mouth and throat, it 
next difcovers itfelf on the fkin, under the appearance 
of fmall puftules, which break and leave a dry livid 
hordered cruft ; beneath which, ulcers form, generally; 
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of {mall fize, and fimilar, for the mot part, to chancre, 
{preading more in depth than in breadth. | 

3. Initead of ulcers, fometimes colle@ions of matte rir 
in the form cf boils or critica] abfceffes, appear in dif. 
ferent parts, which degenerate into ulcers of a fuper i. 
cial kind, difcharging a thin acrid fecretion. Thef

3. Yaws. (Frambefia.) 


“1. Tuoucu this difeafe belongs properly to the acute 
ruptions, and affeés a perfon but once in life, yet 
s many have confidered it as a fpecies of ues, we 
ave placed it here. It is indigenous in Africa, and 
nly imported into the Weft Indies by the intercourfe 
f flaves. 

2. Its firft fymptoms are the appearance of little 
90ts on the cuticle, level or fmooth with the fkin, at 
rft no larger than the point of a pin, which increafe 
aily, and become protuberant like pimples. On the 
<in being abraded, there is found beneath them, ‘in- 
ead of matter a white flough, which feparates, and 
ifcovers, growing from the cutis, a red fubftance of 
ifferent fizes; but always preferving, in its form, the 
ppearance of a rafp-berry. 

3. Though the fkin, in general, is the feat of yaws, 
et certain parts of it we find oftener affeted than 
thers. ‘Uhefe are the groins, pudenda, arm-pits, and 
ace. ‘There they always appear largeft, and their 
umber is commonly proportioned to their fize, being 
? 0 3 


de 
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feweft where they are large, and very numerous wheree 
they are fmall. The eruption is fometimes attendedd 
with fever where numerous, but for the molt part not. | 

4. This difeafe attacks but once, and all the negroess 
who have had it in Africa, never have a fecond return. 
Children, and the more early period of manhood, 1ss 
molt fufceptible of its attacks. The colour of the hairr 
on the parts affefed becomes entirely white. 

5. The contagion of this difeafe is even more fubtilee 
than the fildens. Hence it is one of the moft frequent dif 
eafes of the Weft Indies. It is more commonly receiv. 
ed by fimple contaét in the common intercourfe of lifes: 
than by coition, and even barely touching the infecede 
perfon is fufficient to communicate it; fo that as foom 
asa negro fhews any fymptoms of this difeafe, he 19 
fecluded from the reft, and fhut up in a particular part 
of the plantation, where, left to the ufe of vega 
he frequently gets well without any afiftance. 

6. Our opinion in this difeafe is much dire&ed by 
the mode of treatment; for, of itfelf, it is rarely dam 
gerous, and for long the health is little impaired by 
But the confequences of the difeafe, efpecially from im) 
proper treatment, are always to be dreaded; and the 
ulcerations where numerous, are apt to debilitate the 
fyftem in a high degree, and even prove fatal. 

7. Like thie fraall pox, and other acute eruptive 4 
eafes, the yaws poflefs a certain courfe, though the 
act period of this has not been afcertained by prac 
titioners, but extends from one month to two OW 
three, according to the ftate of conftitution ; and, it! 
conduéting the cure, the treatment confifts in obferv” 
ing a ftrid antiphlogiftic courfe during the firft Rage) 
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yr till the exficcation of the fungous excrefcence begin. 
[he only medicine employed being the ufe of fome 
nild diaphoretic, as the contrayerva, China, farfa, faf- 
afras, guiac, ufed in decoction, or tincture, to preferve 
he relaxation of the fkin. Thus, it is cured by the 
1egroes by the ufe of certain herbs having the fame 
liaphoretic effect. 

In the fecond ftage, when the exficcation appears, this 
may be aflifted by the cold bathing of the part, touch- 
ng it with fome mild efcharotic, fo as to haflen the fepa- 
ration ; and when the latter takes place, the fkin below 
will be found clear and fmooth ; fometimes, however, 
ne larger yaw, termed the maffer yaw, is fomewhat 
rroublefome, and requires repeated applications ; after 
which, it degenerates into a common ulcer, but this is. 
eaftly healed by common applications, as in other cafes: 
of ulcer. 

8. This is the treatment of the difeafe in its mildeft 
form; but where the procefs of nature is interrupted 
in this exficcation, inftead of the fkin being fmooth be- 
low, a new growth of fungus takes place, and ulcera- 
tions attending, fpread fo as to affect even the conti- 
guous bones with an appearance fimilar to that of the 
fpina ventofa. By thefe ulcerations, the conftitution be- 
comes impaired, and the difeafe often proves fatal. In 
thefe circumftances, a different treatment is neceflarily 
required. 

g. This confifts in the ufe of mercury. It requires, 
however, here a great deal of limitation, and fhould 
be exhibited in {malt dofes pretty long continued, in the 
manner of an alterative courfe. This may be fuc- 
ceeded by the farfa or guiac decottion, fo as to enfure: 
fae cure. . 
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The topical applications, again, fhould be ect 
of the narcotic tribe, as the cicuta, belladonna, and the: 
numerous articles of that clafs found in the Weft Ina 
dies. They are far preferable to the aftringents fore 
merly employed, or the efcharotics; for the ufe of 
which, the ulcerations, in this fecond tage, are too exe 
tenfive. | i 

10, From the thicknefs of cuticle in the feet, wheres 
the yacus appear there, the difcharge is apt to be confim 
ed ; and when breaking out, ian are difficult to’he 
and termed by the negroes the crab yaw, rendering 
incapable of walking, and often ulcerating the wh 
of the fole. The treatment of this ulceration, how-r 
‘ever, is the fame as elfewhere. It is cured by the new 
groes themfelves with an infufion of the bark of the 
mammy tree and alum; in which the feet are immerfed: 
for a certain time, generally nine days. j 

11. Inoculation has been propofed for this difeafen 
and it is probable it may be equally fuccefsful as in 
{mall pox. ‘Lhe fame rules will apply (Clafs I. xv. 19.5 
20. ) 


IV. Dropfy. (Hydrops.) 


1. Dropsy is an effufion of a watery fluid intot 
cellular fubftance, and different cavities, and thereforex 
receives different appellations, according to the parth 
cular fituation in which it is feated. 

2. It moft commonly attacks women about the ag 
of 50, thofe of a lax corpulent habit, or who are ad, 
vanced in life ; alfo thofe of a fedentary profeffion, a 
who exceed in the ufe of f{piritous and fedative liquids. 

3. 1t depends on a general weaknefs +e the lyepis 
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¢ fyftem, or an obftrudion to the exercife of its func. 
os in a part, influenced by a variety of circumfan- 
s; for the caufes of this difeafe are perhaps more nu- 
erous than thofe of almoft any other, and it appears 
tener as a confequence of other difeafes, than as real- 
‘idiopathic. In every cafe it is attended with ema- 
ation, palenefs, .and a variable ftate of the pulfe, and 
particularly denoted by two fymptoms, diminifhed 
lantity of urine, which is high coloured, and thirft. 
he prefence of fever, however, in this difeafe is very 
certain, ; 

4. Our opinion is here very doubtful, and determin- 
| by the figns of debility, by the appearance of the 
petite, and the quantity and colour of the urine; 
hich is favourable when white. 

5. The indications of cure, in every fituation where 
is effufed, are, 

1, ‘lo remove as far as pofiible, the particular caufe 
the difeafe, though this is often little in our power. 

2d, To evacuate the accumulated fluid ; and, 

3d, To excite the lymphatic fyllem fo as to prevent 
é future extravafation. . 

6. The firft is performed by evacuating remedies, as 

1/7, By emetics, which are not much employed, 
id require great caution. Thefe moft ufed, are either 
ecacuhan, tartar emetic, or blue vitriol. 

2d, By purgatives of a draftic nature, as gamboge, 
lap, and calomel, which frequently operate in both 
rections, ‘They are given either fingly or combined ; 
id in order to aé& britkly, they fhould be introduced 
to the fyftem, with as little dilution as poflible, in 
¢ form of bolus, or electuary, and in dofes pretty 
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ftrong. In order to be effectual, they require alfo te 
be repeated. ‘ 
3d, By diuretics, where the conftitution is weakl 
and other difeafes attend, as cream of tartar, folubli 
tartar, fquill, colchicum, cantharides, &c. Od 
4ib, By diaphoretics of a heating nature, as 1. lau 
danum with volatile alkali, Dover’s powder, in a do. 
of 10 grs every two hours, &c. 
sth, By an obftinate reftraint from drink, allayin 
the thirft by acid fruits, &c.

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1. Dropfy of the Skin. (Anafarca.) 

1. One of the moft common feats of dropfy is the 
ular membrane, when it is termed anafarca.

3d, Weaknefs or debility, without any local affec- 
ns as, from poor diet, much cold water drank, ef. 
sially in warm climates, and where not accuftomed 
it; from living under a cold moift atmofphere; from 
ge evacuations, efpecially of blood ; from deprefiing 
lions, indolent fedentary life, &c. Or, 

4th, Compreffion of particular parts, when it is 2e- 
ally partial and confined to the lower extremities. 
in this laft cafe it would frequently feem to be a 
‘editary affe@ion, when it fearcely falls under the 
e of difeafe. 
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3. Our opinion is dire&ted by the nature of the preces 
ing difeafe, of which it is the fequel, efpecially fchirruss 
any of the organs, when it is always unfavourable, bytt 
degree of debility which appears in the fyftem, denott 
by the ftate of the pulfe and appetite, as indicating tt 
prefence or abfence of fever; the efforts for recovee 
in the fyftem itfelf, are, however rare, although fome || 
{tances of fpontaneous crifis, by vomiting, purging, 
an increafed flow of urine have occurred. The com 
nuance, alfo, of the difeafe increafes the difficulty 
cure, as well as the extent of the anafarcous flate. 
women this fpecies of dropfy is obferved to be moe 
favourable than in men; but though recovered, eve

4. ‘he treatment of this fpecies is delivered in the Qt 
neral plan of cure of dropfy detailed (1v.6.7.); but fii 
tion which is here much commended, fhould be mad 
with the afliltance of fome unctuous fubftance, as th 
camphorated liniment begun in the morning, when tk 
parts are molt fufceptible of aGion, and rubbed chief} 
from below upwards, to return the fluid into the ciree 
Jation. The application of Colewort leaves has been él 
fo commended as abforbing the fluid trom the fkin. TY 
ufe ot the lace ftocking here is alfo not to be negleéte 
as fupporting the tone of the parts. 


2. Water in the Head. (Hydrocephalus.) 


1. Tue firlt fpecies of internal dropfy that defervi 
to be mentioned is hydrocephalus, or water in the heae 
The tymptoms of tlus dueafe are not always clear, be 
thofe commonly enumerated are pain of head, oftet 
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crofs the brow, accompanied with naufea, ficknefs, 
nd other diforders of the animal fundions; without 
ny evident caufe, and fudden in their attack, variable 
ate of pulfe, conftant flow fever ; and, in the advanced 
tage of the difeafe, dilatation of the pupil of the eye, 
vith a tendency to a comatofe ftate. f 

2. This difeafe is almoft peculiar to children, chief- 
y to thofe of a fcrophulous habit. And its attacks are 
eldom known to extend beyond the 14th year. 

3- Ithas been divided into shree ftages, in its progrefs. 

The jizf is marked by lofs of appetite, a degree of me- 
ancholy and uneafinefs, without the child bein g able to 
ix On any particular {ymptom. Pain in the head is next 
elt, efpecially above the eyes, and in a diredtion betwixt 
he temples. ‘This tenfive pain gradually extends, and is 
tt laft felt more particularly in the arm and leg of one 
ide. The affe&ions of flomach then commence, and 
uternate, with the pain and uneafinefs of the head. 
Che febrile fymptoms though pretty conftant are mild- 
rin the morning, but fuffer always an evening exa- 
erbation. Vomiting occatfionally occurs, but coftive- 
els is a leading fymptom ; the tongue is little affected 
xcept towards the end, when it affumes a fcarlet co- 
our, and fometimes becomes aphthous. As the dif. 
afe advances ali the fymptoms of he@ic are confpi- 
uous, and during the whole difeafe the child thews a 
trong propentity to the bed, or a defire to avoid being 
noved. 

‘Tn the /econd tage, a remarkable alteration takes 
place in the pulfe, which becomes flow and heavy. The 
lifeafe alfo is ftrongly marked by the ftate of the eyes, 
and a dilatation of the pupil is obfervable ; fometimes 
r 
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even double vifion prevails. The child alfo avoias out 
without being able to aflign a caufe, and his fleep is inp 
general difturbed. fF 

In the ¢hird flage, the pulfe returns again to the fee 
brile ftate, becoming uncommonly quick, and variable ;; i 
and convulfive fymptoms take place. 

4. Our opinion in this difeafe is always inkayoull 
able, and wherever recovery has taken place the phys 
fician has been miftaken in the malady. 

5. Diflections here fhew different appearances of et 
brain ;-moft commonly there is found from 4 to 66 
ounces of ferous effufion within it ; at other times the 
organ appears as it were gorged with blood: colle C2 
tions alfo of a viicid tenacious matter have been found 
in cy{ts upon the external furface of the brain, and tu# 
mors attached to its fubftance.

Thofe enumerated 
is peculiar to it are, cough, difficulty of breathing, par- 
icularly when lying in a horizontal pofture, fudden 
tarting from fleep with palpitation, numbnefs of the 
ight arm and fingers ; to which are to be added the 
nore general fymptoms of dropfy, as palene‘s, {well- 
ngs of the feet, paucity of urine; and in fome cafes the 
indulation of the water, on fhaking the thorax may be

2. The uncertainty of this difeafe, can only arife 
when the effufion commences in the thorax, and none 
yf the other fpecies of dropfy attend, which generally 
‘ome on before its termination. In this cafe the dif- 
safe begins with fymptoms. like thofe of cattarh or pe- 
‘ipneumony, and pain is felt for fometime in the chef, 
gut Without any appearance of fuppuration.

afew days by a fpitting of blood, or appearance of itl 
in the cough. , 1; 

4. Dillections of hydrothorax, fhew the water confinet 
to one, fometimes affefing both fides of the cheft. 
fluid is generally of a brown or yellowith colour, 
fembling in its properties ferum, and various in it 
quantity, from a few ounces to fome quarts. The 
lungs are found more or lefs compreffed by it, and of 
ten where the fluid is in great quantities, not larger im 
fize than the fift.

-d by a.tenfe abdominal {welling, equal in every part,., 
mut moft confiderable in the epigaftrium, and difcover-- 
ng a fluctuation to the feel. TTo determine its exiltence> 
more. emily by the feel, the patient fhould be laid.ima 
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bed with ‘his thoulders raifed, when one hand beir; 
placed on one fide of the abdomen, and the other fic 
flruck with one or more fingers of the other hand, tk 
undulation will be heard. ry 
The navel is alfo, in this cafe, generally preft ous 
wards. | 
2. This difeafe is oftener fymptomatic than other 
wife. It generally begins with a kind of dry cough} 
and difficulty of breathing, though fometimes thet! 
fymptoms only attend its more advanced ftage; ana 
through its whole courfe it is accompanied with an imm 
moderate thirft, and {paring difcharge of urine, whick 
is thick, high-coloured, and depofits a lateritious fedili 
ment. The pulfe is variable, fometimes confiderably 
quickened, at other times flower than ufual. The {kin 
feels dry and rigid, and an obftinate coftivenefs pre 
yails, As the abdominal tumor and fenfe of weight ina 
creafe, the Hu@tuation becomes more perceptible, and 
acute pains im the epigaftric region are felt. The coum 
tenance difcovers a pale or bloated appearance ; andy 
towards the end, an inclination to {lumber takes pla ey 
which increafing, the patient is cut off in this comatofes 
itate. ¥ 
3- The caufes of this difeafe are the fame that int 
duce dropfy elfewhere, (ry. 3-); but the mot f 
quent one here is obftruétion of the abdominal vifcera 
4. From this view ofits caufes, our Opinion is entire 
ly directed, and particularly from the flate of the abdo- + 
minal vifcera, whether obftruions actually exift; es 
the degree of fever alfo prefent, and the flate of refpi- 
ration, all which, when prevailing in a great degree ; 
mark afatal tendency. In women alfo the prognofis j 
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is more uncertain than in men, from their being fo 
fabjet to encyiled {wellings ; though in fuch f{wellings, 
2 flu@uation is more difficultly perceptible, and the 
umor is circum{cribed at firft. Some previous difeafe 
»f the part alfo precedes, in moft of thefe cafes. 

5. In difections of a/cites, the liver is found fchir- 
‘ous, and where the difeafe has fubfifted long, feveral 
f the other organs are likewife in the fame ftate, efpe- 
tally the {pleen, more rarely the pancreas. 

6. For the cure of this difeafe, the fame indications 
refent as in the former, viz. 

if, ‘Yo evacuate the accumulated fluid sand, 

2d, To prevent its recurrence. 
4, In performing the frf, more freedom may be 
fed here to pufh the different remedies to confiderable 
ength, than in the two former fpecies of dropfy de- 
cribed (1. 2.) 

The ftronger emetics have been exhibited here in the 
eginning with fome fuccefs, as the turpeth mineral, 
nd the antimonials. he blue vitriol is much ufed in 
ne Welt Indies. 

Dratftic purgatives are alfo employed ; as jallap and 
zlomel, whichis the beft; as likewife the gamboge, fcam- 
ony, hellebore, &c.joined with a fmall proportion of tar- 
wr emetic, when they are found moft fuccefsful. They 
‘ould be given ina full dofe, divided by an interval of 
or 3 hours; for, from the torpor of the fyftem, they 
quire to be ftrong. They require alfo to be continued 
me time. . 

Of the diuretics the moft fuccefsful are the digitalis, 
id tobacco, or the dried {quill, and mercury, as in 
¢ former difeafe ; and the mercury may be ued in 
uiment, the blue ointment being mixed with campho.-

rated oil, and rubbed on the abdomen. To the two firtt 
efpecially the digitalis, objections arife from its morb)) 
effects on the fyftem, in the naufea and deathlike fich 
nefs it produces, which more than counteratts the b» 

efit of its diuretic powers. Its. dofe fhould never ez 
ceed a grain. Its effeéts are often fo fudden, as in 22 
hours. The dofe of the infufion of tobacco fhould th 
from 60 drops to 125. 

When. remedies fail here to evacuate the fluid 
tapping is always an eafy and fafe operation. BB 
many it is thought to be advifeable as the firft prefcripy 
tion; and, in fome remarkable inftances, a proof of iti 
fafety, it has been done to the length of 60 or 77 
times. 

8. When the firft indication is. thus performed, (ano 
it has been generally found eafier to evacuate the ao 
cumulated fluid than to prevent its recurrence), the ff 
cond isto be attempted by. the ufe of tonics, as ‘thk 
bark, chalybeates, exercife, fri@ion, cold-bathing. 

If thefe means fhould prove ineffectual, a warm clil 
mate fhould be chofen, and. the ufe of diuretics peri 
ted in.. 


WV. Scurvy. (Scorbutus.): 


Tue feurvy is an unufual weakened {tate of body 
tollowing, for the moft part, the ufe of a putrefcentt 
falted diet, without the interpofition of frefh vegeta 
matter: 

2. It depends on a particular putrid diathefis, andiiti 
favoured by an external fituation, where cold and moi 
ture, are prevalent. Hence it is. molt frequent at feay 
and.among the northern nations, being promoted by 
whatever depreffes the nervous energy, as paflions ofa 
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ifrefling kind, indolence, want of exercife, foul air, 


3. Before the 16th century this difeafe was little at- 
nded to; and, though known to the ancients, from 


1e confinednefs of their navigation, it was only fo in 
s milder flages. 

4. Its firft fymptoms are a languid torpid ftate with 
pale bloated look, and dejediion of mind, the ref{pi- 
ition being impeded on the flighteft motion. 

5. Soon after, the gums acquire a foftnefs and tu- 
sor, from which hemorrhages arife, or putrid ulcers 
re formed. The teeth alfo become loofe, and the 
reath emits a feetid fmell, the urine is high coloured, 
alpitation of the heart, and cedema of the extremities 
ccur. Wandering pains, of a pleuritic or rheumatic 
ind, come next to be felt in the body, and blotches 
nd ulcers break out in different parts, terminating in 
nortification. 

6. By the aggravation of all thefe fymptoms, this 
ifeafe, in its laft ftage, exhibits a moft wretched ap- 
earance. Pains then feize the bones, the joints bes 
ome fwelled, and the tendons poffefs a rigid ftate, fo 
s to prevent all motion; while the fatal event, though 
n fome gradual, is fudden in others, efpecially on being 
he leaft moved, or expofed to free air. 

4. In this difeafe the pulfe is generally natural, till 
t the laf, it becomes weak and intermitting, though 
he refpiration is frequently impeded, and attended 
vith a frequent cough. The appetite alfo feems a little 
mpaired, and the ‘kin poffefles a dry anferine appear- 
ce. Lhe mind is here exceedingly variable, and great 
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timidity generally prevails; yet the intelleés, for thi 
moft part, remain entire to the laft. . 
8. Our opinion is directed by the fituation of the pas 
tient with refpedt to a vegetable diet, by his former 
ftate of health, the conftitution not being impaired by 
previous difeafes, and by the degree of violence to 
which the fymptoms have a: aie 4 
9g. Diffections of this difeafe generally thew the blood: 
in a highly diffolved ftate. The heart itfelf has been 
found of a white colour, and putrid. and its cavity Gl 
led with a corrupted fluid. The lungs are alfo black! 
and putrid. The thorax commonly contains, more on 
lefs, of a watery fluid, poffefling often fuch a degrees 
of acrimony, as to inflyme and excoriate the hands i in! 
touching it. The cavity of the abdomen contains the 
fame fluid. The membrane of the pleura and pericars 
dium, adhere and confine the fituation of the lungs. Thee 
epiphyfes are divided from the bones, and the cartics 
lages even feparated from the ribs. Several of the bones 
are diffolved by caries, The Synovia appears green a id. 
highly corrofive. 
The brain commonly fhews no mark of difeafe. 
10. ‘The cure of this malady confifts in obviating thes 
putrid ftate of the fyftem; and in reftoring it to its form 
mer vigour. | nl 
10. The firft is affeGed by a diet of frefh animal and 
vegetable food; by the ule of. fermented drinks and J 
pure water, or milk, efpecially of the former, the i ine 
fufion of wort, {pruce-beer, cyder, &c; by opening the. 
feveral excretions, efpecially the fkin and inten 
the former by Rimulants of a vegetable nature, as ho 
radifh, muftard-feed, punch, liquorice-deco@ion, fine 
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ap, &c ; the latter by mild laxatives of an acid kind, 
; tamarinds, cream of tartar, &c ; by cleanlinefs and 
ee air, and by the different antifeptics, as wine, bark, 
c. . 
The fecond indication, again, is to be performed by 
xercife proportioned to the ftrength, and tonics,, (for 
y many the difeafe is confidered as the effec of de- 
lity alone, and that the putrid fymptoms are merely 
confequence of this,) with the ufe of friction, and at- 
ntion to fituation, preferring a dry temperate air, 
ad avoiding excefles. 
11. Befides this general treatment of the difeafe, par- 
cular fymptoms will require a feparate management. 
ains of belly muft be allayed by emollients and ano- 
ynes ; impeded refpiration by blifters, for bleeding is 
ever to be ufed here. The ulcers of the gums are to 
e wafhed with acids, as elixir of vitriol, tin@ure of 
ark, honey of rofes, &c.*3 and aftringents, as allum, 
irits, &c.; rigidity of the miufcles muft be removed 
y fomentations. 


VI. Faundice. (LGerus.) 


1. Tue jaundice confifts in a fuffufion of bile, ting. 
ig the fkin with a yellow, brown, or black colour, and 
fcen fhewing fome degree of fever in its progrefs. 

2. Its fymptoms are chiefly denoted by the appear- 
nce of the fkin, particularly the eye; fometimes alfo, 
1ough it is rare, yellow vifion prevails. The difeafe is 
enerally attended with oppreffion about the precordia, 
r rather right hypochondrium, fometimes pain, bitter 
ulte Of mouth, ficknefs of: ftomach; at times vomite 
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ing, and coftivenefs, the pulfe being quickened, a genn 
ral. langour and indolence prevailing, and the urim 
depofiting alfo a fediment, and like the other excretionn 
except the feces which are entirely white, and alway 
of a certain confiftence, afluming a yellow or fafFrac 
colour. 

3. This difeafe is common to every age; but it aa 
tacks adults oftener than the young, and women oftena 
than men, and the melancholic conftitution more thas 
any other. It varies, in its duration, from a few daw 
in fome, to a year or longer with others. 

4. The fymptoms of this difeafe fhew a morbp 
quantity of bile prefent in the mafs of fluids, and th! 
depends either on a redundance of it, or elfe onan ob 
ftruction of its paftage into the inteftines, producing th! 
fame confequence. 

5. The firft of thefe is the effect of a warm climaty 
and fedentary life, which, by favouring an accumaly 
tion in the region of the liver, naturally produces fac 
morbid redundance; or it may arife in any fituatio 
from emetics, or any violent action of the ftomach ar: 
inteftines, emulging the biliary duéts. 

6. ‘the caufes of the fecond, again, or obitro igh 
which is more frequent in this climate, may be reduce 
to three general heads. i 

if, Vhe preflure of tumors fituated in the nei 
bouring parts, or connected with the liver. 4 
2d, The prefence of biliary calculi in the gall-b 
der or it duets; and, i 
3d, Spafmodic affections of the biliary ducts. 

4. The fir/f is confirmed by its occurring in confi 

quence of an enlargement of lymphatic glands, tumor 
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of the mefentery, omentum, diftenfion of the inteftines, 
or fehirrofity of the liver; and this laft is known by 
the long continuance of the difeafe, and the feeling of 
the liver itfelf. 

2d, From calculi, fomewhat refembling thofe of 
the bladder, being paffed by ftool, and the difedfe, from 
thut period, departing ; or where they have not been 
feen by the difeafe attacking in fits, and difappearing 
for a time, and then returning again fo as to denote 
fuch a caufe. Such calculi are of different fizes, from 
a pea to that of a walnut, and are like the gall, of a 
yellow, brownifh, or green colour. Their prefence is 
particularly deneted by aggravation of pain after eating. 
in fome rare cafes, they have been paffed to the number 
of 70 or 1co. In order to know if they have pat, we 
fhould particularly attend to the fate of the face du- 
ring the continuance of the difeafe. 

2d, From paflions of mind inducing it, without 
any appearance of calculi on diffeGion. 

8. From a view of its caufes, our opinion of its ter- 
nination is to be drawn; for, in the firf cafe, where it 
sroceeds from a {chirrous {tate of particular glands, 
here is little hopes of a cure; and as it occurs from 
his caufe only in old age, its iffue, in general, is lefs 
o be dreaded in young fubjeés. It is difficult, how- 
ver, to know when its depends on the exiftence of 
alculi, or on fpafm; and in the latter we may, for the 
noft part, promife fuccefs ; but when complicated with 
other difeafes, as fever, inflammation of the liver, &c. 
t is more hazardous. | 

g. The diffections of jaundice thew, for the moft part, 
is already obferved, a difeafed ftate of the liver, gall- 
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bladder, or adjacent parts connected with the fecretion: 
of bile ; yet there are other cafes where difleQions dé 
not difcover the {fmalleft morbid fymptom, to whicl! 
the difeafe can be traced. The yellow tinge, on opena 
ing idteric patients, appears to pervade every part, ever 
the moft intimate in the body. The whole fubftance: 
of the brain is coloured by it; the mof minute parts 
of the cellular membrane, even the cartilages anc 
bones ; and this tinge, if the body is preferved after: 
death, is found to remain for years. 

10. The cure of jaundice, as well as its prognofis, iss 
regulated by the caufes enumerated as producing ite 
(vi. 7.)- At times, when the difeafe is fomewhatt 
advanced, a natural diarrhea commences, which pres 
vents the further abforption into the mafs of fluids ;: 
and when moderate, except in warm climates, it fhould: 
be encouraged. j 

11. In cafe of tumors, the ufual means of refvlution,, 
by the application of cicuta and mercury, fhould bee 
employed, joining alfo alkaline and neutral falts, mi-- 
neral waters, &c. Where, however, calculous obftruc- 
tion is fufpected, after reducing, by bleeding, any fest 
verifh agitation which attends, aes vomiting, and! 
mild purges, are to be had recourfe to, and feat 
ly, in this cafe, a fymptomatic vomiting occurs, which » 
points out the particular caufe of the difeafe; and! 
great attention fhould be paid to the infpection of the» 
feces to know when it is paft, as well as the appear. 
ance of the face already noticed. (Vide Local Difeafes: 
— J /churia.) 

Exercife is alfo here particularly ufeful, efpecially | 
on horfeback. : 
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‘2. But when the removal of the ftone, by thefe 
means, is ineffectual, its folution by lithontriptics may 
be next attempted ; though hitherto it has proved an 
unfuccefsful experiment. The whites of eggs has been 
propofed as a folvent here. 

13. When followed by an exacerbation of the fymp- 
toms, vomiting, in this difeafe, fhould not be repeated 
above twice; and, with a laxative view, the molt pro- 
per medicines to be employed are, neutral falts in large 
dofes, aloetics, and more efpecially foap, which has 
been fuppofed fpecific in this difeafe, being exhibited 
here with fuccefs, by empyrics in large quantities, and, 
for the moft part, joined with bitters. 

14. But if the exiltence of a fpafm prevails, or ever 
much pain from calculi, nothing will be found fo 
effetual for inducing its relaxation as opium, which 
fhould be given here in a folid form, from the ten- 
dency to vomiting, and alfo in a full dofe, the ufe of 
external and internal fomentations ; the warm bath, and 
every other means of obviating irritation are proper. 


Jaundice of Infants. (Lderus Infartum.) 

1. A peculiar fpecies of jaundice affects, for the molt 
part, all children immediately after birth, fometimes 
before it, and lafts for fome days. It is termed the 
yellow gum, and arifes from the meconium, impaéted in 
the inte!lines, preventing the flow of bile into them. 

2. It produces a confiderable indolence, langour, 
and tendency to fleep, which is frequently fatal where 
the child is prevented from fucking. But, for the mo 
part, it is removed by clearing the inteftines by mild 
laxatives, as a little magnefia, fyrup of manna, &c. 
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The buildesd of fome women are more fubjec to iti 
than others. .: 
VII. Scrophula. . 


és 


1. Scropuura confifts in an indolent hard tumor of i 
the conglobate glands, with little or no pain; for thee 
moft part fituated in thofe of the neck, behind the CAYSy, 
or under the chin, and often in the joints of the elbowss 
and ankles, at times even of the fingers and toes. Ina 
the progrefs of the difeafe, they degenerate into ulcerss 
of bad digefion ; the di icharge from which confifts off 
a white curdled matter, refembling fomewhat the coae. 
sfulum of milk; and, previous to their breaking, theyy 
acquire a fort of purple rednefs, and a foftnefs to thee 
feels this rednefs decreafes at the place where they; 
‘break, which is generally by two or three fmall open--

2 “The attacks of the difeafe are.confined to childe- 
hood, being peculiar to the fanguine, or thofe conitt i 
tutions phich poffefs fine fkins, a foft mufcular flehh, 
with a rofy complexion, and a thicknefs of the upper lip, 
and often too {welling of the abdomen. They generally ? 


depart after puberty, and are more confpicuous among 
fome nations than others; but it appears evidently 2 
difeafe peculiar to a changeable cold climate ; it is alfo 
very much her editary, but never contagious. | 
3. Though our opinion is tet od with regard 
toa cure, yet the difeafe is feldom dangerous when 
fimply confined to the external furface; but, on leav- 
ing one part, it is apt to be renewed in others. Sd 
4. Its attacks alfo feem much affected by the periods — 
ef the feafon. They begin fome time in winter an f 
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pring, and often difappear, or are greatly amended in 
ummer and autumn; and it is generally the end of a 
rear or two before the glands pais into the ulcerous 
tate, and fuch ulcers are dillinguifhed by a flat fmovth 
dee, with little or no callus, and which fpread in 
preadth, but never go deep. When they heal up, they 
eave an ugly puckering of the fkin, and frequently 
reak out again, or the fame appearances are difcovered. 
nother parts. ‘The appearance of the difeafe in the 
yes and lungs have been examined under ophthalmia: 
ind confumption. 

5. Onexamining fcrophulous glands by diffedion,’ 
hey feel fomewhat fofter to the touch, than in their 
ealthy ftructure. When cut into, they alfo, at times,, 
xhibit very much the natural appearance; but much 
ftener they contain a white foft cheefy matter, mixed 
vith a thick pus, the true charaéteriftic of ferophula ; 
ind this is all that is neceffary to be taken notice of 
vhen examining it merely as an external difeafe. 

6. Inits cure, the cacheétic ftate of the fluids muft 
e corrected, and the tumor removed.. 

The general remedies wled with this view have been 
merous in proportion to the incurability of the dif. 
afe ; as the ufe of mineral waters, which have been the 
noit univerfal medicine in this complaint, particular- 
y the chalybeate and fulphureous; of fea water in. 
mall dofes ; of lime water, and alkalis, as the fal fode s. 
f abforbents; of the different woods, as the guiac, far- 
a, faffafras, mezereon, and particularly their combina- 
ion.in the Lifbon diet drink ; of diferent neutral falts,, 
s the foluble tartar, polychrett falt, vegetable xthiops, 
nd burnt {ponge; of alterative preparations of mere. 
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cury, as {mall dofes of calomel, xthiops mineral, o¢ 
Plummer’s pill; of antimony, as {mall dofes of tarta: 
emetic, and antimonial wine ; of the muriated barytess 
of tonics of different’ kinds, as cold bathing, and bark 
coltsfoot, fteel; of narcotics, as the cicuta, differen 
fpecies of the folana, and even opium. 

lffues may be alfo formed near the part, and a novt 
rifhing diet, with frition and exercife, employed. 

7. The numerous local applications alfo to the parte: 
co-operating with thefe general views, vary accordini 
to its ftages.

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VIII. Rickets (Rachitis.) 

1. Ricxets confift in a peculiar enlargement of the 
bones in certain fituations, and they are farther ditin- 
guifhed by an uncommon fize of head, efpecially ante- 
riorly, {welling of the joints, flattened ribs, protuberant 
belly, and general emaciation of the other parts. 

2. This difeafe was firft accurately defcribed in the 
1650, which has rendered its appearance, fince that 
time, a greater object of attention ; and though it may 
have been known to the ancients, no full or complete” 
defcription of it is to be found in their works. 

3. Its attacks are commonly begun foon after birth, 

from the 6th to the 9th month, and they feldom begin 
after the fecond year. 
. The child firft lofes his ufual cheerfulnefs, becomes 
peevifh and dull, the colour of his cheek, if rofy, de- 
parts, and he fenfibly falls off. The peculiar marks 
of the difeafe then begin te appear. The forehead 
turns prominent, and the head, in general, enlarged in 
a proportion far exceeding the growth of the other 
parts, which inclines him to reit it, from its weight, on 
the fhoulders. The leaft exercife becomes then pain- 
ful, and an inclination to lie is obfervable. 

But, in fpite of this difeafed ftate, the appetite for 
food turns keener, and the belly is commonly loofe. 

The bones gradually foften, and become curved, ef 
pecially the back bone in different parts, the ribs flat- 
ten and feel knotty, and the breaft becomes fharpened. 

The belly is fwoln, tenfe and hard to the touch, den- 
tition is here later than ufual, and the.tecth, when ap- 
pearing, foon {poil and are Loft 
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With regard to the mental faculties, the underftandd 
ing is here uncommonly mature. + 

4. This difeafe is, for the mof part, hereditary, anac 
oftener derived from the mother than the father. If 
begins about the feventh month, and ieldom leaves the: 
child till the end of the third year. It may be tracee 
in the fame conttitutions which are fubject to ferophua 
la, though the two ditfeafes feem perfectly diftina. If 
often appears alfo after fome of the exanthemata, andd 
is more con{picuous in the children of the lower rankss. 

5. lts caufes we are entirely unacquainted witha, 
There appears evidently a defe& of offeous matter, andd 
alfo a want of energy in the fyftem to prepare it ; fors 
in its place, in the end of the round bones, we find as 
growth of flefh, or foft fubftance, where bone fhouldi 
be. In all cafes, too, there feems to be a difeafed flatee 
of the mefenteric glands, and of the organs fubfervientt 
to the preparation of chyle or nourifhment ; but how 
thefe fhould occafion the particular fet of fymptomss 
defcribed, we cannot explain. a 

6. A fimilar affe@ion, or mollities offium, has been 
known, in advanced life, to follow certain difeafes, 2 
chronic rheumatifm, lues venerea, &c. and even an imma 
derate ufe of falt in diet: but here it is chiefly t = 
bones that are expofed to preffure, that undergo this 
change, in which it differs from rickets, and it alfo & 
incurable. ak 

7- In fpite of the unpromifing fymptoms deferib- » 
ed (3.), rickets are a difeafe not fo frejuently fatal, 
though it continues fome years, and is attended oftedph 
in its progrefs, with confiderable fever; for, as the: 
growth proceeds, the bones become firmer, and the 
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mptoms difappear. Their curvature, indeed, is ne- 
or entirely recovered, but, in procefs of time, it be-- 
mes a good deal repaired ;' the chief danger here is, 
hen the diftortion of them becomes fo great as to af- 

& the fituation of the lungs and other organs, when 
1e enlarged fize of the head fhews a confiderable col- 
Gtion of water prefent in it, or when the food is paft 
fits natural ftate, unchanged by digeftion, which | 
ews the mefenteric glands highly difeafed. ‘The ap- 
sarance of a fcabby or cutaneous. eruption, has been 
ckoned, in this difeafe, favourable. 

8. In opening the bodies of rachitic patients, va+ 
ous morbid affections of the internal parts have been 
feovered. Molt of the vifcera of the abdomen have 
sen found to be preternaturally enlarged. The lungs 
ave been alfo found to be in a morbid ftate, feeming- 
from fome inflammation that came on towards the 
ad of the difeafe. The brain has been commonly 
und in.a fluid ftate, with effufion of a ferous fluid 
to its cavities.

g. Though the caufe of this difeafe is fo uncertain, 
ere is little doubt but invigorating the fyftem is to 
» relied on as the chief means of cure; for this pur- 
fe, tonics are ftrongly indicated, particularly the pre- 
.rations of iron, the bark, and cold bathing. 

10. Of the jir/, the belt is the ens veneris of Mr Boyle, 
» in its place, the flores martiales ; they fhould be af. 
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fifted by an occafional emetic, which, from its fimer 
lus, will tend to remove the obftru@ion of the mefent 
teric glands, and they may be joined with a little rhu 
barb, by which their powers will be increafed 3 prepay 
rations of copper are alfo ufeful here. 
The bark, though in other cafes a powerful tonig 
has not been obferved to do much here. i 
Cold bathing is a remedy admirably fuited to thi 
difeafe, as the experience of all practitioners has com 
firmed ; and on that account, even as a preventative iil 
the treatment of children, it fhould never be difpenfee 
with, and full immerfion fhould take place when em 
ployed. It fhould be fucceeded by the ufe of frictions 
which has been much commended, and it will rendee 
the tonic effeéts of the previous bathing more power: 
ful ; even the virtues of the fri&ion may be alfo increak 
ed, by employing along with it the fkate oil, which has 
been fo highly praifed in this difeafe, as an external ape 
plication. Abforbents are mentioned asa remedy here 
by fome authors, as alfo the cicuta. i] 
Air and exercife are not to be neglected in the li 
of the tonics, from the benefit they confer in ever 
{tate of infantine weaknefs, é 
The diet, in this difeafe fhould be of the mo nourifl 
ing kind, and eafily digefled, and a pretty liberal uf 
of wine fhould be allowed. xu 
11. ‘Lo obviate or prevent the diftortion arifing fromm 
this difeafe, various local applications in the form of 
bandages, machines, &c. have been invented; but the 
confideration of thefe is properly the bufinefs of furs 
gery. a 
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ty IX. Lepro/y. (Lepra.) 


1. Leprosy confifts in an eruption of whitifh, yel- 
w or blackifh fpots, on the face, arms, and legs ; the 
in lofing its hair, and becoming unequally thick, 
abby, and hard, defaced with {curvy blotches, and in- 
nfible even to the punéture of a needle; though, in 
ie neighbouring parts unaffected, a confiderable itchi- 
fs prevails. 

2, In this manner the difeafe continues for years, the 
salth remaining otherwife found ; when advancing in 
s progrefs, the hairs of the pubes and beard begin to 
Il off, the fkin of the head to be divided with deep 
rinkles, and the breathing, which fmells rank, to be 
apeded, the cheeks at the fame time afluming a livid 
our, and the voice hoarfe and founding through the 
fe. In this advanced ftage, it forms what is termed 
¢ elephantia/fis. 

3- In its laft flage, ulcerations arife in different 
rts, preceded by glandular fwellings in the cheek, 
in, &c.; and it aflumes the fame appearance as the 
sin its advanced ftate, while the mind is here at the 
me time confiderably affe@ted, and a {trong defire for 
nery prevails. Its termination is by the falling off 
fome of the extreme parts, if the patient furvives fo 
ng. 

A particular fpecies of clephantiafis often appears in 
is country, affecting the upper lip. It is flow in its 
ogrefs, is attended with little fwtor, but gradually 
ttroys the fubftance of the part. 

4. This difeafe attacks chiefly thofe of a melancholic 
uperament, rarely affecting women, thofe who pof-. 
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fefs a rigidity, and debility, in the extreme veflels; anp 
in fuch conftitutions, exceffes of any kind are liable t} 
produce it, efpecially when joined with a foul putrri 
diet. It is alfo contagious. 

5. In diffections of this difeafe, all the organs hayy 
been difcovered in a flate of putrefcency, except thh 
heart. 

6. T'wo indications are to be attended to in its cure: 
The fr/ is, obviating the rigidity of the extreme veffeld) 
by the warm bath, and, 

The fecond is, exciting their aGion by the differs 
ent preparations of mercury, and of the vitriolic acid} 
the chief of the former are Plummer’s pill, and the com 
rofive fublimate folution, joined with decoétion of elmn 
bark and of the woods, &c. Vipers broth, and iffuec 
have alfo been fuccefsful. Much attention to a blana 
nourifhing dict is neceflary during the cure, joined ware 
a due proportion of exercife.

COMPLICATED DISEASES, 


EVER has .been defcribed as the moft frequent 
difeafe that occurs in practice ; and though what 
ay be termied the more fimple forms of it have 
been enumerated in the preceding clafles, yet a compli- 
cation of them often appears, which are dittinguifhed 


either by their flownefs, their intermittent, or remittent 
Macure. 


I. Slow Fever. (Synochus.) 


1. Tue flow fever is, in fome degree, a complica- 
tion of the inflammatory. (Clafs I. 1.4 and nervous, 
(Clafs I1. 1.) and is the moft general in this country. 
It pofleiles, in the beginning, ail the appearances of 
the mild inflammatory kind, and in this differs from 
the nervous. ‘The ftomach is from the firft confider- 
ably affected, while the patient complains of tile 
mefs, yet there is not fuch a proftration of ftrength a 
prevails in the former, and the head is at the ‘ate 
time generally clear. 

2. In this fever a very diftin@ remiffion take place, 
which becomes lefs fo, till it entirely di fap 
is folely of the nervous form, there prev

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-a degree of ftupor and giddinefs, but:in the : moft com» 
-mon.kind, this isnot.at all remarkable, and this ftupoo 
gives the appearance of fleep, though the patient ti 
rather the worfe for it. 
3. For four or five days at firft, the tongue continueg 
perfectly moilt, and though the perfon complain oo 
thirlt, it is but little ; the fecretions however, come aa 
‘laft to be ftopt, and then the tongue becoming dryy 
acquires a parched feel, as in nervous cafes; hence 
arifes that indiftindnefs of fpeech, which would appeaa 
owing to fome paralytic affection, but, by adminifi 
tering a little drink and wafhing the. mouth it is removy 
ed. | 
4. The urine is generally of the natural colourt 
through the whole courfe of the difeafe, it depofits aa 
the fame time a fediment, and fometimes a glairy muu 
,cus appears at bottom. The inflammatory fymptoms 
are always very mild, -and it affumes all the appearance 
-of the nervous fever, only the fymptoms are not f@ 
violent ; it-may laftin fome cafes, for five or fix weékss 
er even two months, though.no delirium attends, “nop 
-is that languor~vifible (which obtains in \the nervous 
kind occafioning fyncope), on attempting to raife the 
patient, for here he can bear an erect pofture for fomé 
time; nor is there any tendency to a putrefcenh 
{tate of :the fluids, as in the nervous “in ‘its advanced 
Adiages. - 
5. Its caufes are-the fame as were mentioned to pro# 
duce the nervous fever, (Clafs I]. 1. 4.) and it generally! 
departs without any regular crifis, in a flow, gradual 
away,being denoted by the perfon enjeying a found res 
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refhing fleep, and.a gentle moifture appearing on the’ 
urface, while the appetite gradually returns. - 

6:-In diffe@ions of this fever, the appearances are 
he fame as in ¢yphus, though not to the fame extent. 
n fome inftances nothing preternatural has been dif- 
overed. 

4. Inits cure it doesnot bear evacuations, and, above” 
Il, bleeding fhould never be employed. It may be 
rufted almoft folely to mild diaphoretics, in the infla- 
natory ftage, and afterwards a moderate ufe of wine 
iH be proper, with attention to the proper regulations 
efpecting. air and cleanlinefs, as mentioned in the 
reatment of the nervous and putrid fevers. (Clafs 11. 
oe 7.) Clafs IIL. 3. 7.) 


IL. Intermittent Fever. 
1.'Tu 8 intermittent is that kind of fever which poflefles: 
. clear intermiffion from febrile fymptoms, for a longer — 
r fhorter fpace of time. Or it confilts of a fucceflion of 
roxyfms, between which.there prevails a clear apy-” 
exia. 

2. Intermittents are properly divided into two kinds, 
he vernal and autumnal, from the particular times of 
he year.at which they appear; and they are again of 
ifferent fpecies, according to the diltance obferved be- 
wixt the periods of intermiffion, the moit common of 
which is 48 hours, and conftitutes the fertian period, 
he appearance of. which is ofteneft in the fpring ; 
nd next to this 72-hours, which conftitutes the guar- 
an period, and is molt frequent in autumn. Another 
eriod is alfo met with, termed the quotidian, contifting 
n an intermiflion every 24 hours. , 
R.2 
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3. Intermittents arife always from one determine 
caufe, viz. marfh miafmata, and depend on a particul, 
moilt flate of the atmofphere, departing ina dry feaa 
fon, and attacking chiefly thofe of a lax fibre. W rT 
the difeate arifes apparently from other caufes, ne 1 
fluence of the marfh mia‘ma is probably joined. % | 

4. Intermittents differ from all other fevers in thivi 
peculiar circumftance, viz. their tendency to recur withh 
out the application of their fpecific caufe. Thus, aa 
particular times ot the feafon, as the {pring, and a 
on changes of weather, efpecially in this country wh 
ealt winds fet in, thofe once labouring under an inter 
mittent experience, ina greater or lefs degree, a ree 
newed attack of it. Hence it would feem a pre-difl 
pofition is left in the habit, favouring the recurrence 
of the difeafe. . 

5. Every fit is divided into three diftin& ftages, dee 
noted by coldue/s, heat, and fweating ; and the commencee 
ment of thefe fits takes place with the quotidian in thi 
‘morning, with the tertian at noon, and with the quart 
tan in the afternoon. . 


6. In the cold tage, a remarkable rigor comes ont 
with pain of head, back, and loins, difficult refpiratigi 
and a quick contracted pulfe, attended with vomitiange 
which, in the autumnal kind, is of a bilions nat ree 
and eenerally terminates this ftage, by far the mob 
dangerous. 4 

7. Thefe fymptoms abating, the /econd ftave beginis 
with a fenfe of heat from the back, and fullnefs, anc 
even hardnefs of the pulfe, the pain of the head increas 
fine, and delirium frequently coming on, with greala 
thirit and whitenefs of the tongue, a fenfe of pain, andw 


oy aie 
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frequently a {welling prevailing in the region of the fta-s 
mach. 
8. A profufe fweat at lat flowing, conftitutes the laft 
or critical ftage, which continues generally for the {pace 
of three or four hours, with relief of all the former 
fymptoms ; and the urine, which was red in the /econd 
flage, depofiting a dark coloured fediment 5 after which, 
fleep is allowed, and an intermiflion begins, continu- 
ing for hours, diftinguifhed by a flight headach, fenfe 
of debility, bad tafle,-impaired appetite, and inclina-» 
nation to {weat. 
* 9. Our opinion is favourable when fpots appear on 
the lips, and when the fit -difplays a regularity in the 
appearance of its ftages.. The autumnal kind, and 
quartans, are more dangerous than-any other; an in- 
Alammation of the tonfils taking place, and alfo fymp- 
toms of affection of the brain, are generally fatal fymp- 
toms; in all fatal cafes; death happens in the‘end of the 
hot, and beginning of the {weating flage.’’ In quartans, 
however, it is often in the cold one. But’ in this cli- 
mate, in general, intermittents are not dangerous 
10. Diflections of intermittents thew a morbid {tate of 
the principal thoracic and abdominal vifcera; the head | 
appearing, for the moft part. on diflection, though not 
always, found. Confiderable quantities of air are'found 
contained in the ftomach and inteftines; the large vef- 
els of the heart much diftended ; the liver alfo, and the 
organs concerned in the formation of the bile, are high- 
ly diflended, and the quality of their fluid vitiated. 
Various changes in the inteftines and ‘mefentery, | the 7 
confequence of inflammation, are alfo confpicuous. 

a1. The cure of intermittents confifts in fhortening ‘the

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it when commenced, and in preventing its recurrence 
during the intermiflion. 

The firf of thefe is effefted by exhibiting emetics dua 
ring the cold ftage; they fhould, however, be confinees 
to thofe cafes where the debility is not great. and gibi 
ven in a full dofe rather than in divided ones; or bo 
opiates: given in the hot ftage to the length of 50 or 66, 
drops of liquid laudanum. 

The fecond. again, depends on increafing the ftrengtkt 
of the heart and arteries, by the ufe of ftimulants aned 
tonics, the beft of which laft is the bark, and it fhoulde 
be exhibited, as near as pofflible to the time of accefif 
fion, in pretty large quantities; while its various mort 
bid effects may be obviated, viz. diarrhoea, by its junce 
tion with opiates ; and coftivenefs, by rhubarb or fomae 
of the neutral falts. Where the bark again is rejectedd, 
it may be given in glyfter, or joined with camphire. | 

A great variety of fubftances of a ftimulant, aftrine 
gent. and aromatic nature, have been alfo joined withh 
it to increafe its powers, or exhibited by themfelves ina 
preference to the bark, the principal of which it is barew 
ly fufficient to mention; as alum and nutmeg, alumi 
and mercury, the pulvis ftypticus, cort. querci, chat 
momile, gentian, galls, faba St Ignatii, ferpentariays 
muttard, &c.; and when thefe fail, metallic prepara-t 
tions have been employed, as preparations of iron, cop-» 
per, and arfenic, particularly the latter in the form off 
the taftelefs ague drop. 

12. he bark fhould never be given before two fits 
of the difeafe have taken place: and in the vernal inter-» 
mittents, the great danger lies in haltening the cure too® 
foon. An ounce of bark, repeated at twice, will ftopp 
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a quotidian; three or four ounces a tertian; but the 
difficulty of curing a quartan is even proverbial, and will 
require much more. In all cafes, the bark fhould be 
employed, for fome time, in fmaller dofes, after the 
departure of the fever; and previous to its ufe, where 
a ftrong inflammatory difpofition prevails, efpecially in 
vernal intermittents, bleedingis recommended ; or, where 
congeftions in the abdominal vifcera appear, they fhould 
be cleared; for indurated {wellings frequently remain 
where the bark, beiore attention to this practice, is had 
recourfe to. 

13. Such fwellings are mueh taken notice of by prac- 
titioners in. the warmer climates, and are termed ague 
cakes. YVheir fymptoms are an obtufe pain in the re- 
gion of the liver, not conftant, but occafionally return- 
ang, and particularly felt on preffure, or after eating. 
The precordia are hard and fwelled. This difeafe is 
not eafily affected by remedies; and, in its advanced 
ftage, the countenance becomes of a leaden colour, the 
fkin yellow ; dropfy of the belly and legs enfue, and 
fuppuration at lait taking place, the patient dies heétic. 
But this difeafe is treated more fully in Hepatitis. (Vide 
Gjats I. x. 2.) 

14. To avoid, therefore, thefe evils, the early evacua- 
tion of the abdominal vifcera, before the bark, has been 
ftrongly inculcated; and the operation of every laxative 
fhould always be over before the acceflion of the par- 
oxy{m, from the danger of increafing the debility too 
much. 

15. As intermittents are fo liable to recur, one great 
flep towards their cure, as wellas to prevent their recur- 
rence, is a change from the fituation where they have 
been caught, and often little elfe is neceflary to the cure.

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III. Remittent Fever. 


1. Wuen a degree of remiffion only occurs at cere 
tain or uncertain times, the fever is then ftyled a ren 
mittent. bi 

2. Its caufes are the fame with thofe which induces 
intermittents, (IL 3.) but aéting here ina more power-= 
ful manner, and it is divided into two flages, viz. thes 
acceffion and remiffion. 

3- The firfl is diftinguifhed by the ufwal fymptomss 
that attend every fever, and a remiffion generally oc-- 
curs fome time from the fourth to the eighth day, when2 
after fome hours of eafe, the acceflion again takess 
place, and is generally in the evening; in this manner,, 
with exacerbations and remiflions, it proceeds to a cri-- 
fis, though it is fometimes changed into a fever of ay 
different type. dy 

4. That remitients arife from the fame caufe with itt 
termittents, is confirmed. 

if, Becaufe the leading fymptoms in both are the:

2d, Becaufe they change wines into cach}

34, Becaufe they arife in the fame fituations, and |

6. Our opinion is very uncertain, but the more fre - 

quent the remiflion, the more favourable it is. The : 
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urine formerly high coloured and becoming clear, is a 
dangerous fymptom. This fever, like the intermittent, 
eps always a difpofition to relapfe. 

. In this difeafe, diffe@ions have difcovered inflam- 
Bion and gangrene inthe alimentary tube, conged- 
tion of blood in the liver, redundancy of bile, but no 
ebftru@ion in the biliary dudis, inflammation alfo of 
the brain, and its confequences. 

8. Inits cure, our views mutt be diredted to bring 
the remiffion to a complete intermiffion, which may be 
effeed by bleeding, though now feldom employed, 
‘emetics, a loofe belly by means of mild laxatives and 
glyfers, much diluent drink, with acids and refrige- 
rants, and a {pare diet. 

. When an intermiffion has once taken place, the bark 
fhould be exhibited. 

g. Befides this general management, particular fymp- 
toms require to be alleviated, as watchfulnefs by opi- 
ates, pain of head by topical bleeding and blifters, 
diarrhea by rhubarb and altringents, relaxing the fur- 
face by fudorifics, and when the difeafe becomes mild, 
by the continued ufe of opiates. 


CLASS W. 
LOCAL DISEASES.. 


T HOUGH, by theplanof the work, it is not intended | 
to treat {triétly of the clafs of local difeafes, which 1 
belong more immediately to-the Surgeon than the Phy- - 
fician ; yet as a few of them are alfo the objects of me- - 
dical practice, a fhort-account of fuch is here fubjoined. 


I Worms. (Vermes.) 


1. Worms have been found in every part of the bo. 
dy; but their moft common feat appears to be the ine 
teftines. ‘They are more frequent even in animals than — 


in the human race, efpecially in quadrupeds and. fifhes. i 


They are of three kinds, viz. the a/carides or fmall worm, © 
the teres or round worm, and the tenia or tape worm. | 


Different fituations of the inteftines have been mention- ~* 


ed as occupied by each of them, particularly the rec= 
tum, as the feat of the afcarides, where they are ob- 
ferved always involved in mucus. But the different

kinds of them are found occafionally in every part of | 


the inteftines. The tape worm, however, is not fo 
common in this country. 
2. The fymptoms by which worms are diftinguifhed 
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are often doubtful. The principal ones enumerated are 
pain and acid erudation of ftomach, variable appetite, 
foul tongue, feetid breath: the belly full, hard, and 
tenfe, with occafional gripings or pains in different 
parts of it, particularly about the navel; irregular ftate 
of the belly, heat and itchinefs of the rectum, urine 
white and limpid, often difcharged with difficulty. 

‘With thefe fymptoms are joined:a dull appearance of 
the eye, often dilatation.of ‘the pupil, itchinefs of the 
noftrils, {hort dry cough, flow fever, with evening ex- 
acerbations, and irregular pulfe, grinding of the teeth 
in fleep, &c. 

3. The caufe of worms itis difficult to.explain. That 
they are.generated in the body is clear; becaufe they 
have been found frequently in the brain; at.times even 
in the heart itfelf; and alfo becaufe they do not feem 
capable of living for any time out of the body. They 
appear moft frequently in thofe of a relaxed habit, and 
whofe bowels contain a preternatural quantity of mu- 
cus or flimy matter. Hence it-is a difeafe moft com- 
mon to children. -When it-is fatal, it is:chiefly from 
the larger kind, and that by their.erofion of particular 
parts, and thus inducing a tabid ftate. 

4. For the cure of this difeafe tao indications mut 
be formed. 

The firfisto effect their difcharge. 

The /econd is to prevent their future generation. 

5. The frf indication is accomplifhed by certain re- 
medies, which have been termed fpecifics in this dif 
eafe, and thefe {pecifics all actin one of three ways, 
‘viz. either, 

1, By fimple evacuation or purging; as the dif-

ferent fetid or ftrong bitters, viz. rue, tanfy, WOrMe» 
wood, &c. alfo mercury, rhubarb, aloes, &c.

7. The fecond indication is performed by tonics, pare- 
ticularly thofe of the aftringent kind, as fuited to ob-« 
viate that relaxation of the prime vie, the conftant ate~ 
tendant of this difeafe. ui 


Il. Cancer. (Sarcoma.) 


1. Cancer is a depafcent or fpreading fore, preced-- 
ed by a hard or dchirrous {welling of the part, attend-- 
ed with pain, and, for the moft part, a thin feetid difts 
charge. 

z. Though liable to attack every part of the body 
under certain circumftances, this difeafe is mottly cone 
fined to the conglomerate glands. It begins with a 
{mall {welling like a pea, without difcolouration, andi

without pain. This gradually increafes in fize, and im 
a proportional hardnefs. The neighbouring parts be 
come affected by it, and feel painful and uneafy ; the:

3. Lhe feeling communicated by fchirrus, in its pro- + 
grefs. is frequent lancelating pain darting through the :

expofed to fire, and a fenfe of puncture, as if needles s

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4. The chief marks of this difeafe, in its ulcerated 
fate, are the depafcent nature of the fore, and the vi- 
rulent acrimony of the difcharge; thus it is known to 
eat through every part to which it communicates, even 
the bones themfelves. ‘he matter again pofleffes al- 
ways a highly foetid odour, more fo than any other, 
and feems, by its aGion, to induce on the animal fibre 
the lait ftage of putrefaction. Wherever any growth 
takes place, it is of an irregular {pongy kind, fuch as 
is removed by efcharotics in other kinds of fores. 

5. Next to the conglomerate giands, the moft fre. 
quent feat of this difeaie is the face, or parts thinly 
covered with fiefh, expofed to external irritation, and 
in which the circulation is minute and eafily obftrué- 
ed. : 

6. The progrefs of the difeafe muft depend on a va- 
riety of circumftances, and particularly the conftitu- 
tion of the patient rendering the poifon more adtive. 
Thus, where the difeafe is hereditary, its progrefs is 
more rapid than where it is accidental, and by cold al- 
fo, and other external caufes, its progrefs is much ac- 
celerated. 

7. Our opinion here is always unfavourable, and the 
two fymptoms by which we are to judge of the near- 
nefs of the fatal event is, when the fituation of the fore 
approaches the large blood-veffels, or when the dif- 
charge continues fo great'as to induce a tabid fate, 

(8. The cure of cancer has hitherto baffled the at. 
tempts of phyficians in the greater number’ of cafes, 
and the principles upon which they have proceeded 
have been either by internal remedies, or by external 
applications to the part.

Hae: Guy’ S eae, 
The narcotics, in the form of poultice, or plait 
have acted here almoft folely as palliatives. ‘The mow 
ferviceable are, the hemlock poultice, henbane plaiften: 
night-fhade plaiiter. 7: 
12. ‘The application of fixed airis a ufeful palliative im 
the laft or ulcerated flage of this difeafe ; and it is ap. 
plied either in the form of the carrot, or fermenting aie 


fices, or in its elaftic ate, by a particular apparatus, ase 
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Royal Society, and more lately by Dr Ewart. 

13. To thefe:different remedies, tonics have been occa~ 
fonally added to fupport the flrength of the-fyftem un~ 
ler the ravages of the difeafe, or attempts made to af- 
ift their action, in diverting the flow of matter elfewhere 
by iffues, &c. while opiates are occafionally reforted to’ 
n cafes of violent pain, where the other narcotics ufed,. 
have not the effect *.. 


LIT. Supprefion and Difficulty of Urine. (L/churia, Dy furia.) 


y. Suppression and difficulty of urine, is a difeafe 
arifing from a variety of canfes, either acting on the 
kidneys, or more immediately on the bladder of urine 
tfelf; but the moft frequent caufe we find to be cal- 
culous concretions of thefe parts. 

2. The treatment of caculus in the kidneys, has al- 
ready been confidered' as forming one of the caufes of 
nephritis ; itis only therefore calculus in the laft fitua- 
tion or bladder of urine, that at prefent requires con- 
fideration. 

3. The fymptoms which diftinguifh calculus here, 
are, 

iff, A conftant fenfe of pain and uneafinefs on mo- 
tion, which, when carried to any excefs, occafions blood 
to be mixed with the urine.. 


_* Anew mode of practice in the cure of Cancer, has been found 
ouc by the Author; but having referved this for a feparate pu- 
blication, he has only offered the common opinions on this dif- 
eafe here.— That publication has now appeared, and it is to be foon 
followed by an Appendix containing farther information on this 
fubject.

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2d, Frequent inclination to difcharge it, which Soin 
ina fmall quantity, of a limpid appearance, often fudi. 
denly interrupted, while the laf drops are always att. 
- tended with pain, and a fort of itchinefS in the sae 

penis, 

34, Pain and irritation of the contiguous parts, aff 
fected by the ftate of the bl. idder, as tenefmus, diarm 
rheea, pain in the perineum, or itriking in a diretionn 
down the thighs, &c. 

4. ‘I’his difeafe appears common to every age ancd 
fex, it depends upon a peculiar difpofition of the fluidss, 
particularly the fecretion of the kidneys, to form a calk 
culous matter, and has been fuppofed ow ing to. thee 
prefence of an acid principle in them, termed the lithide 
acid, which feems confirmed by the benefit derived ine 
this difeafe from the ufe of alkalis. 

5. It rifes to a greater height in men than womena, 
from the difference in the eee of the uriaary ore 
gans in the fexes, and as yet all attempts at a folutions 
of the calculus, when formed, have proved ineffectual ; 
it is to be confidered, therefore, as a mortal difeafe in 
the end, though our opinion will always be regulate: 
by the height of the prefent fymptoms, efpecially thee 
{tate of inflammation, and its extent ; by the didiculty 
in the difcharge of urine, and the eafe with which theé 

catheter can be introduced to relieve it; by the ap? 
pearances alfo of the difeafe, and whether complicated 
with any organic affections of the parts. ah 

6. Inftances are adduced of the difeafe arifing accin!= 
dentally from the introduction of certain Ghtaigenm in-- 
to the bladder, forming a nucleus; but ftill in thefee 
cafes, the peculiar lithic difpofition muft have beenn 
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srefent in the fluids, and this nucleus therefore could 
nly accelerate its growth. 

7. The only radical cure of this difeafe, is by the 
fiftance of furgery'; but its iffue is always uncertain, 
1s well as painful in its application ; patients in gene- 
al, therefore, for a length of time, fhewa preference 
‘0 the palliative mode of treatment. 

This confifts in the ufe of lithontriptics, and the moft 
seneficial of this clafs are thofe which proceed on the 
dea of the difeafe arifing from an acid principle ; 
hough they have no power on the folution of the cal- 
sulus, yet it is clearly proved, that, 

iff, They prevent the farther accumulation of cal- 
culous matter ; and, 

2d, They render the urinary organs lefs fenfible to 
the irritation of the calculus prefent. - 

8. The chief of thefe remedies, is the fixed-alkali, in 
both its cauftic and mild ftate, foap, lime-water, &c. 

Of thefe, however, the alkaline aerated water - is 

found the moft effectual. 
_ Aftringents, as the uva urfa, &c. have been likewife - 
employed ; but thefe act entirely by bracing the parts, 
and thus rendering the fecretion more of the natural = 
quality. 

g. During the progrefs of the difeafe, occafional 
fymptoms of irritation and pain mult be obviated by 
anodynes, demulcents, &c. and by the external ones of — 
fomentation, the warm bath, &c. - 


V. Coflivenefs. (Obftipatio. ) . 
1. Costiventss is, for the moft part, a fymptomatic » 
difeafe ; but as it is, in fome cafes, conftitutional with-

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out any particular morbid flate to which it can be afe 
bed, it deferves a feparate confideration. ny 
2. The effets of coflivencfs, in all cafes, are a degr 
of heat and uneafinefs over the whole fyftem, with fon 
weight at the region of the ftomach; and when verr 
confiderable, pain of head, vomiting, cholic, and genni 
ral fever enfue. ae 
3. Women are naturally moft fubje@ to a flow belly 
and thofe of the other fex who are of a melancholili 
temperament and rigid fibre. Piles are a common copy 
fequence of this conftitution, and then the two difeafee 
become connected. — 
4. This difeafe is only to be cured by attention tt 
three circumftances. | 
if, The nature of the-diet. 
2d, The regularity of the difcharge; and, 
3d, ‘The occafional affiftance of a laxative. aft 
5- With refpe& to the frf, the diet fhould be of i3 
moilt kind. If vegetables difagree, then animal oil: 
fhould be greatly made ufe of, and all fubflances of ay 
oily and faponaceous nature. In the choice of drinks 
malt-liquors {hould be preferred, and all auftere altri 
gent beverage avoided. Every thing that increafes he 
difcharge by the fkin, fhould likewife be fhunned, a& 
increaiing the coftive difpofition. i 
6. With refpe@ to the fecond, a regular practice om 
going daily to ftool at a particular time fhould take 
place, in order that the difcharge may be encouraged, 
and a habit of regularity, if poflible, eftablifhed jaa 
want of attention to this, and not encouraging naturalil 
efforts, is the caule of coftivene/s with many. bs | 
7+ In refpes to the third, the laxatives to be ufedd

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) fhowld be thofe of the mildeft kind, as Bae iruits, 
little rhubarb, lenitive-eleduary, caftor oil, Ke ; but ul 
| flrong cathartics paso be carefully avoided.. 


VI. Tooth-ach: (Odontalgia.) 


1. Tooru-acu confifts in acute pain of one or more 
teeth, but moft commonly it is confined to one, and 
from it diffufed over the adjacent parts. 

2. Though a rheumatic affeCion in this fituation may 

at times occur from expofure to cold, yet this difeafe 
arifes moft frequently from caries of the tooth itfelf, 
affected by different irritating caufes. 
_ 3. This caries commences generally in one fpot, 
fometimes in more, and proceeds with various rapidi- 
ty, according to the nature of the tooth, and the vio- 
lence with which the caufe a@s. It begins externally 
with a {mall black fpot, which is fuperficial, but it foon 
fpreads and enters the fubitance of the tooth ; and this 
‘Caries never becomes painful till it penetrates the titu- 
ation of the nerve. 

4. The pain of tooth-ach is more acute than that of 
almoft any other difeafe, and has been known, in fome | 
cafes, to have deprived the patient even of reafon ; it is 
felt chiefly painful towards the root of the tooth, fome- 
times along the gum and one fide of the jaw. 

5. The only cure of tooth-ach from caries, is extrac- 
‘tion; for the teeth differ from all other bone, in being 
incapable of exfoliation ; but before having recourfe to 
this laft expedient, a palliative treatment may be at- 


fempted,,and the indications that prefent with this 
view are, 
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if, To relieve the urgency of pain; and, 
2d, To ftop the progrefs of the caries. 
6. The fifi of thefe is performed, 

if, By the introduction of different cauftics intoo 
the cariated part, which confift of effential oils on cote. 
ton, as oil of cloves, oil of vitriol ; nitrous fpirit dilua 
ted with fpirit of wine: or of narcotiés, as opium andd 
camphire formed into a pill. ; 

2d, By the irritation of contiguous parts where thee 
pain is diffufed, as by blifters behind the ear, touchingg 
the ear with the actual cautery, &c. 

The /econd again depends on accurately filling up thee 
carriated part with lead or gold, fo as to prevent thee 
entrance of air, or any other matters promoting putre-- 
faction; and if this operation is properly performed,l, 
the tooth may occafion little uneafinefs for’ a numberr 
of years. 

7. Though the teeth are fubje@ to decay fooner tham 
other bone, yet this is often prematurely haftened byy 
improper management; the care of the teeth, theres 
fore, is an objet of the higheft importance ; and as itt 
is one of the principal means of preventing tooth-achy\y 
merits here fome confideration. ole 

| 
Management of the Teeth. t 

1. As the teeth then are fo liable, from their office, 
to be affected by matters taken into the mouth, thee 
firft and moft natural precaution is, to remove thefet 
before they can act againft their furface, or any effects 
of heat and ftagnation take place. he prattice, there- 
fore, of wathing after meals,:cannot be too ftronglyy 
inculcated. 
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ks Where tartar alfo forms, it is moft obfervable in 
the morning, adhering to the teeth and gums. ‘This 
points out the propriety of the teeth being regularly 
cleaned every morning ; and from the gums inclining 
to foftnefs and fpunginefs, as well as this adhefion of 
tartar to the enamel, a proper tooth-brufh fhould be 
employed for the purpofe. Ifa foft tartar is already 
formed on the teeth, before adopting this plan, the ad- 
dition of a teeth-powder may be ufed along with the 
brufh. This powder, however, fhould be more of an 
abforbent teftaceous kind, than of a gritty {piculated 
nature; but if the tartar has formed a firm folid body 
adhering infeparably to the teeth, and forming, as it 
were, part of their fubftance, the belt practice will be 
to feparate this by proper inftruments, and then the 
method propofed will be effectual for preferving them 
in a healthy ftate. 

3. But inftead of this fafe practice recommended, 
perfons anxious only to have their teeth cleaned, with- 
out regard to the means employed, have had recourfe 
to certain modes of effe@ing it, which, though anfwer- 
ing the purpofe in the mean time, have, in the end, 
been attended with the moft pernicious confequences. 
Thefe methods, however various, may be all reduced 
to two heads, being the effect of firong mechanical 
friction, or chemical folution. 

4. The former depends on the ufe of certain pow- 
ders, varioufly coloured according to the views of their 
inventors, inthe compofition of which pumice flone, or 
fome other gritty fubftance forms a principal part ; this 
preparation rubbed daily with the affiflance of a brufh 
againft the enamel, produces no doubt a polith and 


4 Bi 
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whitenefs on its furface, but from the ftrong fridions 
this effect can only be produced at the expence of thee 
enamel, or by occafioning a partial detrition of it. ; 

5. That this is really the cafe, has been eftablifhedd 
by actual experiment, for if a found human tooth ids 
placed in a vice with the convex fide upwards, and rub 
bed with a bruth charged with any tooth powder, in lefal 
than an hour, by continuing the rubbing, the enamebl 
of that part expofed to the friction, will be entirely deft. 
troyed. In repeating this.experiment, with the differs. 
ent compolitions fold under the title of tooth powders , 
the fame effe&t has been known to follow, only varyingg 
a little in the time required, according to the finenefse 
ef the powder. 

6. From this fa& a calculation may be formed, fup-- 
pofing fuch powders ufed twice or thrice a week, andd 
rubbed for each time one fourth of a minute, in whatt 
length of time the enamel may be entirely deftroyed ;; 
by fuch calculation, it will be found to require only aa 
very few years. ‘ 

4. To render the above experiment ftill more concl 
five, it need only be obferved, that the teeth never re- 
ceive any renewal of the enamel, when worn awaye 
That it increafes only in growth and finenefs till the 
age of 20; but that after that period it receives no ad . 
dition, but, on the contrary gradually decays, fo thate 
by the age of 30 it will frequently be entirely gone.’ 
Nay, its original thicknefs, even in full growth, is note 
more than the 24th part of an inch, how foon then 


mutt continued friction itfelf againk fuch a thin tru@uree 
produce an abrafion. 1% 
8.. ‘The mifchief of this pra@ice many have attribus- 
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ted lefs to the powder than to the brufh that applies 
it, and they have therefore fubftituted a cloth in place 
of the latter. To fhow, however, that this idea is ill 
founded, the fame experiment may be repeated. as al- 
ready related, employing a-cloth inflead of the brufh. 
The fame effect will be found to follow it, with this 
difference, that the cloth, by not entering like the bruth 
into the interftices of the teeth, does not render the po- 
lifh fo complete. 
_g. At the fame time, it muft be allowed, that though, 
as commonly ufed, thefe powders are attended with 
the effects defcribed, yet under certain reftrictions, fince 
they contribute fo foon to give a polifh and whitenefs 
to the teeth, they may be permitted ina {paring man- 
ner: hence, 

iff, When the teeth poflefs a thin f{cale of tartar, they 
may be applied till this is worn off, for till then they 
can do no injury againft the enamel. 

ad, After a thick tartar has been removed by inftru- 
ments, they may be alfo employed till the teeth are 
freed of all difcolouring matter: and 

3d, Where the teeth are not regularly ledueds an 
occafional ufe of them, merely to rub off the tartar, will 
do no harm. 
- to. From thefe applications to the teeth, whofe ac- 
tion depends on mechanical friction, thofe next come to 
be examined whofe operation is the effec of chemical 
folution. 

They are fold under the name of tin€tures, and the 

chef part of their compofition confifts always in a cer- 
tain proportion of mineral acid. Hence they turn out, 


#) 
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when examined, very powerful menftrua to foften ¢ an 
deftroy the enamel. ; 

They are much more eafily applied than the pow 
ders, are very quick in producing their effe@, and aar 
therefore too often preferred. But in proportion to thi 
quicknefs of their operation are their bad effeéts prodit 
ced; and the flower any effect is produced on the enna 
mel, the fafer is the action of the remedy. 

11 All tin@ures then for the teeth, are compofee 
of mineral acids, diluted and concealed under variouww 
artifices ; and that this is the cafe is clear, 

if, ¥rom their four aftringent tafte, conveying tt 
the teeth a peculiar rough fenfation. 

2d, Yrom their effervefcence on the addition of aa 
alkali; and, 

3d, From the known effeéts of mineral acids oo 
the teeth, when fubmitted to their operation by way cé 
experiment. 

12. From experiments made on this fubjeét it app 
pears, that a mineral acid is the only menftruum by 
which the enamel of the teeth can be fpeedily cleaned? 
and that, though all acids are powerful folvents of th) 
teeth, yet that the vitriolic is the only one which haa 
alfo the fingular effect of whitening them. Hence i 
becomes eee a principal ingredient in all a 
compofitions. Nay it may be obferved, that even iti 
its moft diluted ftate, the effeéts of this acid on the enaa 
mel are the fame; and though feveral attempts h ve" 
been made to meliorate its hurtful principle, and yet: 
preferve its property on the enamel, it appears thate 
thofe properties cannot be disjoined, and that fuch ate 
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‘empts are merely a deception of their authors on the 
public. 
13. Thus, all acids feem to havea particular tenden- 
sy to deftroy the ftructure of the teeth, and that in 
proportion to the ftrength of the acid principle they 
pofflefs. 

In the nitrous and muriatic acid the fubftance of the 
eeth can be entirely deftroyed in one or two days. 
In the vitriolic, again, this operation is flower, and it 
feems to take place more by acting on the cementing 
principle than on the other parts. In the vegetable 
acids, though this effect is proportionally weak, yet it 
Joes take place in a confiderable degree, which is evi- 
dent from the effects of tartar, and alfo from the fimi- 
lar known effects of fugar, fweetmeats, &c. 

In all the countries where much vegetable acid is 
nfed, particularly in the Weft Indies, and other fouth- 
ern climates, the teeth of the inhabitants are feldom 
pood. Sugared meats and liquors, again, produce, 
while they are in the very mouth, fymptoms of rough- 
nefs, tooth edge, and pain; and the teeth of fuch peo- 
ple as ufe them are fufceptible of pain on the flighteft 
mpreflions of cold or chewing. 

14. To thefe bad effeéts of fubftances on the teeth 
hemfelves, may be fubjoined that of others which a@ 
1pon the gums, and thus, in an indiree@ manner, have 
the fame hurtful tendency. The chief of thefe is the 
ufe of tooth-picks. The gum is {pread clofely between 
the teeth, and it is intended by this clofenefs, that the 
ceeth fhould fupport each other in their place. What- 
ever then widens the interftices between the teeth, muft 
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£ 

tend to deftroy the intention of nature ; and indepen 
dent of this alfo, the frequent ufe of the tooth-pick aff 
fords a more convenient lodgement for the food. Im 
ftead of the tooth-pick, therefore, a fmall hair-bufhh 
like a pencil, fhould be ufed, which will anfwer tho 
purpofe, and obviate all the inconveniencies that haves 
been mentioned. 


V. Blindnefs. ( Gutta Jerena.) 


1. GuTTA serena confilts in a lofs of fight, without 
any apparent fault of the organ. It depends on ane 
- affection of the nerves, and is, for the moft part, incurs 
able. ; 

2. It may be attempted, however, in two ways, eth 
ther by ftimulating the part itfelf, or the fyftem in gee. 
neral. , 

The frf is done by the ufe of blifters and iffues, eit 
ther applied behind the ears, the back part of the head 
or neck, and continued for a length of time, or by ere 
rhines promoting a difcharge from the nofe. 1 

The fecond depends on the ufe of antifpafmodics anéd 
mercury ; and the directions for condudting the lafll 
may be found under the title of /ues ‘venerea. 


VI. Deafnefs. (Paracujfis.) 


; 
1. Dearwess is generally an organic affection, andd 
admits, in that cafe, of little alleviation; but ¢evo {pee 
sies Of it may be mentioned that require to be 7 
mifhed, as frequently admitting a cure. 
The jirfi depends on the fecretion of the ear belting 
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fappreffed by accidental caufes, as cold, &c. and is at- 
‘ended with a fenfe of heat and drynefs in the part. 
The cure here depends on fupplying the natural fecre- 
tion by any unctuous fubltance introduced into it in 
cotton or wool, as oil of bitter almonds, with a. little 
camphire, and the application of heat till the fecretion 
is reftored. 

». The other is a nervous affection, and arifes as a 
confequence of hyfleria, to be removed by antifpafmo- 
dics and flimulants of the laft, particularly electricity 
and the cold bath, though it is often incurable. 


VIE. Tympany. (Tympanitis.) 


1. Tympany confifts in a collection of wind diftend- 
ing the inteftines or abdomen, and arifes, in the for- 
mer fituation, from the fudden fuppreflion of dyten- 
tery or loofenefs, or as a confequence of febrile difeafes, 
attended with thefe fymptoms; and, in the latter, from 
an erofion of the inteftines, the effect alfo of preceding 
difeafes. 

2.. In every cafe it is an obftinate and dangerous dif- 
eafe, flow in its fymptoms, marking a total relaxation 
of the fyftem, and therefore it generally ends in drop- 
fy, difcovering the fame emaciated countenance, dry 
cough, and hectic ftate in the end. 

3. Itscure, in the jr f{pecies, when the wind is con- 
fined within the inteftines, is to be attempted by car- 
minatives and tonics: the former to procure a difcharge 
of the accumulated air; the latter to reftore the tone: 
of the prima vie, the caufe of the difeafe. 

In the fecond {pecies, again, the difeafe muft una- 

me 
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voidably be fatal, though a temporary relief may boe 
procured by the operation of paracentefis or tapping.

VITI. Curavesous DIsEAses. 


CHRONIC eruptions of the {kin have been diftina 
guifhed by the general and indifcriminate appellatiom 
of Scurvy ; a difeafe with which they have little cons 
nection. We fhall examine here a few of the moftt 
common of them that occur in pradtice. 


1. Shingles. (Herpes.) 


1. Herpes confifts in an eruption of broad itchyy 
fpots, here and there, over the fkiny of a whitith ore 
red colour, which at laft unite together, and difchargee 
a thin ferous fluid. After a certain time, they forma 
{curfy feales which peel off, and leave the furface bee 
low red; the fame appearances, however, are apt tod 
be renewed in a fucceffive feries till the difeafe js either# 
cured, or fpontancoufly departs. The health, at thed 
fame time, remains, in other refpects, perfectly found Pa 
but fometimes thefe cutaneous difeafes are obferved to»! 

e attended with depreflion of fpirits. ui 

This difeafe commonly attacks in {pring, and departs + 
in winter, as the cold weather fets in. Women are > 
more fubje@ to it than the other fex. It js entirely a} 
difeafe of the fkin, and is diftinguifhed from itch by ~ 
the fize of the fpots, and, at the fame time, from being ‘ 
rarely contagious. j 

2. Its caufes, like thofe of moft other cutaneous dif » 
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eafes, may be referred to low diet, moift damp fituation, 
and want of cleanlinefs. 

3. Its cure is completed by ftimulating the extreme 
veflels of the furface ; and this is effected either by mer- 
cury, or the vitriolic acid, and they are both employ- 
ed moft fuccefsfully in the form of liniment; folutions 
alfo of green and white vitriol are recommended. Where 
the difeafe is inveterate, internal remedies of the fame 
kind are employed. as the Plummer’s pill, corrofive 
folution, vitriolic acid julap, &c. 

4. Its recurrence is prevented by continuing them, 
fo as to keep open a proper excretion, by the {kin ;. and, 
previous to any cure, the warm bath fhould be em- 
ployed. 

A. fpecies of this difeafe termed the Aerpes rapiens, 
deferves to be confidered. 

It begins with a pimple often in the face, and fome- 
times in other parts of the body. The putftule is yel- 
low, and fimilar to a venereal one; it is generally, 
however, without any other venereal fymptom ; but it 
yields to fome mild alterative preparation of mercury, 
as the Plummer’s pill, &c. 


2. Lich. (Pfora.) 


1. Tue itch confifts of {mall itchy puftules or fores, 
ofa contagious nature, chiefly affecting the hands and 
joints, but in time fpreading over che relt of the body ; 
and they are filled with a ferous fluid which flows out 
on preflure, and is fucceeded by a feurfy cruft Where 
the puftules are large, and attended with confiderable 
inflammation, they pafs into boils, 
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2. This difeafe arifes from a peculiar contagion, gee 
nerated by the fame caufes producing other cutaneowm 
eruptions, and particularly affeting a cold mountain 
ous fituation ; and, what is peculiar to it is, that howv. 
ever great its irritation, the general ftate of the fyftenm 
is never affected by it, nor the health of the patient inn 
jured, though continuing for life. 

3. Inthe cure of this difeafe, fulphur is confidered aas 
a certain fpecific, and does beft when applied in unétionn 
Where the fulphur is difliked, the vitriolic acid haa 
been found effetual; and where thefe have failed, ia 
folution of arfenic, of corrofive fublimate, and of whitit 
hellebore, have been had recourfe to with fuccefs. 


3. Scald Head. ( Tinea.) 


1. Tinga confilts in a fcabby eruption of the fkin 09 
the head, or hairy fcalp, arifing from an obftruGion tee 
its excretion, which confined, generates a peculiar aa 
crid matter, eroding the fkin of the head, and afterr 
wards {preading its acrimony to the adjacent parts. | 

2. Its cure proceeds on the fame principle with thal 
of the two former difeafes, by ftimulating the veflels oo 
the head till their obftruétion is removed, and thei 
proper difcharge reftored ; and, previous to this thé 
hairy fcalp fhould be carefully fhaved, then coveree 
with a liniment made of fulphur, or of pitch, or 0® 
mercury, according to the choice of the practitions 
er, and that in a proportion fuited to the particu 
lar circumftances of the cafe, while fimilar remedies 
may be given internally ; and to haften the cure, thd 
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courte of the fluids may, in the mean time, be in part 
diverted from the head, by means of blifters, iffues, &c. 


4. Pimples. (Vari.) 


1. Pimees, confitting of plegmonous inflammation 
of the febaceous glands, are very apt to arife in the 
young and flrong. They are often produced by drink- 
ing, or the ufe of tonic medicines, and efpecially affeét 
the face and breaft, where, from the confinement of the 
febaceous matter in the glands, this inflammation ap- 
pears. They often go off naturally as life advances, 
or continue without any other difadvantage than oc- 
cafional pain from them. 

2. They are removed by the ufe of laxatives in the 
young; but when becoming habitual, it is more diffi- 
cult, and perhaps fhould not be attempted. | 

It may be done, however, by dilute folutions of cau= 
ftic alkali, or fome of the applications of lead. 


An eruption, attended with rednefs and forenefs of 
the fkin, forming large fpot: on the face and neck, 
is apt to attack relaxed female habits, where much 
weaknefs prevails. {tis the mark of a conftitutional 
debility, and is only to be removed by tonics, as the 
bark, bitters, exercife, &c. Sedative applications will, 
however, in the mean time remove it, till thefe have 
effect, but cannot be trufted to alone. 
| 6. 

To thefe fymptoms may be added the efflorefcences, 
which are apt to appear from the ufe of certain alimen- 
tary matters in particular habits. Thus, various. 
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kinds of fifh produce this effe&t, and efpecially in fomee 
females, when ufed towards the period of menftruaz. 
tion, as well as the ufe of almonds, oatmeal, crabss. 
eyes, &c. in other conftitutions. Such efflorefcencess, 
however, can hardly be called morbid, as they aree 
merely temporary, and difappear fo foon as the fubo- 
ftlances producing them are digefted. 


THe difeafes defcribed in the four firht Clafles, may be 
_ properly arranged, with refpeé&t to the extent of 
their operation, into ¢wo divifions, of contagious 
and not contagious. The former are generally Epr- 
pEmic, the latter moftly Sroranic, as will appear 
from the following Table.

REMARKS ON CONTAGION. 


ROM the foregoing Table, it appears that the 
“. greater number of difeafes, particularly thofe of 
an acute nature, are contagious, or communicate their 
effects from one perfon to another. 

1. By contagion is underftood, a matter which ap- 
plied to the body, produces certain fpecific morbid ef- 
fects, though, liable to be varied fomewhat by occa- 
fional circumftances, in the conftitution or habit of the 
perfon attacked. 

2. The nature of contagion is various; it for the 
moft part attacks particular parts of the body in pre- 
ference to others, and is alfo peculiar in often affecting 
one clafs of animals, arid not another. 

3. The analyfis or deteétion of the particular nature 
ef contagion has, and ever will, elude the mo labour- 
ed attempts of experiment; but, though unacquainted 
with its nature; the mode, extent, and durability of 
its action on the animal. fyftem, we are enabled to pur- 
fue with fome certainty. 

4. With refpeéct to the mode-of ‘its aétion, contagion 
is found always to aét in one of two ftates, either in a 
volatile or fluid form ; in the former it is for the mot 
part diffufed in the atmofphere, in the Jaffer it is gene- 
rally involved in an animal fluid. 

5. All poifons conveyed in a volatile form, are moft 
active, being applied immediately through the medium 
of the atmofphere, to thofe parts of the body effential 
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to life ; thofe again in a fluid ftate, can only enter tha 
body through the medium of its furface, and muft pati 
therefore through the more external parts, by which 
their action is weakened before arriving at the princti 
pal organs. The proof of this is evinced in the procef! 
of inoculation, &c. | 

6. There are three ways in which all contagion ii 
conveyed. 

The frft is by the atmofphere; and in order tha 
contagion act where diffufed here, it is neceflary thaa 
the atmofphere, impregnated with it, poffefs at thh 
fame time a certain vitiated ftate, or be loaded wit} 
impurities. Hence a free or pure airis one of the mob 
powerful means of weakening the effects of contagionn 
and it is only when pent up, that it becomes the proo 
per medium for rendering contagion aétive. As ; 
proof of this, there are feveral inftances, in medical hifi 
tory, where of a number labouring under the fame co 
tagious difeafe, part being confined in a clofe fituatio 
all died, while part, who were expofed to a free air, 
recovered. . 

The /fecond way in which contagion is conveyed, ti 
by contact; this is perhaps the moft frequent, and th 
effects of it, as appearing under different forms ane 
difeafes, have been already defcribed. 

The third way in which contagion is communicatet 
is by fomites, or different fubftances containing it. Ané 
contagion arifing from this fource, has been fuppofee 
by fome phyficians, more active than when commutis 
cated in any other way; and is particularly apt to add 
here to fubftances of a folid form. 

7. With regard to the extent of its action, we maya 
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obferve, that the influence of contagion is circumf{crib« 
ed; this is confirmed from the very flight precautions 
that are found neceflary to prevent even the infection 
of the plague; for the flighteft fences between the 
found and dileafed, or merely preventing their contact, 
has been found for the moft part fufficient. 
aee. ‘The durability of the action of contagion, appears 
from a number of faéts in medical hiftory, and that fuch 
as are of a volatile nature, are long retained in the fub- 
tances which have receivedthem: it is inconceivable alio, 
what a fmall quantity of contagion is able to infe&a num- 
per of perfons. A remarkable inftance of this durability 
f contagion is adduced by Dr Brockelfby, ina cafe of an- 
ina maligna, or putrid fore throat, when, it {pite of every 
means employed to remove it, it continued to infed no 
efs than eight iucceflive patients, who were placed ia 
the fame bed. Another ftrong inflance of the fame na- 
‘ure occurred in the puerperal fever, that raged in the 
Royal Infirmary of Edinburgh, in the year 3 7473. Kiven 
he venereal virus, though a weak poifon, has been found 
pable of infection, after being kept for years on a 
ougee; and the matter of {mall-pox the fame. 

9- From thet: remarks on contagion, the beft means 
f prevention are, 3 

if, Attention to preferve the atmofphere furround- 
& the patient, as pure as poffible, fo as to be little 
ifected by exhalations from himfelf, or the attendants. 
2d, \o prevent as much as pofflible any contact be- 
wixt the healthy and difeafed; and for this reafon no 
ore pertons fhould approach the fick, than what are 
bfolutely neceflary, 
34, To remove all fubfances from the apartments 
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of the fick, that have been impregnated with the efflt 
via, or are capable of vitiating the atmofphere, to fue: 
fituations where the healthy cannot be effeéted by then 

ro. Various fubftances have been recommended, aa 
preventing the effects of contagion: thefe are chiefll 
wine, bark, tonics of all kinds. aromatics, acids, &c.. 
but the beft proof of their inefficacy is, that contagion 
feems fooneft to attack the moft vigorous and healthyy 
and that thofe labouring under difeafe, or who are 00 
therwife weakly, often efcape it. 

11 Where contagion appears, every attention té 
cleanlinefs fhould be paid, and, as the extremes of heaa 
and cold are found to counteraét it, the ufe of ftrong 
fires, fumigations, and other means of ventilating, ane 
heating the apartments where the fick have been cons 
fined, thould be employed to prevent further infeétiona, 
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4% OISONS are fuch fubftances as, when introdu- 
fe ced into the body, threaten the extinction of 
life. They are of three kinds, derived either from the 
animal, mineral, or vegetable kingdom ; and their fymp- 
toms are different, according to the particular parts 
they fpecifically affect. 7 

2. Several of the firft we have had already occafion 


to mention, and to mark their mode of operation, as 


in contagion, canine madnefs, lues venerea, cancer, &c. To 
thefe may be now added, that of the viper and rajt/e- 
fnake, which fo often prove fatal in the warmer cli- 
mates. 

3. The poifon of the viper proves only fatal, when 
conveyed by the infliction of a wound. The fymp- 
toms are, acute pain in the place wounded, with a {wel- 
ling at firft red, afterwards livid, which, by degrees, 
fpreads farther to the neighbouring parts. ‘The con- 
ftitutional fymptoms are then felt, viz. very great faint- 
nefs, with quick low intermitting pulle; -ficknefs, vo- 
miting, and yellow tinge of the fkin fucceed; and a 
thin fanious matter iffuing from the wound, death fie- 
quently follows. 

4. To prevent thefe fymptoms, or counteract their 
fatal tendency, three indications arife. 

The jf is, the removal of the poifon, which is beft 
performed by immediately fucking the part, and no 
bad effects will follow to the perfon employed, where 
the poifon is diluted by the faliva. 

U2 
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The fecond confilts in a@ual deftruction of the wourn 
ed part; either by the a@ual cautery, or changing 
ftate by the application of flrong alkaline falts, or othh 
Cauitics. 

Vhe ¢hird indication is accomplifhed, where the tyy 
former have been ineffeQual, by emetics, and by prr 
curing a ftrong determination to the furface by dii 
phoretics. : 

‘Phe viper’s fat has been recommended as a fpeciff 
application here. 

5+ The bite of the fake, or adder of this countrys 
produces fymptoms Pretty fimilar to thofe above, buu 

not fo violent or fudden in their operation, and theree 
fore they feldom Prove fatal, The treatment is thiy 
fame as that recommended. (4.) 

6. The poifon of the ratile faake may be mentionec: 
next, which is commonly more fatal than that of the 
viper. It is to be cured by the fame means, and neo 
perfon expofed to the bite of fach animals fhould evert 
be without a {mall portion of foap ley, or flrong faltt 
OL tartar. | | 

Volatile alkali has been likewife employed, and thee 
{p. ammonie fuccinat. of the London Pharmacopecia.. | 

7. ‘Uhe bite of feveral {mall infects in the warmer 
climates are often troublefome, fomtimes fatal ; duty» 
in general, the {pecifics for each of them are well ie 
in thefe climates, and medical affittance is therefore: 
feldom found neceffary. 


8. Of the mineral poifons, the chief to be enumerate 
ed are, /ead, arfenic, and corrotve fublimate, a, 

‘The effects of the firgt chiefly occur in the cy der $ 
counties, and produce what is called the D.vonfrice ' 
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or Poison cholic, or what is fimilar in the Weft Indies, 
the Dry belly-ach ; part of the lead being diffolved by 
the acid in the preparation of that liquor. For its cure 
we refer to the account of that difeafe. (Clafs 11. x1.) 
Arfenic is a poiton which has been frequently fatal. 
Its effects are fo powerful as to be immediately dif- 
played on the part, producing inflammation and gan- 
rene of the ftomach in a fhort time, even though taken 
in the quantity of fix or feven grains. 
= Corrofive fublimate is much the fame in its effects, 
though not fo powerful. 
~>g. The cure of both poifons depends on either im- 
mediately evacuating them, or counteratting their ef- 
fects. 
10. The firf is performed by {trong emeties, quick 
in their operation ; and the white or blue vitriol is ges 
nerally preferred, along with plentiful dilution. 
The fecond is effected by decompofing thefe falts by 
a folution of falt of tartar, or by obtunding their acri- 
mony by the exhibition of oils and mucilages in large 
quantity ; but unlefs this be done quickly, in the courfe 
of a few minutes, their effects muft unavoidably be 
fatal. 
ri. Vegetable poifons are not fo powerful as the mi- 
jeral. Their effects confit in inducing a torpor. of the 
ervous fyftem, and they are all of the narcotic tribe. 
_ The cure depends, like the others, on either evacu- 
ting them, or counteracting their effects.

ftances, and the means of reftoring animation in this 
fufpended ftate, form an important fubject of practice.» 
2. The fymptoms which mark the progrefs to death) 
when arifing from drowning are: The circulation bee 
comes firff more feeble and flow; anxiety is next felt 
about the breait (or precordia), which the perfon ate 
tempts to relieve by rifing to the furface of the wat 
if in his power. He then difcharges a quantity of aiz 
from his lungs, in place of which water is receive 
The oppreflion of cheft increafes; he flill continues 
expel air, and to take in water in return. In the {pac | 
of a few miuutes, in this ftruggle, during which cony | 
five fpafms often arife, the organs of refpiration ce 
entirely to act, and death enfues. The fkin becomes 
then of a blueith calt, efpecially about the face and neck.«

3. The phenomena of Suffocation are the fame with » 
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thofe which mark the apopledtic flate. (Vide Clafs II, 
It, I. 2. 3. 4.) 

» 4. Thofe of frangulation are farther marked by con- 
vulfive paroxyfms, fuperadded to the apopleétic fymp- 
foms. o 

5- On infpeding the body, by diffeGion, the exter. 
nal furface of the brain, in cafes of drowning, appears 
of a highly florid colour, without any diftenfion of vef- 
fels, or marks of effufion. The lungs are entirely in a 
{tate of collapfe, and the accumulation of blood is con= 
fined to the vena cava, the heart, and the parts of the 
venous fyftem; the ftomach contains a little water, but 
fometimes not. Thus an accumulation of blood in the 
venous fyftem forms the great morbid change which 
takes place in fuch accidents. From the appearance 
of the fluid, alfo, a morbid change feems induced on it, 
fuppofed to confift in the lofs of that principle it de- 
rives by its circulation through the lungs. 

6. Diffeftions in both the law ftates, or in Suffocation 
and frangulation, differ little in the appearances exhi- 
bited from thofe defcribed in drowning, except that, in 
firangulation, there appears a turgefcence of the veflels 
of the pia mater, and no water in the Romach or lungs, 
while, in /ufocation, the turgefcence of the brain is {till 
ore confiderable, and the rigidity of the members al- 
© greater. 
| 7. Our opinion in the cafe of fuch accidents muft 

e always doubtful, as there are, perhaps, no certain 
fymptom of the real extinétion of life, but actual putre- 
faction which does not take place for fome time. The 
marks judged by are, the livid and dark brown appear- 
ince of the face, the rigidity and coldnefs of the body,

the glofly appearance of the eye, and the general flace. 
cid itate of the fkin. As moft of thefe fymptoms, howy. 
ever, have been obferved even when recovery has takerr 
place, we can form only a probable conjef&ture ; andd 
unlefs putrefadion has a@ually commenced, the. diff 
ferent means of reftoration fhould be employed anad 
perfevered in a confiderable time. 

8. The means of reftoring animation are numerouss. 
They confilt, chiefly, in the proper application of heatt, 
and the irritation of fome of the vital organs, particularr. 
ly the brain, lungs, and prime vie. 

The heat is to be applied, efpecially in cafes of drown 
ing, ina gradual degree. ‘he body being placed in a hoo. 
rizontal pofture, on a bed, couch, or other fituation, is te 
be covered with warm dry cloths, occafionally renewed i 
a warm night-cap is to be put upon the head, and bag: 
of warm fand placed at the feet. Even friction may bes 
conjoined with this application of heat, and rubbingg 
the body with warm dry flannel cloths, at the fame 
time, will have much influence. The heat mutt be grag 
dually increafed as the fymptoms of animation returng 
and fhould this mode of applying heat have little eltedth 
even the warm bath, if an opportunity prefent, fhouldd 
be reforted to. | a 

Next to the application of heat, the reftoration of 
refpiration fhould principally engage the attention of} 
the perfons employed in the recovery. ‘The lungs 
are to be fet in motion by immediate inflation off 
them, and this may be done by Mr Hunter’s bellows 
applied according to his directions, which forms an imi 
tation of natural refpiration; or it may be executedd 
more fimply, if this inftrument is not at hand, by im-» 
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ferting a pipe into one noftril, comprefling the other, 
and {hutting the mouth; when a perfon applying his 
‘mouth to the pipe, and blowing through it, will inflate 
the lungs. 

When thefe means appear to have fome effect, vo- 
latile applications to the noftrils, temples, &¢. to fti- 
taulate the brain, may next be attempted ; and befides 
thefe means, irritation of the ftomach, by vomits and 
other flimulants, has been employed ; and alfo of the 
inteflines, by inje@ions of the fumes of tobacco. In 
the ufe of the former, as {wallowing is here denied, 
the remedies muft be introduced through a flexible tube 
into the organ. The ufe of emetics fhould be re- 
ftridted to thefe cafes where an evident fullnefs of the 
Romach appears externally ; but this limitation will 
hot extend to the other flimulants employed in the way 
pf cordial. Injections of tobacco fmoke, are often high- 
y fuccefsful, and particularly in cafes of drowning, as 
ping a general and highly diffufible irritation through 
he medium of the inte/tines ; they fhould therefore 
€ immediately had recourfe to. 


Eleétricity proves likewife a powerful means of reflo- 
ation here; but it is not always at hand. Where em- 
loyed, it muft be by infulation alone. | 

qn cafes of /ufocation, previous to the application of 
efe remedies, where there appear flrong marks of 
Irgeicence in the brain, venefeion will be highly ufe- 
1, and not lefs fo in frangulation. 

In the ufe of the means deferibed, much perfever- 
Mee is neceflary, efpecially in cafes of drowning ; for 
en at the diftance of fome hours, three or four at 
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leaft, fuccefs has attended thefe operations, and recco 
very taken place. Whenreturning animation appeat 
to diffufe itfelf, much caution mutt be ufed in regarn 
to the patient, and after the exhibition of fome cordiaal 
as a little wine and water, the perfon fhould be left tt 
repofe. On awaking, there is often no uneafinefs feltt 
at other times, fymptoms of {tupor, headach, &c. ree 
main for fome days, which require particular attenn 
tion. ?
